Church  of  the  Advent, 

Spartanburg,  S.  C,  Tuesday,  May  11,  A.  D.  1920. 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  Annual  Council  of  the 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  after  the 
celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  by  the  Bishop,  assisted 
by  Rev.  Dr.  John  Kershaw,  Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  and  the  Rector 
of  the  Parish,  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton. 

The  roll  of  the  clergy  as  presented  by  the  Bishop  was 
called  by  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Council.  There  were 
found  present  forty-three  clergymen  entitled  to  all  privileges 
of  Council,  and  three  entitled  to  seat  and  voice  but  not  to  vote 
— forty-six  in  all. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  churches,  and  ninety 
Deputies,  representing  forty-three  Parishes  and  six  Missions, 
were  found  present. 

A  constitutional  quorum  in  both  orders  being  present, 
Qouncil  was  declared  duly  organized.

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Duvall,  it  was  decided  to  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  tomorrow  morning  at  10:30  for  the 
consideration  of  the  whole  subject  of  increased  episcopal 
supervision  presented  in  the  Bishop's  address. 
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Mr.  William  Godfrey  submitted  his  report  as  Treasurer 
of  the  Council,  tt  was  received  and  ordered  printed  in  the 
Journal.     (Vide  Appendix  V.) 

Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  which  was  received. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Giving  precedence  to  spiritual  matters,  we  would  judge  from  general 
indications  that  our  people  are  advancing  in  this  regard. 

I.  The  Nation- Wide  Campaign. 

The  present  state  of  the  Church  is  largely  indicated  by  the  results  of 
the  Nation- Wide  Campaign.  The  indications  are  that  this  movement  was 
a  source  of  spiritual  awakening  to  individuals  and  congregations  of  the 
Diocese. 

The  number  of  service  pledges  is  most  encouraging;  and,  as  a  Diocese, 
we  may  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  fifteen  persons  have  volunteered  to 
devote  their  whole  time  to  the  service  of  Christ  and  His  Church. 

The  financial  results  of  the  Campaign  are  equally  encouraging;  for, 
while  there  was  a  failure  on  the  part  of  some  congregations  to  meet  the 
total  budget  apportioned  to  them,  as  compared  with  our  previous  rec- 
ords, an  unprecedented  advance  in  giving  has  been  made,  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  projects  listed  in  our  Diocesan  survey  have  been  made  pos- 
sible. On  the  basis  of  the  figures  reported  to  this  Council  a  year  ago, 
the  average  subscription  per  communicant  for  all  religious  purposes  was 
$11.80.  On  the  basis  of  the  pledges  made  through  the  Nation- Wide 
Campaign,  it  will  this  year  be  $20.10. 

II.  Our  Church  Student  Congregations. 

Your  Committee  regret  to  report  that  only  thirty-six  students  from 
this  Diocese  are  enrolled  at  our  Church  University  at  Sewanee,  includ- 
ing ten  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  There  are  twenty-three  boys 
from  Church  families  of  the  Diocese  this  year  at  the  Porter  Military 
Academy  out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  288.  Yet  there  are  reported  to  be 
206  boys  from  Church  families  attending  non-Episcopal  colleges  and 
boarding  schools  of  this  State.  The  inference  that  our  people  are  send- 
ing their  children  to  other  than  our  own  Church  institutions  without 
duly  considering  the  strong  claims  these  institutions  have  upon  our  sup- 
port is  further  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  in  our  Diocesan  school  of 
St.  Mary's,  at  Raleigh,  N.  C,  only  seventeen  girls  from  this  Diocese  are 
registered,  while  119  are  in  non-Episcopal  colleges  or  boarding  schools 
of  this  State.  Making  a  total  of  325  in  non-Episcopal  institutions  of  the 
State  and  seventy-six  in  our  Diocesan  institutions. 

III.  The  Sunday  Schools. 

Deducting  the  number  of  communicants  from  -the  total  number  of  bap- 
tized persons  reported  to  Council  last  year,  there  remain  5,864  uncon- 
firmed persons.  Of  these,  5,166  are  enrolled  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  and 
698  remain  to  be  accounted  for,  either  as  unconfirmed  adults  or  as  chil- 
dren who  do  not  attend  Sunday  Schools.  Thirty-four  white  Parishes 
and  Missions  have  no  Sunday  Schools.  On  the  other  hand,  ten  more  Sun- 
day Schools  are  reported  this  year  than  last,  and  there  is  also  reported 
a  total  gain  of  782  pupils.    Of  these,  five  new  schools  and  397  new  pupils 
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are  attributed  directly  to  the  influence  of  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign. 

The  Sunday  School  Institute  has  established  itself  as  a  necessary  agency 
for  the  inspiration  and  training  of  our  Sunday  School  workers.  An 
exceptionally  interesting  and  helpful  meeting  of  the  Institute  was  held 
in  St.  John's  Church,  Florence,  May  19th-21st,  after  a  two  years'  interrup- 
tion due  to  the  war.  We  respectfully  recommend  that  the  clergy,  super- 
intendents, teachers  and  other  leaders  of  the  young  people  and  children 
of  the  Church  avail  themselves  in  larger  numbers  of  this  and  all  other 
aids  to  more  efficient  service  in  this  important  field  of  the  Lord's  work. 
We  especially  recommend  that  they  give  their  hearty  co-operation  to 
the  proposed  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Sunday  School  Service  League, 
which,  as  another  report  to  be  made  to  this  Council  will  indicate,  is 
intended  to  take  over  the  work  of  the  former  Junior  Auxiliary  and  to 
unify  and  co-ordinate  all  the  other  organizations  for  work  among  the 
young  people  and  children  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

IV.  Circulation  of  Church  Papers. 

Your  Committee  note  with  regret  that,  while  there  are  9,914  white 
communicants  and  4,000  families,  only  1,100  subscribe  to  The  Diocese. 
The  total  number  of  subscribers  to  The  Churchman,  The  Living  Church, 
The  Southern  Churchman  and  The  Wjitness  is  only  701.  We  would  sug- 
gest that  the  reading  of  our  Diocesan  paper  is  necessary  for  general 
knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  that  a  more 
adequate  financial  support  is  essential  for  its  continued  publication.  We 
would  also  urge  upon  our  people  the  great  value  of  the  general  Church 
papers  above  mentioned,  containing  the  news  of  the  Church's  life  and 
work  at  large.  We  cannot  but  feel  that  a  greatly  increased  interest  and 
zeal  would  result  from  the  coming  into  the  homes  of  all  our  people  both 
of  our  own  Diocesan  paper  and  at  least  one  of  our  national  publications. 

V.  The  Church  in  the  Rural  Fields. 

The  towns  and  rural  districts  are  fields  for  the  future  growth  of  the 
Church,  and  they  present  conditions  and  problems  too  numerous  for 
investigation  by  this  Committee.  We  know,  however,  that  there  are 
many  isolated  communicants  who,  with  their  children,  are  deprived  of 
the  regular  ministrations  of  the  Church. 

VI.  Parochial  Missions. 

We  would  recommend  the  more  frequent  holding  of  Parochial  Mis- 
sions, or  special  services  of  exhortation  and  instruction,  in  the  various 
Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese.  A  wave  of  evangelism  is  spread- 
ing over  the  country.  With  no  intention  to  criticise  methods  or  results, 
your  Committee  nevertheless  feel  that  we  should  invoke  the  conserva- 
tive influence  and  teaching  power  of  this  Church  to  impart  stability, 
inspire  confidence,  and  guide  aright  in  the  midst  of  a  world-wide  revival 
of  religious  activity.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  has  a  definite 
theory  and  system  of  Christian  nurture  which  should  make  her  second  to 
none  as  a  constructively  teaching  and  training  Church. 

VII.  The  Church's  Opportunity. 

It  appears  to  us  that  great  opportunities  are  now  facing  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  South  Carolina.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  it  has  a  powerful  leav- 
ening influence.  The  rapid  adoption  of  liturgical  forms  of  worship  by 
our  non-Episcopal  brethren  is  abating  what  has  long  been  a  harmful 
prejudice  against  the  Church.  The  conservatism  and  liberality  of  the 
Church  are  winning  the  attention  and  approval  of  many.  Little  genuine 
hostility  remains;  what  prejudice  exists  is  chiefly  due  to  lack  of  infor- 
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mation.  The  prevailing  attitude  of  those  not  in  officially  recognized  com- 
munion with  us  is  one  of  curiosity,  toleration,  and  kindliness. 

Many  thousands  of  people  in  this  State  have  no  acknowledged  reli- 
gious affiliations;  and  if  this  Church  is  for  "all  sorts  and  conditions  of 
men,"  as  we  believe  it  is,  it  should  make  stronger  efforts  than  are  now 
being  made  to  reach  these  churchless  masses;  for  it  can,  if  it  will,  bring 
to  bear  upon  them  those  influences  which  make  for  true  religion,  charac- 
ter, culture,  intelligence,  thrift,  integrity,  decency  and  good  citizenship. 

To  accomplish  this  end,  however,  it  must  first  of  all  be  true  to  itself 
and  to  the  sacred  trust  committed  to  it  as  to  a  branch  of  the  historic 
Church  with  unbroken  continuity  from  the  Apostles.  It  must,  in  a  spirit 
of  true  charity  and  brotherly  love,  bear  a  firm  and  uncompromising  wit- 
ness to  the  authority  and  value  of  its  apostolic  ministry,  its  sacramental 
means  of  grace,  its  orderly  and  reverent  mode  of  worship,  its  essentially 
democratic  form  of  government,  and  its  consistent  loyalty  to  that  form 
of  the  Christian  faith  which  "was  one  for  all  delivered  unto  the  saints." 

The  aggressive  activity  of  the  Church  of  Rome,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  many  signs  of  the  failure  of  a  "passing  Protestantism,"  on  the  other, 
make  it  more  than  ever  necessary  that  this  branch  of  the  world-wide 
Anglican  Communion  should  both  clearly  recognize  and  effectively  mani- 
fest to  the  American  people  its  real  character  as  a  true  and  valid  branch 
of  God's  one,  holy,  catholic  and  apostolic  Church  of  which  Jesus  Christ 
Himself  is  the  only  head  and  the  source  of  all  our  life  and  power. 

VIII.  Conclusion. 

Considering  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  as  a  whole,  and  its  outlook  for 
the  future,  we  give  it  as  our  opinion  that  at  no  time  during  the  two  cen- 
turies of  our  work  in  South  Carolina  has  the  field  been  riper,  the  time 
more  propitious  or  the  opportunities  more  big  with  promise  than  at  pres- 
ent.   It  is  for  us  to  decide  whether  we  shall  go  forward.

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  for  next  year:  Revs. 
T.  T.  Walsh,  F.  H.  Harding,  A.  E.  Cornish,  Messrs.  W.  W. 
Long,  H.  L.  Tilghman,  W.  W.  Shakelford. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw,  Chairman,  submitted  a  portion 
of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons, 
covering  changes  proposed  by  them  in  the  Constitution  as 
part  of  a  general  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Diocese.     No  action  was  taken. 
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A  vote  by  orders  was  taken  upon  the  proposed  amendment 

to  Section  2,  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  passed  at  the 

last  Council,  adding  the  following  words : 

Provided,  That  no  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  clergyman  who  has 
failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Canon  as  to  parochial 
reports. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  by  concurrent  vote  as  follows : 
Clergy— affirmative  27,  negative  6 ;  Lay — affirmative  29, 
negative  2,  divided  1. 

Similar  action  in  reference  to  the  amendment  to  Section  3 
of  Article  III,  of  the  Constitution,  striking  out  the  word 
"male"  in  the  third  line,  passed  at  the  last  Council,  resulted 
in  the  defeat  of  the  proposed  amendment  by  failure  to  receive 
a  two-thirds  majority.  The  vote  was  as  follows:  Clergy — 
affirmative  25,  negative  13;  Lay — affirmative  18,  negative  16, 
divided  6. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  8  :00  p.  m. 

8:00  P.  M. 

Council  reassembled  at  the  appointed  time. 

After  preliminary  service,  the  report  of  the  Nation-wide 
Campaign  Committee  was  in  order.  This  was  read  by  tho 
Chairman,  Mr.  R.  I.  Manning. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DIOCESAN  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  NATION- 
WIDE CAMPAIGN  FOR  THE  CHURCH'S  MISSION. 

For  the  past  twelve  months  I  have  had  the  honor  and  the  privilege  of 
occupying  the  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign  Com- 
mittee of  this,  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  in  occupying  this  office 
I  have  been  entrusted  with  the  leadership  of  the  greatest  movement  that 
our  Church  has  known  in  centuries. 

The  guidance  and  help  of  the  Bishop  and  the  men  and  women  of  the 
Campaign  Committee,  as  well  as  the  loyal,  enthusiastic  co-operation  and 
support  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Diocese,  has  been  whole-heartedly 
given  to  this  great  work,  and  to  this  co-operation,  plus  the  vision  with 
which  the  Holy  Spirit  has  inspired  His  Church,  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  can  claim  that  the  campaign  for  the  Church's  mission  has, 
within  her  borders,  been  an  almost  unqualified  success. 

The  Council  which  met  in  Georgetown  last  May  authorized  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  original  Nation- Wide  Campaign  Committee.  The  personnel 
of  this  Committee  was  as  follows:  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Rev.  K.  G. 
Finlay,  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  D.  D.,  Mr.  J.  Nelson  Frierson,  Mr.  Aug. 
W.  Smith,  Mr.  E.  R.  Heyward,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Cornell,  and  myself  as 
Chairman. 
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In  June  a  Divisional  Conference  on  the  proposed  plan  was  held  in 
Atlanta.  Rev.  R.  W.  Patton,  Director  of  the  National  Campaign,  was 
the  chief  speaker.  I  was  accompanied  to  this  Conference  by  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam P.  Cornell,  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Mr.  A.  V.  Snell  and  Mr.  G. 
H.  Greene.  Upon  our  return  from  this  meeting  a  Diocesan  Conference 
of  the  Bishop,  the  clergy  and  a  number  of  the  leading  laymen  and 
women  of  the  Diocese  was  called  in  Columbia,  with  the  object  of  setting 
the  Campaign  in  motion  in  South  Carolina.  Rev.  Louis  G.  Wood,  Vice 
Director  of  the  National  Campaign,  was  present  to  outline  the  movement 
to  us. 

At  the  close  of  this  Conference  the  Diocesan  Nation-Wide  Campaign 
Committee,  now  enlarged  to  a  membership  of  nineteen,  held  an  execu- 
tive session  and  organized  for  business.  A  tentative  budget  for  the 
Campaign  was  adopted  and  it  was  decided  to  establish  a  Diocesan 
Nation-Wide  Campaign  headquarters  in  Trinity  Parish  House,  Colum- 
bia, and  Mrs.  William  P.  Cornell,  of  Charleston,  was  asked  to  become 
the  Executive  Secretary  in  charge.  Mrs.  Cornell  accepted  the  position 
and  was  authorized  to  procure  an  office  assistant  and  to  report  for  duty 
one  week  from  that  day.  Mrs.  Cornell  and  her  assistant,  Miss  Henri- 
etta P.  Jervey,  also  of  Charleston,  opened  their  office  on  July  30th,  and 
assumed  their  duties  on  that  date,  when  a  second  meeting  of  the  Cam- 
paign Committee  was  held.  At  this  meeting  the  parochial  surveys  were 
examined  and  the  general  Church  and  Diocesan  Campaign  budgets  were 
prepared,  which,  with  a  few  changes,  are  extant  today. 

Six  meetings  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  have  been  held,  as  well  as 
several  subcommittee  meetings.  As  a  member  of  the  National  Nation- 
wide Campaign  Committee,  I  have  attended  Campaign  meetings  in 
Detroit,  at  the  time  of  the  General  Convention,  as  well  as  in  New  York 
and  Washington.  So  much  for  the  machinery  which  was  set  up,  and  to 
which  our  present  success  from  a  human  standpoint  is  largely  due. 

I  must  not  fail  to  mention  the  Diocesan  Missionary  and  Nation-Wide 
Campaign  Convention  which  was  held  in  Trinity,  Columbia,  on  Novem- 
ber 6th,  at  which  time  Rev.  R.  W.  Patton  and  Rev.  William  H.  Milton, 
of  national  headquarters,  as  well  as  many  local  speakers,  brought  the 
purposes  and  possibilities  of  the  Campaign  forcibly  before  a  large  and 
representative  gathering  of  the  Church  men  and  women  of  South  Caro- 
lina. 

To  this  Convention;  to  the  men  and  women  who  during  October,  which 
was  known  as  "Information  Month,"  carried  an  inspirational  and  edu- 
cational campaign  into  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  this  Diocese  save 
nine;  to  the  two  conferences  held  in  Charleston  and  Columbia  in  Novem- 
ber, when  the  Rt.  Rev.  Charles  Colmore,  Bishop  of  Porto  Rico,  and  Rt. 
Rev.  James  Wise,  Bishop  of  Kansas,  were  the  speakers;  to  the  three 
conferences  held  in  Charleston  and  Columbia  in  September,  when  Rev. 
Messrs.  Gravatt,  Smith  and  Whitaker  trained  the  educational  Campaign 
teams  of  South  Carolina;  to  the  subsequent  intensive  days  of  education 
spent  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  of  this  Diocese  save  nine  by  the  edu- 
cational teams,  and  to  the  splendid  group  of  information  men  of  the 
various  Parishes,  we  gladly  attribute  the  "informing  of  the  mind  and 
the  awakening  of  the  conscience"  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina. 

That  these  two  feats  have  been  accomplished  can  be  proved  by  the 
results  of  the  Campaign.  Figures  are  concrete  and  tangible.  They  can 
prove  much,  but  they  cannot  adequately  tell  the  story  of  the  spirit  that 
the  Campaign  has  awakened  in  our  midst.  I  thank  God  today  for  the 
co-operation  and  co-ordination  of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina.  With 
a  few  isolated  exceptions,  every  Parish  and  Mission  has  responded  to  the 
call  of  the  Campaign.  They  have  given  of  themselves  and  of  their  sub- 
stance freely. 
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There  are  today  in  this  Diocese  sixty-four  white  Parishes  and  two 
negro.  There  are  forty-three  white  Missions  and  twenty-three  negro. 
There  are  forty-nine  white  clergymen  serving  ninety-one  Churches,  and 
there  are  sixteen  vacant  Parishes  and  Missions.  There  are  eight  negro 
clergy. 

wish  it  were  possible  to  give  accurate  statistics  from  all  the  charges 
of  the  Church  in  South  Carolina.  It  is  here  that  we  put  our  finger  on 
what  is,  perhaps,  the  weakest  spot  in  our  Campaign  results.  Our  Execu- 
tive Secretary  tells  me  that  in  spite  of  frequent  letters,  report  blanks, 
cards  and  questionnaires  sent  to  every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese, 
some  of  our  clergy  and  some  of  our  laymen  in  charge  of  vacant  Par- 
ishes either  failed  utterly  to  make  reply  or  else  replied  so  inadequately 
that  accurate  statistics  are  not  available  today  as  they  should  be.  It  is 
here  that  a  lack  of  co-operation  has  been  shown  in  several  quarters,  and 
through  this  lack  of  co-operation  valuable  data  has  been  lost  to  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Campaign  and  the  Diocese.  It  is  for  this  reason  that  some 
of  the  statistics  which  are  to  follow  are  not  complete,  and  in  this  respect 
I  hope  the  Campaign  when  it  is  conducted  in  1920-21  will  secure  better 
results.  One  other  weakness  of  our  Campaign  as  I  see  it  in  comparison 
with  that  carried  out  in  other  Dioceses  is  the  scarcity  of  Diocesan  lay 
speakers.  During  information  month  and  the  educational  conferences 
in  November  it  was  largely  our  clergy  who  gave  their  time  and  ability 
as  speakers.  Only  thirteen  laymen  and  three  laywomen  were  found  to 
participate  in  this  work  away  from  their  local  Churches  or  communities. 
When  the  active  Campaign  is  put  on,  next  fall,  I  would  advise  that  spe- 
cial consideration  be  given  to  this  subject  and  that  some  plan  be  adopted 
which  will  correct  this  fault.  I  want,  however,  to  tell  the  clergy  that  the 
Campaign  Committee  truly  appreciates  their  ready  and  willing  response 
to  all  the  calls  upon  their  time  and  their  strength  which  the  office  made 
upon  them  during  the  heat  of  the  Campaign. 

The  Nation-Wide  Campaign  budget  for  South  Carolina  on  a  three- 
year  basis  is  $481,605.  Of  this  amount,  $160,860  is  for  the  needs  of  the 
General  Church  and  $320,745  for  the  needs  of  the  Diocese. 

Our  parochial  canvasses  were,  with  few  exceptions,  made  on  Decem- 
ber 7th,  and  while  the  pledges  were  only  made  for  one  year,  it  is  fully 
understood  that  they  are  to  be  reassumed  each  year  of  the  triennium. 

Campaign  returns  from  ninety-four  of  the  101  Churches  on  the  Cam- 
paign lists  (no  quotas  were  laid  upon  six  of  the  small  Missions  of  the 
Diocese),  and  from  the  Colored  Council,  upon  which  a  quota  was  laid, 
now  amount  to  $158,045.66.  The  sum  of  $45,381.12  was  paid  in  to  the 
Treasurer  up  to  April  26th,  which  is  $5,147  over  the  amount  due  for  the 
first  quarter.  It  is  fully  expected  that  the  entire  budget  will  be  raised; 
but  pending  the  fulfillment  of  this  expectation  the  Diocesan  Committee 
wired  the  National  Campaign  Treasurer  on  February  3d  that  South 
Carolina  would  guarantee  the  national  quota  of  $53,620  for  one  year 
($20,000  has  already  been  forwarded  to  the  National  Treasurer).  This 
act  places  our  Diocese  on  the  National  Honor  Roll,  although  we  cannot 
yet  be  reported  as  "over  the  top"  on  the  whole  Campaign  budget.  This 
is  greatly  to  be  regretted,  yet  I  do  not  feel  discouraged,  for  South  Caro- 
lina, with  her  11,090  communicants  and  her  gift  of  $14.29  ner  canita, 
stands  second  in  the  list  of  those  Dioceses  which  have  reported  their  can- 
vasses to  national  headquarters  to  date,  and  this  is  indeed  a  most  credit- 
able showing. 

The  total  sum  given  by  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  last  year  to  the 
objects  covered  by  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  was  $44,000.  This  year's 
pledges  show  an  increase  of  $114,000,  or  259  per  cent. 

Parochially,  too,  there  has  been  a  large  financial  increase.  Only  about 
25  per  cent,  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  have  sent  in  complete  reports 
of  their  parochial  budgets.    Therefore,  it  is  impossible  to  give  accurate 
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statistics,  as  I  said  before,  on  the  entire  accomplishments  of  the  Cam- 
paign, but  some  of  the  approximate  figures  are  suggestive.  Compiling 
statistics  from  the  25  per  cent,  of  the  Parishes  which  have  sent  in  com- 
plete returns,  we  find  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  41'  per  cent,  in 
the  number  of  persons  contributing  to  Parish  Support,  and  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  99.7  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  persons  contributing 
to  the  Church's  Mission. 

The  average  increase  in  parochial  budgets  has  been  61  per  cent.,  and 
the  increase  in  extra-parochial  contributions — in  other  words,  what  is 
given  for  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign — is  259  per  cent. 

The  cost  of  putting  on  the  entire  Campaign  was  3.5  per  cent,  of  the 
Nation-Wide  Campaign  fund  raised,  including  the  increase  on  the  paro- 
chial budgets  (twenty-seven  in  number)  reported  to  headquarters. 

Another  line  of  statistical  evidence  of  the  financial  success  of  the  Cam- 
paign will  be  found  in  the  following  table  showing  the  increase  in 
parochial  support  of  twenty-six  Parishes  and  Missions  which  last  year 
received  aid  from  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions.  (Thirty-four  addi- 
tional Churches  received  aid,  but  they  sent  in  no  report  of  their  paro- 
chial budget,  so  their  figures  could  not  be  compiled  in  this  table.)  Were 
figures  available  for  the  increase  in  the  parochial  budgets  of  the  remain- 
ing eighty  white  Churches  and  Colored  Council,  this  per  cent,  would  be 
greatly  reduced:

Board  of  Missions  of   1,363  04 

Thirteen  of  these  twenty-six  have  so  increased  their  offerings  for  paro- 
chial support  that  they  could  now  release  the  help  hitherto  received  from 
the  Board  of  Missions,  provided  that  their  expenses  were  to  remain  at 
the  same  figure. 

A  very  important  step  was  taken  in  this  Diocese  when  the  Campaign 
Committee  placed  a  minimum  figure  on  the  stipends  of  the  clergy.  This 
figure  was  placed  at  $1,600  and  a  rectory  for  the  white  married  clergy 
and  $1,500  for  the  unmarried;  and  at  $1,200  and  a  rectory  for  the  negro 
married  clergy  and  $1,000  for  the  unmarried.  The  necessary  increases 
in  stipends  were  placed  on  the  pay  roll  on  January  1,  1920. 

The  Council  report  of  1919  showed  sixty-three  white  Church  Sunday 
Schools,  with  a  membership  of  4,384. 

The  Nation-Wide  Campaign  survey  shows  seventy-three  white  schools, 
with  a  membership  of  5,166,  at  the  beginning  of  1920.  Five  of  these 
newly  organized  schools  are  a  direct  product  of  the  Nation-Wide  Cam- 
paign. 

At  the  request  of  Rev.  Gardiner  L.  Tucker,  Educational  Secretary  of 
the  Province  of  Sewanee,  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  headquarters  made 
a  survey  last  December  of  the  student  congregation  of  the  Diocese. 
Blanks  drawn  up  by  the  Provincial  Board  of  Religious  Education  were 
sent  to  every  Parish  and  Mission,  and  while  the  reports  returned  to  the 
office  are  most  inadequate,  yet  they  show  a  decided  need  for  the  care 
and  supervision  of  the  Bishop  and  clergy  over  their  young  men  and 
women  who  leave  home  and  attend  our  Church  and  secular  schools  and 
colleges,  both  within  and  without  the  State,  and  who  should  be  followed 
by  the  pastoral  care  of  their  home  Church,  as  well  as  cared  for  in  their 
sojourn  away  from  home,  by  the  clergy  of  the  place  in  which  they  are 
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temporarily  located.  To  this  responsibility  for  our  own  young  people 
we  must  add  the  care  of  the  youth  of  other  States  who  are  seeking  their 
education  within  our  borders.  Our  reports  show  a  total  of  149  girls 
and  boys  of  South  Carolina  in  attendance  at  Sewanee,  Porter  Military 
Academy  and  St.  Mary's;  206  boys  in  non-Church  boarding  schools  and 
colleges  of  South  Carolina,  and  119  girls. 

Immediately  after  this  survey  was  compiled  the  office  furnished  the 
Bishop  with  a  list  of  his  student  body  and  also  sent  the  names  of  the 
students  studying  in  the  various  cities  and  towns  to  a  Priest  of  the 
Church  there  resident. 

In  spite  of  our  knowledge  that  this  report  is  by  no  means  complete,  it 
is  gratifying  to  quote  Rev.  Paul  Micou,  National  Secretary  of  the  Col- 
legiate Department  of  the  Department  of  Religious  Education,  under 
date  of  March  25:  "I  quite  well  understand  why  you  should  feel  this  list 
to  be  incomplete.  Nevertheless,  you  have  made  so  much  more  complete 
i  list  than  anyone  else  has  made,  that  I  am  going  to  use  it  as  the  basis 
of  some  careful  studies  and  diagrams,  which  will  probably  appear  in  the 
Church  papers."  Since  this  date  Mr.  Micou  writes  that  he  is  making 
maps  and  diagrams  to  show  the  distribution  of  the  students  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  South  Carolina,  through  which  he  intends  to  prove  that  the  stu- 
dent work  is  a  problem  of  the  entire  Diocese,  and  to  a  certain  extent  a 
national  one  as  well,  inasmuch  as  certain  of  the  South  Carolina  students 
are  shown  to  go  outside  of  the  State  to  other  colleges. 

The  interest  service  pledges  were  disappointing,  as  only  thirty-six  Par- 
ishes and  Missions  made  any  report  on  them.  These,  however,  report 
2,218  part-time  service  pledges  and  seventeen  whole-time  service  pledges. 
Three  colored  congregations  reported  thirty-nine  part-time  pledges  and 
one  whole-time  pledge. 

Deaconess  Mary  T.  Gadsden,  for  so  many  years  a  devoted  worker  in 
this  Diocese,  was  one  of  our  whole-time  volunteers,  from  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  York.  She  is  already  at  work  as  a  trainer  of  native 
women  under  Bishop  Colmore  at  Ponce,  Porto  Rico. 

Miss  Minna  Robertson,  of  Columbia,  is  doing  efficient  service  as  a 
social  worker  at  St.  Timothy's,  Columbia. 

Mrs.  William  P.  Cornell  is  still  at  work  in  the  Diocesan  headquarters 
as  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  Committee. 

Miss  Edith  Holt,  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  is  anxious  to  secure 
work  in  one  of  our  mountain  or  mill  Missions  as  a  social  worker. 

Mrs.  Robert  Holley,  also  of  Greenville,  is  anxious  to  secure  Church 
service  at  once. 

Mr.  Leonardo  Andrea,  the  principal  of  the  graded  school  in  Heming- 
way, is  to  do  mill  Mission  work  in  Roanoke  Rapids,  N.  C,  during  the 
summer  months. 

Miss  Irene  Moore,  of  York,  has  already  received  appointment  under 
the  Department  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  for  work  in  Santo 
Domingo. 

These  two  latter,  while  not  actually  volunteers  of  the  Nation-Wide 
Campaign,  have  been  in  correspondence  with  the  headquarters  and  are 
South  Carolina  churchmen  at  work  in  the  Mission  field. 

I  shall  leave  the  details  of  the  Campaign  projects  to  be  reported  by 
the  Deans  of  the  three  Convocations  and  by  the  various  Boards,  Com- 
mittees and  Commissions  within  whose  province  the  various  projects  lie. 
But  I  cannot  close  my  report  without  touching  upon  the  high  lights  of 
the  Diocesan  survey  and  the  needs,  opportunities  and  vision  therein 
revealed  by  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  their  congregations.  I  con- 
sider that  the  Foreign,  National,  Provincial,  Diocesan  and  Parochial  sur- 
veys which  were  occasioned  by  this  great  movement  are  of  the  utmost 
importance  to  the  Church  and  to  her  work.  For  the  first  time  we  have 
looked  our  responsibilities  and  opportunities  squarely  in  the  face,  and 
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we  realize  as  a  national  Church,  more  than  we  have  ever  done  before, 
the  stupendous  tasks  which  await  the  consecration  of  our  thoughts  and 
energies.  It  was  impossible  to  meet  all  the  needs  and  advance  programs 
of  the  Diocese  during  this  triennium,  and  so  the  Campaign  Committee 
had  to  eliminate  all  save  the  most  impelling  and  immediate  projects. 
We  hope,  however,  that  the  congregations  whose  projects  are  not  in  this 
three-year  budget  will  not  lose  heart,  but  will  plan  and  work  so  that 
their  programs  may  be  put  into  effect  in  1923. 

Our  Diocesan  projects  fall  naturally  under  seven  headings.  During 
the  three-year  term  the  Campaign  is  asking  for  mill  work  in  Greenville, 
Spartanburg,  Columbia  and  Graniteville  $49,000. 

For  Church  extension,  which  includes  resident  Rectors  where  none 
has  been  before,  rectories,  Church  buildings,  social  workers,  a  Ford  car 
for  our  missionary  on  the  Waccamaw  River,  improvements  in  the  plant 
at  the  Church  Home  Orphanage,  and  the  Missionary  salaries  of  the 
clergy  with  the  increase  on  these  salaries,  the  Campaign  is  appropriating 
$168,950. 

The  grant  for  the  expansion  of  the  negro  work  of  the  Diocese  is  $74,- 
240,  and  this  sum  includes  plans  for  the  building  of  a  Church  in  Sumter 
county;  a  Parish  House  at  Calvary,  Charleston;  repairs  to  the  Church 
building  at  Waccamaw;  to  cover  the  Board  of  Missions  stipends  to  the 
negro  clergy,  as  well  as  the  increase  on  those  stipends,  as  provided  for 
by  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign;  and  general  extension  work. 

Under  the  grant  of  $154,300  for  religious  education  our  Parishes  at 
Clemson  and  Rock  Hill  are  to  be  equipped  for  more  efficient  service  to 
the  Episcopal  students  of  Clemson  and  Wintjirop  Colleges;  scholarships 
at  Sewanee,  Porter's  and  St.  Mary's  are  to  be  maintained,  and  St.  Mary's, 
Raleigh,  and  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  Charleston,  are  to  receive 
needed  support  in  their  building  programs.  The  Diocesan  Branch  of 
the  Church  Periodical  Club  is  to  be  given  the  sum  of  $300  to  enable  it 
to  enlarge  its  usefulness. 

Under  the  head  of  social  service  the  Old  Ladies'  Home  in  Charleston 
is  to  receive  $10,000  and  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Girls'  Friendly  Soci- 
ety is  to  receive  $6,000. 

One  of  the  most  far-reaching  projects  of  our  budget  is  that  of  the 
development  of  Christian  leadership.  It  is  to  those  who  are  trained  in 
vision,  in  spirit  and  in  efficiency  in  the  service  of  the  Church  that  we 
must  look  for  the  establishment  of  Christ's  world-wide  kingdom.  Under 
this  head  we  are  making  a  beginning  only,  but  this  beginning  will  have  a 
far-reaching  influence.  The  sum  of  $6,000  is  to  be  given  to  the  holding 
of  three  annual  Diocesan  clergy  institutes  at  Sewanee,  and  $1,200  is  to 
be  given  to  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop  and  Council  to  assist  them  in  the  training  and  equipping 
of  the  volunteers  for  life  service  in  the  Church  who  are  secured  by  the 
"Offering  of  Life"  Committee.  Of  this  latter  fund,  $100  has  already 
been  used  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  Deaconess  Gadsden  from 
California  to  New  York  on  her  way  to  Porto  Rico. 

Under  the  seventh  heading  we  list  the  grants  made  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, the  maintenance  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  and  the  Old 
Ladies'  Home,  our  Council  dues  and  pension  fund,  as  well  as  the  $8,000 
appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  headquarters  of  the  Diocese.  The 
total  amount  under  this  head  is  $116,000. 

A  report  of  the  quickening  of  the  zeal  and  the  consecration  of  per- 
sonal life  of  the  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese  cannot  be  tabu- 
lated, but  reports  from  our  clergy  everywhere  indicate  that  there  is  a 
new  spirit  of  service  abroad  which  has  been  awakened  through  the  Cam- 
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paign,  and  everywhere  the  advance  program  of  the  Church's  life  looks 
bright.  Each  one  of  us  must  "carry  on."  We  must  keep  our  vision 
bright.  We  must  put  our  shoulders  and  our  hearts  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  tasks  towards  which  we  have  turned  our  faces.

It  was  resolved  by  a  rising  vote  that  the  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation of  the  Council  be  extended  to  Mr.  R.  I.  Manning  for 
his  efficient  leadership  in  this  great  movement  and  especially 
for  his  generosity  in  underwriting  personally  the  deficit  of 
$1,600  in  the  apportionment  for  the  general  Church  so  that 
the  Diocese  might  take  her  place  on  the  national  roll  of  honor. 
And  also  that  similar  appreciation  and  thanks  be  extended 
to  the  Executive  Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Cornell,  and  her 
assistant,  Miss  Henrietta  Jervey,  for  their  indefatigable  and 
successful  work  in  the  campaign. 

Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay  submitted  the;  report  of  the  Nation- 
wide Campaign  Committee  upon  a  follow-up  program  pro- 
posing a  tentative  plan  for  the  creation  of  an  Executive 
Council. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Committee  of  the  Nation-Wide  Cam- 
paign held  February  3,  1920,  a  subcommittee  of  five  was  appointed  to 
draw  up  plans  looking  to  the  conservation  of  the  results  obtained  through 
the  Campaign. 

This  Committee  held  two  sessions  and  spent  no  little  thought  as  to  the 
steps  that  should  be  taken  to  make  secure  the  great  advance  that  has 
been  made  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese  and  to  prepare  the  way  for  still 
further  advances. 

As  the  result  of  our  careful  study  of  the  situation,  we  beg  to  present 
the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  for  the  consideration  of  Council: 

Preamble — The  national  Church  has  adopted  a  plan  of  organization 
which  we  believe  is  in  all  essential  features  adaptable  to  the  individual 
Dioceses.  We  have  thought  it  expedient,  therefore,  to  recommend  that 
our  Diocese  adopt  in  principle  this  plan  of  organization. 

We  believe,  however,  that  it  would  be  premature  to  recommend  any 
change  in  our  Diocesan  Canons  until  the  new  form  of  organization  has 
been  more  thoroughly  tested. 

We  propose,  therefore,  to  use  the  existing  organizations  of  the  Diocese 
as  the  basis  for  the  formation  of  an  Executive  Council,  this  Council  to 
receive  its  authority  for  the  ensuing  year  by  resolution  of  this  body. 

We  believe  that  under  this  plan  greater  unity  and  efficiency  will  be 
brought  into  all  departments  of  the  Church's  work.  We  feel  that  in  this 
time  of  expansion  and  readjustment  it  is  essential  that  there  be  created 
a  large  and  representative  body  endowed  with  sufficient  authority  to 
meet  such  situations  as  may  arise  and  grasp  such  opportunities  as  may 
present  themselves  between  the  sessions  of  the  Diocesan  Council. 
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We  further  beg  to  state  our  belief  that  for  the  efficient  handling  of 
th  affairs  of  the  Diocese  we  must  have  a  Diocesan  office  with  an  execu- 
tive secretary.  The  need  of  such  office  and  secretary  seems  evident  from 
many  considerations. 

While  the  Diocese  has  responded  nobly  to  the  challenge  of  the  Cam- 
paign in  this  first  year,  and  while  we  believe  that  much  of  a  permanent 
character  has  been  accomplished  in  the  preparation  for  the  Nation- Wide 
Campaign  along  the  lines  of  arousing  enthusiasm  and  disseminating  an 
intelligent  understanding  of  the  Church's  mission,  we  are  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  a  similar  program  of  preparation  will  need  to  be  carried  out 
each  succeeding  year. 

And  further,  if  the  plans  adopted  by  the  Executive  Council  for  the 
different  departments  of  Diocesan  work  are  to  be  carried  out,  there  must 
be  some  regular  agency  through  which  these  departments  can  carry  on 
their  activities,  disseminate  information  and  keep  in  touch  with  results. 

Again,  if  the  general  policies  of  the  national  headquarters  are  to 
receive  our  intelligent  co-operation,  it  is  essential  that  there  be  some 
agency  through  which  it  can  work. 

In  view  of  the  above  stated  considerations,  we  beg  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Bishop  associate  with  himself  as  President  into  an  Execu- 
tive Council  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Social  Service  Commission,  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  five  members,  each  designated  by  themselves,  of 
the  Commission  on  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Religious  Education,  and 
ex  officio  the  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

2.  That  a  permanent  Diocesan  headquarters  be  established,  with  a  sal- 
aried executive  officer  in  charge,  elected  by  the  Executive  Council,  which 
Council  shall  also  determine  the  location  of  the  headquarters. 

3.  That  it  be  understood  that  upon  the  Commission  on  Missions  shall 
devolve  active  furthering  of  the  annual  every-member  canvass,  providing 
that  the  strictly  financial  matters  pertaining  to  this  campaign,  as  the 
determination  of  apportionments,  the  formation  of  budgets,  and  appro- 
priation of  money,  heretofore  discharged  by  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  shall  hereafter  devolve  upon  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese. 

4.  That  it  be  understood  that  each  component  part  of  the  Executive 
Council  shall  carry  forward  its  own  special  duties  in  consultation  with 
the  entire  Executive  Council. 

5.  To  this  end  we  recommend  that  the  Bishop  shall  call  the  Executive 
Council  together  at  least  twice  a  year,  when  each  component  body 
through  its  Chairman  shall  make  a  report  to  said  Council,  and  such 
action  shall  be  taken,  pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Church,  as  appears 
advisable  to  the  Council. 

6.  That  we  recommend  that  the  Executive  Council  take  into  considera- 
tion the  entire  subject  of  Diocesan  organization,  and,  if  deemed  advis- 
able, report  to  the  Annual  Council  of  1921  such  Canon  or  Canons  as  in 
its  judgment  will  best  meet  the  needs  of  the  work  of  the  Church.

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Rev.  Dr.  W.  H.  Starr  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  APPOINTED  BY  THE  BISHOP 
TO  TAKE  STEPS  TOWARD  MERGING  THE  DIOCESAN 
BRANCH  OF  THE  JUNIOR  AUXILIARY  WITH  THE 
CHURCH  SCHOOL  SERVICE  LEAGUE. 

This  Commission,  as  originally  appointed  by  the  Bishop  on  February 
17,  1920,  was  composed  of  the  following  members:  Rev.  H.  W.  Starr, 
Chairman;  Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Rev.  John  Ridout,  Mr.  Carroll  H. 
Jones,  Mr.  T.  H.  Hazelhurst,  Mr.  H.  L.  Powe,  Miss  Mariana  Ford,  Mrs. 
D.  D.  Taber,  Miss  Eleanor  Phelps,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Challen  and  Miss  Helen 
Lee. 

Of  this  number,  Mr.  T.  H.  Hazelhurst  was  unable  to  accept  his  appoint- 
ment, and  Miss  Eleanor  Phelps  has  since  resigned. 

The  Commission  met  in  Columbia  on  March  23,  1920,  and,  having  a 
majority  of  its  members  present,  organized  by  electing  Miss  Helen  Lee 
as  Secretary,  and  then  formulated  a  definite  program  of  action  whereby 
the  proposed  merger  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  might  be  accomplished  at  a 
council  of  rectors,  superintendents,  supervisors,  teachers  and  leaders  of 
the  young  people  and  children  of  the  Church  to  be  held  in  connection 
with  the  Diocesan  Church  School  Institute  in  St.  John's  Church,  Flor- 
ence, April  20,  1920. 

In  preparation  for  this  council,  a  printed  call  was  issued  explaining  the 
origin  and  purpose  of  the  Commission,  and  reporting  the  action  on  this 
subject  already  taken  (1)  by  the  riennial  Convention  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  in  October,  1919;  (2)  by  the  Department  of  Religious  Educa- 
tion of  the  National  Council  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  and  (3)  by  the 
Commission  appointed  by  the  Department  of  Religious  Education,  which 
at  a  meeting  in  New  York  on  March  17-18,  1920,  formally  adopted  a  reso- 
lution merging  the  Junior  Auxiliary  with  the  Church  School  Service 
League,  and  issued  certain  recommendations  for  appropriate  action  to 
be  taken  by  each  Diocese,  which  recommendations  were  also  printed  in 
the  call. 

In  order  that  our  Council  at  Florence  might  have  a  definite  basis  for 
constructive  action,  there  was  also  printed  in  the  call  a  proposed  form 
of  constitution  of  the  Church  School  Service  League  of  the  Diocese  of 
South  Carolina. 

The  meeting  of  this  Council  was  held  Tuesday,  April  20th,  and  discus- 
sion of  the  proposed  plan  of  organizing  a  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Church 
School  Service  League  constituted  the  program  of  the  institute  for  that 
afternoon. 

As  the  result  of  this  discussion,  which  was  continued  at  the  evening 
session  on  the  second  day,  it  was  decided  to  postpone  action  looking 
toward  the  immediate  organization  of  the  League  until  after  the  meeting 
of  the  Diocesan  Council  in  Spartanburg  on  May  llth-13th. 

It  was  the  sense  of  the  Council  meeting  in  Florence,  concurred  in  by 
members  of  this  Commission,  that  the  organization  and  leadership  of  the 
proposed  Church  School  Service  League  should  be  committed  to  the 
Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  or  to  the  Department  of  Reli- 
gious Education,  should  such  a  department  be  created  by  the  action  of 
the  Diocesan  Council;  and  that  the  Board  (or  Department)  of  Religious 
Education  be  asked  to  create  by  their  own  appointment,  or  by  the 
appointment  of  the  Bishop,  a  special  Commission  which,  acting  under 
the  authority  of  the  Board  (or  Department)  of  Religious  Education, 
would  have  power  to  elect  its  own  officers  and  take  such  steps  as  might 
be  necessary  for  the  formation  and  government  of  a  Diocesan  Branch  of 
the  Church  School  Service  League,  with  which  the  formerly  existing 
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Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  should  be  merged,  and  in  which 
all  the  other  organizations  for  work  among  the  young  people  and  chil- 
dren of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  would  be  duly  represented. 
Your  Commission,  therefore,  offers  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  the  proposed  establishment  in  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  of  a  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Church  School  Service  League  be 
referred  to  the  Diocesan  Board  of  Religious  Education,  or  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Religious  Education  should  such  department  be  created  by 
action  of  this  Council.

Wednesday,  May  12,  A.  D.  1920,  10  A.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop  after  divine 
service  at  10:00  a.  m. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  session  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  roll  of  clergy  absent  on  the  first  day  was  called  and 
one  additional  clergyman  found  present. 

The  roll  of  Parishes  and  Deputies  was  called  and  thirteen 
additional  Deputies,  representing  six  additional  Parishes, 
were  found  present. 
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Council  entered  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  con- 
sideration of  matter  of  increased  episcopal  supervision,  elect- 
ing Mr.  Walter  Hazard  as  Chairman. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  later  reported  the  following 
resolution,  proposed  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Meares,  of  Ridgeway, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Council: 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Bishop,  in  the  due  exercise  of  his  prerogative, 
having  signified  and  granted  his  full  and  cordial  consent  thereto,  it  is 
the  sense  of  this  Council  that  the  Diocese  should  be  divided  and  a  new 
Diocese  created  therefrom. 

(2)  That  in  the  interim  between  this  present  time  and  the  next  Gen- 
eral Convention  of  the  national  Church  steps  should  be  taken  by  action 
of  Diocesan  Council  to  provide  the  essential  financial  requirements  and 
any  canonical  changes  requisite  for  the  creation  of  a  new  Diocese. 

The  regular  order  of  business  from  12 :30  to  1 :30  was 
postponed. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  J.  Kirk,  the  following  resolution  was 

referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons: 

Resolved,  That  Section  3,  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  word  "male"  in  the  third  line,  and  add  after  the  word 
"Council"  in  the  fourth  line  the  following:  "Provided,  That  no  Parish 
shall  send  more  than  two  women  as  delegates  to  any  Council  and  not 
more  than  one  woman  delegate  from  any  organized  Mission."  So  that 
it  shall  read,  "Lay  delegates,  etc." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  S.  J.  Simkins,  the  following  resolution 

was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons : 
Resolved,  That  Section  3,  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
as  follows: 

Strike  out  the  word  "male"  in  the  third  line,  so  that  it  shall  read,  "Lay 
deputies,  etc." 

Rev.  T.  P.  Noe  introduced  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions : 

Whereas,  The  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  is  in  the  center  of  the  South- 
ern cotton  manufacturing  industry,  with  the  largest  mill  population  of 
any  Diocese  in  the  Province;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Province  of  Sewanee  contains  almost  all  the  cotton 
manufacturing  Dioceses  of  the  South,  with  a  large  mill  population  of 
native  whites,  homogeneous  in  race  and  social  traditions;  and, 

Whereas,  We  are  convinced  that  this  Church  can  render  a  great  serv- 
ice and  do  substantial  Church  extension  in  this  large  and  promising  field; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  be  requested  to  appoint 
a  commission  with  authority  to  make  adequate  study  of  the  needs  and 
opportunities  for  social  service  and  Church  extension  in  the  mill  commu- 
nities of  South  Carolina  and  make  report  to  the  Bishop  and  his  Council. 

Resolved  (2),  That  this  Diocese,  in  Council  assembled,  memorialize  the 
Synod  of  the  Province  of  Sewanee  with  the  request  that  a  commission  be 
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appointed  to  study  needs  and  opportunities  for  social  service  and  Church 
extension  throughout  the  Province  and  make  report  to  the  next  Synod 
with  a  view  to  formulating  a  program  of  work  that  shall  adequately 
care  for  this  great  and  important  group  of  our  native  white  population. 

The  first  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee.    The  second  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons:  Revs.  John  Kershaw, 
D.  D.,  J.  S.  Lightbourn,  F.  W.  Ambler,  Messrs.  R.  A. 
Meares,  W.  W.  Johnson. 

On  motion,  the  matter  of  Episcopal  Supervision  was  made 
the  special  order  for  4  :00  p.  m. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  3  :00  p.  m. 


3:00  P.  M. 

Council  reassembled  at  the  appointed  time. 
On  motion  of  Dr.  M.  P.  Logan,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  payment  of  the  endowment  fund  of  $55,000  assumed 
by  this  Diocese  for  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh,  be,  and  is  hereby,  referred 
to  the  Executive  Council. 

Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh  introduced  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Canons  : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XII  be  amended  by  the  omission  of  the  words 
''and  Treasurer"  from  Section  2,  line  5,  and  wherever  else  that  word  is 
found  in  the  Canon. 

Resolved,  That  this  amendment  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  with  the  request  that  they  report  to  this  Council. 

Mr.  William  Godfrey  was  nominated  as  Treasurer.  On 
motion,  there  being  no  further  nominations,  the  Secretary 
cast  the  unanimous  vote  of  Council  for  the  nominee. 

Mr.  H.  P.  Duvall,  Chairman,  submitted  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee. 

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee,  having  turned  over  all  mill  work  to  the  Board  of 
Missions,  had  only  $1,000  appropriated  by  Council  last  year,  and  a  bal- 
ance from  the  previous  year  of  $894.67,  making  a  total  of  $1,894.67,  which 
has  been  used  as  follows:  Resident  rectors  at  Hartsville  and  Darling- 
ton, $400;  emergency  calls,  two  sick  clergymen,  $400;  leaving  on  hand 
$1,094.67,  of  which  we  have  appropriated  $1,000  to  building  a  rectory  at 
Kingstree,  leaving  unappropriated  $94.67.

The  above  statement  of  disbursements  does  not  include  payment  for 
the  issue  of  December,  1919,  bill  for  which  did  not  come  in  until  after 
first  of  the  year.  Amount  for  this  was  $71.40,  so  the  actual  balance  was 
$724.50  with  all  accounts  paid.  At  this  time  (April  5,  1920)  the  balance 
with  all  accounts  paid  is  practically  the  same  as  then,  i.  e.,  $714.28. 

The  unusually  large  balance  is  due  to  a  persistent  effort  to  collect 
arrears — getting  all  subscribers  up  to  a  paid-in-advance  basis.  This  is 
not  fully  accomplished  yet.  We  have  been  forced  to  cut  off  a  great 
many  subscribers  for  failure  to  pay.  The  total  number  of  subscribers 
is  about  1,100.  The  list  is  from  the  business  standpoint  in  a  very  much 
better  condition.  We  hope  to  greatly  increase  the  number  of  subscribers, 
during  the  coming  year.    We  should  have  at  least  2,000.

which  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Council: 

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMISSION. 

Since  the  last  Council  three  meetings  of  this  Commission  have  been 
held  in  Columbia,  on  October  14,  1919,  January  20  and  April  30,  1920, 
respectively. 

The  Commission  is  composed  of  Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher,  Chairman;  Miss 
Clare  Jervey,  Secretary;  Mrs.  C.  G.  FitzSimons,  Rev.  G.  Croft  Wil- 
liams and  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish. 

At  the  October  meeting  the  officers  were  re-elected,  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  Chairman  send  out  letters  to  all  Parishes  and  Missions  in  South 
Carolina  urging  establishment  of  Social  Service  Committees. 

At  the  January  meeting  the  Chairman  reported  having  communicated 
with  each  Parish,  and  as  the  number  of  replies  was  not  encouraging,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  follow  up  this  letter  and  enclose  a  tentative 
program,  which  the  Chairman  and  Mrs.  FitzSimons  were  asked  to  pre- 
pare.   (Copy  of  this  program  is  hereto  attached.) 

At  the  April  meeting  the  Secretary  reported  having  sent  out  sixty-five 
letters  (from  list  of  clergy  furnished  by  Mrs.  Cornell's  office),  also 
twenty-eight  letters  to  colored  clergy  and  Missions.  The  result  of  the 
latter  being  the  establishment  of  Social  Service  Committees  in  five  col- 
ored Parishes,  as  follows:  Orangeburg,  St.  Paul's;  Aiken,  St.  Augus- 
tine's; Charleston,  St.  Stephen's;  Spartanburg,  Epiphany;  Greenville,  St. 
Philip's. 

To  the  sixty-five  letters  first  mentioned  we  have  received  thirty-nine 
replies,  and  twenty-six  Social  Service  Committees  have  been  formed,  as 
follows:

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The  above  is  very  encouraging,  but  should  Mrs.  Cornell  be  sent  out  in 
the  interest  of  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign,  as  has  been  suggested,  our 
Commission  will  ask  her  to  explain  to  the  members  of  each  Parish  and 
Mission  that  she  visits  the  scope  of  the  Social  Service  Committees,  and 
we  hope  that  others  may  be  induced  to  fall  in  line. 

Most  interesting  reports  were  read  from  Trinity  Church,  Columbia;  St. 
Paul's,  Summerville;  St.  Luke's,  St.  Philip's  and  St.  Michael's,  Charles- 
ton, of  the  work  that  is  being  done  or  contemplated. 

It  was  decided  at  this  meeting  that  the  Chairman  and  Mr.  Williams  be 
authorized  to  prepare  and  have  printed  report  blanks,  to  be  sent  to  the 
Chairman  of  each  Social  Service  Committee,  with  requests  to  fill  in, 
thereby  insuring  uniformity  of  reports. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  indorsing  the  reorganization  plans  along  the 
lines  contemplated  by  the  General  Church. 

It  was  resolved  to  ask  Council  for  an  increased  appropriation  for  the 
work  of  this  Commission,  which  request  will  be  presented  by  the  Chair- 
man.

It  is  the  plan  and  determination  of  the  Commission  to  keep  on  sending 
out,  from  time  to  time,  such  information  and  such  suggestions  as  may  be 
helpful  to  the  local  Committees,  so  that  the  work  may  proceed  and 
develop  in  uninterrupted  progress  and  ever-increasing  range. 

What  is  greatly  needed  is  a  field  agent  who  may  be  sent  out  to  visit 
every  congregation  in  the  Diocese  to  arouse  interest  and  carry  needed 
information,  so  that  the  local  Committee  may  not  only  be  helped  and 
encouraged  in  their  work,  but  may  also  be  brought  into  active  co-opera- 
tion with  each  other  and  with  the  Diocesan  Commission.  In  this  way, 
moreover,  the  fine  work  already  being  done  by  certain  of  these  Commit- 
tees will  be  made  known  to  the  others  and  prove  stimulating  and  encour- 
aging examples  and  illustrations. 

It  is  hoped,  too,  that  at  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Commission, 
from  time  to  time,  delegates  from  local  Committees  will  be  present  to 
give  the  benefit  of  their  experiences  to  the  Commission. 

It  was  resolved  that  we  appeal  to  the  Diocesan  Council  to  make  an 
appropriation  of  $1,200  with  which  to  secure  the  services  of  a  field  agent. 

It  was  resolved,  also,  that  the  Commission  appeal  to  the  Diocesan  Coun- 
cil for  an  appropriation  of  $250  with  which  to  defray  the  traveling 
expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  and  to  pay  for  necessary 
postage  and  stationery  and  printing.  There  was  no  appropriation  asked 
for  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  the  amount  brought  forward 
from  the  preceding  fiscal  year  has  been  much  more  than  exhausted.  We, 
therefore,  present  the  following  resolutions: 
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Resolved,  That  this  Council  appropriate  $250  for  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  Commission. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  appropriate  $1,200  with  which  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  field  agent. 

The  Chairman  cannot  close  his  report  without  expressing  his  deep 
appreciation  of  the  earnest  interest  and  hearty  co-operation  on  the  part 
of  his  fellow  members  of  the  Commission  and  of  the  very  efficient,  pains- 
taking and  excellent  work  of  the  Secretary,  Miss  Jervey. 

The  Commission  at  its  last  meeting  adopted  a  resolution  indorsing  the 
movement  to  reorganize  and  co-ordinate  the  various  organizations  of  the 
Diocese  along  the  lines  followed  by  the  last  General  Triennial  Convention.

Rev.  A.  R.  Morgan  submitted  the  following  report,  which 
was  received: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  THE  COUNTRY  CHURCH 
AND  RURAL  LIFE. 

The  country  Church  works  under  two  big  handicaps:  (1)  infrequency 
of  ministrations  and  (2)  isolation  from  the  diocesan  and  national  Church. 
If  we  are  to  hope  for  a  solution  of  the  problems  of  the  country  •  Church 
we  must  work  persistently  to  remove  these  obstacles. 

1.  The  ideal  should  be  a  service  in  every  Church  every  Sunday,  and 
every  possible  step  should  be  taken  toward  that  ideal.  A  Church  with 
services  no  oftener  than  once  in  two  weeks  will  not  grow,  and  a  Church 
with  services  only  once  a  month  is  dead.  That  is  true  not  only  of  our 
Churches,  but  of  the  multitude  of  Churches  throughout  the  State.  Some 
Mission  stations  have  been  dead  so  long  that  they  do  not  want  services 
oftener  than  once  a  month.  But  that  is  not  generally  true,  and  even 
when  it  is  the  idea  can  be  converted  by  the  consecrated  minister  of  Christ. 

In  the  case  of  country  Churches  where  an  automobile  is  beyond  the 
means  of  the  minister  to  begin  with,  some  arrangement  might  be  made 
with  members  of  the  congregations  to  transport  him  from  one  station  to 
another  on  Sundays.  Or  a  first  step  in  more  frequent  services  may  well 
be  a  weekday  service  every  week  except  the  week  in  which  a  Sunday 
service  is  possible. 

The  ministrations  need  to  be  not  only  those  of  the  minister  in  charge, 
but  of  the  Bishop  as  well.  The  Bishop  should  be  able  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  particular  needs  and  possibilities  and  characteris- 
tics of  each  station,  no  matter  how  small.  In  order  to  do  this  he  must 
have  time  to  visit  each  place  often;  and  the  smaller  the  mission,  the 
oftener  it  should  be  visited. 

2.  In  order  to  get  away  from  the  deadening  influence  of  isolation  we 
commend  the  parochial  organization  plan  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign 
Committee  for  every  Church  in  the  Diocese.  As  suggested  by  the  Com- 
mittee, this  will  need  slight  modification  for  the  smallest  Churches.  But 
it  is  logically  the  next  step  for  the  local  Church,  just  as  the  reorganiza- 
tion program  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  Committee  is  the  next  step 
for  the  Diocese. 

But  another  step  must  be  taken  before  this  plan  can  be  complete. 
There  must  be  a  working  diocesan  organization  for  men,  looking  to  a 
national  organization  for  men.  The  National  Campaign  Committee  is 
working  toward  that.  But  they  are  looking  to  the  Southern  Diocese  to 
lead  the  way  in  this  as  they  did  in  the  general  campaign.  The  program 
of  this  organization  for  men  should  be  devoted  principally  to  Mission 
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study  and  work  for  Missions.  Under  Missions  in  this  sense  would  be 
included  expansion  of  the  local  Church,  as  well  as  Church  work  in  the 
domestic  and  foreign  fields.  But  the  men  must  have  the  organization, 
and  a  live  organization,  if  they  are  to  do  properly  their  work  in  the 
Church. 

In  view  of  these  urgent  needs  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  especially 
in  the  rural  Church,  we  respectfully  present  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  each  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  be  urged  to  take  every 
possible  step  toward  providing  a  service  in  every  Church  under  his  care 
every  Sunday,  and  that  the  laymen  be  urged  to  help  to  this  end  by  every 
means  within  their  power. 

Resolved,  That  this  Council  urge  the  parochial  organization  plan  of 
the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  for  each  Parish  and  Mission. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  draw 
up  and  present  plans  for  a  diocesan  organization  for  men  in  harmony 
with  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign  plans.

The  first  resolution  recommended  was  adopted.  The  sec- 
ond was  amended  as  written  above  and  adopted.  The  third 
resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Thomas,  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted: 

Resolved  (1),  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  it  is  desirable  for  the 
welfare  of  the  Church  Home  Orphanage  that  visiting  committees  be  fre- 
quently sent  from  the  financially  strong  Parishes  to  the  Orphanage  to 
see  at  first  hand  the  work  under  way  and  thus  to  be  able  to  report  the 
inspiring  story  of  accomplishment  and  opportunity. 

(2)  It  is  recommended  that  such  Parishes  as  are  able  so  to  do  to  take 
over  some  specific  constructive  work  at  the  Orphanage  and  make  them- 
selves responsible  for  that  particular  work. 

(3)  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Orphanage  be  requested  to  have  a  sur- 
vey made  in  order  to  ascertain  the  larger  general  needs  of  the  Orphan- 
age and  to  promulgate  the  best  constructive  program,  to  make  their 
report  to  the  Bishop  and  his  Executive  Council. 

The  hour  of  the  special  order  having  arrived,  Council 
entered  upon  the  subject  of  Episcopal  Supervision. 

After  discussion,  the  following  resolution  by  Mr.  T.  W. 
Bacot  was  adopted,  the  time  for  the  consideration  of  the 
matter  having  been  extended  a  half  hour : 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Council  that  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  should 
be  elected  as  soon  as  practicable  looking  to  the  division  of  the  Diocese 
three  years  from  now;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  given  his  consent  to  such  elec- 
tion; and, 

Whereas,  The  General  Convention  is  now  in  recess;  therefore,  be  it 
Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  be  authorized 
r.nd  :r/"tructed  to  ask  at  once  for  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops 
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and  of  the  several  Standing  Committees  to  the  election  of  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  this  Diocese,  and  if  such  consent  be  given  that  thereupon 
such  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  be  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Smith,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  laymen  be  appointed  who  shall  at 
once  proceed  to  raise  a  fund  of  not  less  than  $25,000  within  the  next  two 
years,  to  be  added  to  the  Episcopal  Endowment  Fund  of  this  Diocese, 
with  a  view  to  the  division  of  the  Diocese  according  to  the  resolution 
adopted  by  this  Council. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  P.  Duvall,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  from 
each  Convocation  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  carry  out  the  division  of  the  Diocese  so  far  as  territory  is  concerned 
and  the  division  of  funds,  and  to  make  suggestions  as  to  any  matters 
that  are  necessary  in  the  premises,  and  to  make  report  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  this  Council,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  this  committee. 

On  motion,  the  matter  of  the  salary  or  support  of  the 
Bishop  Coadjutor  to  be  elected  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Council  with  request  that  they  bring  in  a 
report  to  the  Council,  which  shall  elect  the  Coadjutor. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  special  council  be  called  to  convene  in  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia,  on  October  12,  1920,  to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

Council  took  a  recess  until  8  :30  p.  m. 

Missionary  Session,  8:30  P.  M. 

Council  was  called  to  order  after  preliminary  service. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Mitchell,  was 
read  by  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw,  acting  Secretary  and  Treasurer.

Rev.  O.  T.  Porcher  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South: 

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES,  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

All  three  of  the  Trustees  from  this  Diocese,  as  well  as  the  Bishop, 
attended  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
the  South  at  Sewanee  last  June. 

The  University  has  suffered,  during  the  year  last  passed,  a  third  heavy 
loss  through  fire,  the  Quintard  Memorial  Building,  occupied  by  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy,  being  destroyed.  This  necessitated  the 
removal  of  the  Academy  temporarily.  Fortunately,  a  favorable  place 
was  found  in  Palatka,  Florida,  where  the  school  has  been  successfully 
carried  on. 

The  University  is  now  carrying  into  execution  an  excellent  plan  of 
rebuilding  on  an  enlarged  scale  so  as  to  provide  better  and  more  abun- 
dant rooms  for  students.  It  is  also  establishing  an  excellent  system  of 
fire  protection,  which  will  do  a  great  deal  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of 
fire  loss. 

The  attendance  at  the  University  during  the  year  has  been  gratify- 
ingly  larger,  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students  is  very  encour- 
aging. 

As  to  athletics,  Sewanee  came  out  second  in  points  scored  at  the  con- 
tests held  recently  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  which  300  insti- 
tutions were  represented,  including  the  universities  of  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge, England,  and  2,000  athletes  took  part.  Sewanee  also  won  the 
debate  between  the  University  of  the  Southland  Tulane  University. 

The  campaign  carried  out  throughout  the  Southern  Diocese  has  not 
yet  reached  the  goal  of  $1,000,000,  but  progress  has  been  made  to  such 
extent  that  at  the  present  writing  $700,000  has  been  raised  and  pledged, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  million-dollar  mark  will  be  reached  ere  long. 
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The  Church  in  the  South  is  on  trial  in  this  campaign.  Surely  if  the 
Methodists,  Baptists  and  Presbyterians  and  other  religious  bodies  can 
maintain  one  or  more  colleges  in  every  State,  the  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  whole  South  ought  to  give  generous  support  to  its  one  excellent 
University.

report,  which  was  received: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PENSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Pensions  begs  leave  to  report  that  it  has  endeavored, 
but  with  poor  success,  to  keep  track  of  the  several  clerical  changes  within 
the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  in  order  to  fulfill  its  duties  as  defined 
in  Canon  XXIV.  Although  this  matter  is  of  vital  importance  to  every 
clergyman  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  those  dependent  on  him,  and  although 
the  Committee  has  learned  from  various  outside  sources  of  a  number  of 
clerical  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  the  last  meeting  of  Coun- 
cil, yet  in  not  a  single  instance  has  the  Committee  been  advised  by  the 
clergyman  making  the  change  of  the  fact  that  such  change  has  been 
made.  The  Committee  urges  upon  the  attention  of  the  clergy  of  the 
Diocese  that  this  matter  of  their  pensions  is  a  matter  of  insurance;  that 
the  amount  of  their  insurance  depends  upon  the  size  of  the  compensa- 
tion received  by  them;  that  this  pension  system  is  based  upon  strictly 
business  principles;  and  that  in  order  to  keep  their  insvirance  in  full 
force  and  effect  they  should  promptly  notify  the  Chairman  of  this  Com- 
mittee (1)  of  every  change  made  from  one  Parish  to  another  and 
from  one  Diocese  to  another;  and  (2)  of  every  change  in  compensation 
received,  whether  by  increase  or  decrease  of  salary,  and  whether  by 
addition  or  subtraction  of  a  rectory  as  a  part  of  the  compensation 
received. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  this  entire  matter  of  the  careful  super- 
vision of  all  of  the  business  details  relating  to  the  pensions  of  the  clergy 
in  our  Diocese  is  of  such  importance  as  to  warrant  its  being  confided  to 
the  care  and  management  of  a  paid  executive  officer  in  a  central  dioc- 
esan headquarters,  if  the  Council  shall  decide  to  have  such  an  officer 
and  headquarters  in  connection  with  the  general  work  of  the  Church  in 
the  Diocese.  In  one  Diocese,  at  least,  known  to  your  Committee,  that 
of  Western  New  York,  a  diocesan  Financial  Secretary  has  been  employed 
with  excellent  results,  and  one  of  the  matters  confided  to  his  care  and 
oversight  is  that  of  the  diocesan  pensions  for  the  clergy.

Spartanburg,  S.  C,  May  11-12-13,  1920.

Jesus  Christ. 

Necrology. 

•During  the  past  year  we  have  cause  to  mourn  the  loss  of  the  following 
of  our  Bishops: 

Rt.  Rev.  David  Hummell  Greer,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  New  York,  died  May 
19,  1919. 

Rt.  Rev.  John  Charles  Sage,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Salina,  died  October 
2,  1919. 

Rt.  Rev.  William  Forbes  Adams,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Easton,  died  March 
5,  1920. 

In  our  own  Diocese  we  have  lost  by  death  the  Rev.  John  W.  Motte.  Mr. 
Motte  died  at  the  residence  of  his  son  on  the  Isle  of  Hope,  near  Savan- 
nah, Ga.,  on  October  26,  1919,  in  the  seventy-eighth  year  of  his  age.  A 
veteran  of  the  Civil  War,  Mr.  Motte,  like  so  many  others  who  served  in 
the  Confederate  Army,  laid  aside  the  profession  of  the  soldier  for  that 
of  a  Minister  in  the  Church  of  God.  He  took  charge  of  St.  David's 
Church,  Cheraw,  as  a  Deacon  in  1867.  Was  ordained  Priest  in  1868  and 
served  as  Rector  of  that  Parish  until  1889.  In  that  year  he  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Diocese  of  Florida,  and  later  to  the  Diocese  of  Georgia, 
returning  to  his  native  State  in  1891  as  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Epiphany,  Upper  St.  Johns,  Eutawville,  where  he  remained  for  twenty- 
two  and  one-half  years,  when,  on  account  of  failing  health  and  bodily 
infirmity,  he  resigned,  and  went  to  live  with  his  son  until  God  called  him 
to  come  up  higher. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  of  Mr.  Motte  that  he  was  one  of  the  saints 
of  the  Church.  Like  his  Master  before  him,  he  lived  not  for  self,  but 
for  others.  A  man  of  scholarly  attainments,  a  thoughtful  and  helpful 
preacher,  a  faithful  and  greatly  beloved  pastor,  a  well-informed  and 
devoted  churchman,  he  has  left  us  the  record  of  a  life  of  singular  purity 
and  of  unremitting  toil  in  the  Master's  service.  "Blessed  are  the  pure 
in  heart,  for  they  shall  see  God." 

Postulants. 

The  number  of  our  Postulants  has  shown  a  decided  increase  since  last 
Council.  I  have  added  to  the  list  John  Ridout,  son  of  the  Rector  at 
Aiken;  Paul  Due,  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Charleston,  and  my  own  son, 
Sumner  Guerry,  all  pursuing  their  theological  studies  at  the  Virginia 
Theological  Seminary. 

At  Sewanee  we  have  John  Henry  Morgan  and  Capers  Satterlee.  John 
B.  Matthews,  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Charleston,  has  also  been  accepted, 
and  expects  soon  to  enter  upon  his  academic  studies  at  Sewanee.  In 
all,  five  Postulants  have  been  added  within  the  year.  Three  of  these 
have  become  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  so  that  my  list  of  Candidates 
now  stands  as  follows:  William  S.  Stoney,  Sewanee;  Thomas  L.  Ridout, 
John  Ridout,  Mortimer  W.  Glover,  Paul  Due,  Sumner  Guerry — in  all 
seven  Candidates,  the  largest  number  since  I  became  Bishop. 
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I  have  transferred  Charles  W.  Webb,  Jr.,  Postulant,  to  the  ecclesias- 
tical authority  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

Ordinations. 

On  November  7,  1919,  in  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Columbia,  I  advanced 
to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Walker.  The  sermon  was  preached 
by  the  Rev.  Oliver  J.  Hart.  The  Candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Kirkman  G.  Finlay.  The  Rev.  A.  B.  Bennett  and  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Taylor 
united  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

Clerical  Changes. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  report  that  the  Rev.  E.  A. 
Penick,  Jr.,  has  left  us  to  accept  a  call  to  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte, 
N.  C.  The  Rev.  W.  B.  Guion,  formerly  in  charge  of  St.  Peter's-by-the- 
Sea,  Charleston,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Bethlehem.  The 
Rev.  Ambler  M.  Blackford  has  resigned  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort,  and 
accepted  a  call  to  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  The  Rev.  Willis  P. 
Gerhart,  of  St.  John's  Church,  Charleston,  resigned  on  account  of  ill 
health  and  returned  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee.  During  the  interim 
since  he  left  us  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Cornish  has  been  in  charge.  The  Rev. 
Rollin  D.  Mallany,  formerly  in  charge  of  the  Missions  in  Greenville,  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Maine.  The  Rev.  Edward  S.  Willett, 
of  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina. 

There  have  been  several  changes  within  the  Diocese,  though  not  so 
many  as  last  year.  The  Rev.  Guy  H.  Frazer  has  accepted  a  call  to 
Anderson,  Seneca  and  Walhalla,  and  has  entered  upon  his  duties.  The 
Rev.  Oliver  J.  Hart  returned  from  overseas  last  summer  and  accepted 
the  position  of  Assistant  Rector  of  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston. 
The  Rev.  A.  Rufus  Morgan  has  resigned  his  work  at  Barnwell  and 
Allendale  and  accepted  my  appointment  as  Missionary  in  Charge  of  St. 
Mark's,  Chester  arid  Christ  Church,  Lancaster,  and  has  entered  upon  his 
duties.  The  Rev.  F.  N.  Skinner  has  taken  charge  of  the  Parishes  of 
Trinity  Church,  Edisto,  and  St.  John's,  Johns  Island.  The  Rev.  T.  T. 
Walsh  has  given  up  his  work  at  Chester  and  is  now  devoting  one  Sunday 
a  month  to  traveling  and  speaking  for  the  Church  Home  Orphanage. 
The  Rev.  R.  L.  Merryman  has  resigned  from  Marion  and  Mullins  and  is 
now  in  charge  of  Orangeburg  and  Fort  Motte.  The  Rev.  Andrew  P. 
Magwood,  now  a  teacher  in  the  Porter  Military  Academy,  has  been  put 
in  charge  of  the  work  at  St.  Peter's-by-the-Sea.  The  Rev.  James  M. 
Stoney  returned  from  overseas  last  August  and  resumed  his  duties  as 
Chaplain  and  Rector  at  Holy  Trinity,  Clemson,  and  St.  Paul's,  Pendle- 
ton. The  Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast,  I  regret  to  report,  after  nearly  fifty 
years  of  faithful  service,  has  resigned  the  Parishes  of  'ziion,  Eastover  and 
St.  John's,  Richland.  These  Parishes  are  still  vacant,  though  Mr.  Tilling- 
hast continues  to  give  them  occasional  services  as  his  strength  permits. 

Besides  these  changes  within  the  Diocese,  we  have  had  several  addi- 
tions to  our  working  force.  The  Rev.  Robert  Lee  Lewis  has  been  made 
the  assistant  to  the  Rev.  Frank  A.  Juhan,  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville, 
and  also  been  put  in  charge  of  St.  Andrew's  and  St.  James'  Missions, 
Greenville.  The  Rev.  Randolph  F.  Blackford,  of  the  Diocese  of  Vir- 
ginia, has  accepted  a  call  to  Hartsville  and  Society  Hill.  The  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Preston  Peyton,  Chaplain  in  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces, 
accepted  a  call  to  Darlington  last  October  and  left  in  March  to  take  up 
a  new  and  larger  field  of  work  at  Winnsboro,  Ridgeway  and  Rion.  The 
Rev.  R.  Maynard  Marshall,  I  am  glad  to  report,  has  returned  to  the 
Diocese  and  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort,  and  Holy  Trinity, 
Grahamville.    The  Rev.  Alexander  M.  Rich,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of 
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Tennessee,  has  taken  charge  of  Walterboro,  Adams  Run  and  the  Chapel 
at  Meggetts.  The  Rev.  Alfred  W.  Arundell,  D.  D.,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Newark,  who  took  charge  of  the  Churches  at  Greenwood  and  Abbeville 
last  year  as  locum  tenens,  has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  of  the  Res- 
urrection, Greenwood,  and  has  been  transferred  to  this  Diocese.  The 
Rev.  Julian  Clyde  Perry,  formerly  in  charge  of  St.  Thomas',  Eastover, 
has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Sumter,  and 
entered  upon  his  duties.  The  Rev.  Robert  N.  Perry,  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  has  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Luke's,  Columbia.  The  Rev. 
William  E.  McCord,  formerly  a  major  in  the  New  York  Twenty-seventh 
Division,  A.  E.  F.,  and  Senior  Chaplain  of  his  division,  has  accepted  a 
call  to  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill.  The  Rev.  C.  Gregg  Rich- 
ardson, of  Somerville,  Mass.,  formerly  of  Beaufort,  S.  C,  has  accepted  a 
call  to  St.  John's,  Charleston,  and  will  take  charge  July  15. 

In  all  eleven  new  clergy  have  been  added  to  our  roll.  These,  together 
with  the  two  returned  Chaplains,  have  increased  our  working  force  by 
thirteen.  We  have  lost  by  resignation  and  removal  five  of  our  clergy, 
so  that,  while  we  still  have  several  vacancies,  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  is 
better  served  and  better  supplied  with  clergy  than  it  was  a  year  ago. 

Confirmations  from  May  14,  1919,  to  May  11,  1920. 

Confirmations  this  past  year  have  shown  a  decided  increase.  As 
against  499  last  year,  we  report  this  year  581.  The  number  of  men  in  our 
Confirmation  Classes  this  year  has  been  most  gratifying.  There  have 
been  more  adults  than  usual,  and  I  cannot  but  believe  that  this  has  been 
largely  the  result  of  our  Nation- Wide  Campaign  and  its  influence  upon 
the  religious  life  of  the  Diocese.

Increased  Episcopal  Supervision. 

I  have  felt  for  some  time  that  the  Diocese  needed  more  episcopal 
supervision  than  I  can  give  it.  With  the  entry  of  our  country  into  the 
great  war,  and  with  the  establishment  of  five  training  camps  in  this 
Diocese,  my  labors  were  greatly  increased.  I  was  at  once  confronted 
with  the  alternative  of  either  neglecting  my  Diocese  or  of  neglecting  the 
American  soldier  and  sailor  in  our  midst,  when  he  most  needed  the  serv- 
ices of  the  Church.  I  took  the  ground  that  the  call  of  my  country  should 
come  first,  even  though  the  Diocese  suffered.  I  was  called  upon  to  pay 
repeated  visits  to  our  camps  and  cantonments,  to  the  neglect  of  many  of 
the  duties  of  my  office.  I  felt  at  the  time,  and  I  still  believe,  that  the 
clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese  would  understand  and  approve  my 
action.  - 

Then  followed  my  trip  overseas,  at  the  request  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association.  I  went,  as  you  know,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  in  response  to  a  call  to  service  which  I  could 
not  very  well  refuse.  The  result  has  been  that  the  Diocese  has  suffered, 
and  we  have  not  yet  recovered  from  the  demoralization  incident  upon 
the  war. 

I  make  this  explanation  here  because  I  think  some  of  the  recent  criti- 
cism that  has  been  made  of  the  lack  of  episcopal  visitation  is  largely 
due  to  war  conditions,  which  were  admittedly  exceptional  and  unusual. 
But,  quite  apart  from  the  war  and  the  demoralization  which  followed,  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  Diocese,  by  reason  of  extent  of 
territory  and  the  growing  needs  of  the  Church,  is  beyond  the  strength 
of  any  one  man  properly  to  serve  it.  I  have  hesitated  to  ask  for  relief 
before,  because  I  have  felt  that  the  initiative  should  come  from  you 
rather  than  from  me.  I  did  not  wish  to  place  upon  you  an  additional 
financial  burden,  when,  in  view  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign,  the 
Sewanee  Campaign  and  other  extra  calls,  the  Diocese,  as  it  seemed  to 
me,  had  already  been  sufficiently  taxed.  And  even  now,  if  you  wish  me 
longer  to  continue  as  I  have  done  for  some  time,  or  until  you  can  read- 
just and  revise  your  Diocesan  budget,  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  do  so 
to  the  extent  of  my  ability.  But  in  all  frankness  I  must  tell  you  that 
the  present  situation  is  far  from  satisfactory. 

If  you  prefer  division  to  giving  me  an  Assistant  Bishop,  I  will  not 
oppose  it.  You  have  my  consent  to  divide,  if  in  your  judgment  you 
think  that  that  is  the  best  way  to  obtain  the  needed  relief.  I  would 
remind  you,  however,  that  division  under  our  Church  law  would  not  be 
possible  until  the  next  General  Convention,  or  nearly  three  years  from 
date.  I  would  also  call  to  your  attention  the  resolution  we  passed  some 
years  ago  at  York  that  at  least  $40,000  should  be  added  to  the  Episco- 
pal Endowment  before  it  would  be  wise  to  consider  division.  I  am  not 
sure  that  so  much  would  be  needed  now,  but  I  do  think  that  we  ought 
certainly  to  increase  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  by 
$25,000  or  $30,000  before  we  decide  to  take  so  important  a  step.  If 
division  was  seriously  considered  dby  its  advocates  before  the  Nation- 
wide Campaign  was  organized,  then  I  think  it  was  a  mistake  not  to 
have  included  it  in  the  budget  for  this  Diocese.  While  these  are  difficul- 
ties to  be  considered,  I  would  not  be  understood  as  making  an  increase 
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in  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  a  necessary  condition  of  my  consent. 
Therefore,  I  repeat,  whenever  this  Council  deems  it  wise  to  divide  the 
Diocese  they  have  my  full  and  cordial  permission  to  do  so. 

An  Assistant  Bishop. 

Now,  so  far  as  giving  me  an  assistant  is  concerned,  I  am  willing  to 
accept  either  a  Coadjutor  or  a  Suffragan. 

To  the  Coadjutor  I  could  not  under  our  Canon  law  assign  territory 
over  which  he  would  have  exclusive  jurisdiction.  In  the  language  of  the 
Canon,  I  can  only  assign  him  in  writing  "certain  duties,"  which  I  will 
designate.  Should  you,  therefore,  desire  to  elect  a  Coadjutor,  I  wish  to 
say  here  that,  complying  with  the  terms  of  the  Canon,  I  would  assign 
to  him  the  general  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  exception  of 
the  colored  work,  which  is  otherwise  provided  for  by  an  Archdeacon  and 
a  Bishop  of  the  negro  race. 

The  Coadjutor  would  have  under  his  special  care  the  mill  work,  the 
rural  work,  the  work  of  Church  extension,  and  all  new  work  which  he 
himself  might  organize  or  develop.  I  would,  of  course,  expect  him  to 
assist  me  in  the  general  work  of  the  Diocese  whenever  I  needed  his  serv- 
ices, but  his  special  field  of  service  as  I  conceive  it  would  be  that  of  a 
general  missionary  and  Assistant  Bishop  in  the  missionary  activities  of 
the  Diocese.  I  do  not  see  how  I  could  be  more  explicit,  nor  do  I  see 
how  I  could  make  a  more  equal  or  a  fairer  division  of  labor. 

I  append  here  a  recent  letter  to  Governor  Manning,  which  I  read  with 
his  permission,  which  sets  forth  more  fully  my  views  for  being  unable  to 
surrender  territorial  jurisdiction. 

The  Hon.  Richard  I.  Manning,  Sumter,  S.  C. 

Dear  Governor  Manning:  In  answer  to  your  question  whether  I  would 
be  willing  to  surrender  territorial  jurisdiction  to  a  Coadjutor  of  this 
Diocese,  whereby  he  would  become  the  ultimate  court  of  appeal  in  a 
given  group  of  counties  assigned  to  him,  I  wish  to  say  that  it  is  not  a 
case  of  my  willingness  or  unwillingness  to  do  what  you  ask,  but  at  bot- 
tom it  is  a  question  of  Canon  law  that  is  involved,  and  whether  the 
words  of  the  Canon  requiring  the  Bishop  to  assign  in  writing  to  his 
Coadjutor  certain  "duties"  is  capable  of  the  interpretation  that  you  put 
upon  it. 

Candidly,  I  do  not  think  the  language  or  the  manifest  intention  of  the 
Canon  admit  of  any  such  interpretation.  I  have  read  over  a  number  of 
letters  which  you  have  submitted  to  me  giving  the  views  of  different 
Bishops  with  regard  to  this  question,  in  which  correspondence  it  appears 
.  that  there  is  a  decided  difference  of  opinion  among  the  authorities  cited. 
I  have  also  carefully  examined  the  language  of  the  Canon,  and  conferred 
with  Bishop  Gailor,  the  Chairman  of  our  Presiding  Bishop  and  Council, 
who  has  had  the  same  question  recently  presented  to  him  in  the  Diocese 
of  Tennessee,  and  he  agrees  with  me  that  it  is  not  competent  for  a 
Bishop  in  full  possession  of  his  faculties  and  who  is  not  disabled  on 
account  of  age  or  bodily  infirmity  to  surrender  jurisdiction  or  territory. 

As  a  matter  of  practical  necessity  in  the  case  of  an  old  and  infirm 
Bishop,  the  assignment  of  duties  to  the  Coadjutor  carries  with  it  what 
amounts  practically  to  a  surrender  of  jurisdiction.  But  I  am  neither 
old  nor  infirm,  and  for  me  to  surrender  territory  or  jurisdiction  would 
in  my  opinion  be  contravening  the  express  mind  and  policy  of  this 
Church. 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  if  a  Bishop  can  assign  territory  it  would  be  tan- 
tamount to  dividing  the  Diocese  under  another  name,  which  was  cer- 
tainly never  contemplated  by  the  framers  of  the  Canon.

I  am  not  standing  on  a  technicality,  but  on  a  fundamental  principle 
of  Church  law  which  from  the  very  beginning  of  Christian  history  recog- 
nized the  fact  that  there  could  not  be  but  one  Bishop  over  a  given  terri- 
tory. As  there  cannot  be  but  one  Governor  of  a  State  or  but  one  head 
of  a  university,  so  the  Church  at  a  very  early  period  laid  down  the 
catholic  principle  that  there  could  not  be  but  one  ecclesiastical  head  over 
a  Diocese.  What  you  ask,  therefore,  is  not  in  my  power  to  grant.  Should 
the  Council  decide  to  give  me  a  Coadjutor  Bishop,  I  would  assign  to  him 
in  writing  the  general  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  colored  work,  which  is  otherwise  provided  for.  This  would 
include  the  mill  work,  the  rural  work,  and  all  new  work  which  he  him- 
self might  organize  or  develop.  My  policy  would  be  to  place  the  respon- 
sibility squarely  upon  him  and  allow  him  the  widest  possible  latitude 
under  me  for  the  successful  administration  of  these  special  fields  of 
service. 

I  would,  of  course,  expect  him  to  assist  me  in  the  general  work  of  the 
Diocese;  but  my  conception  of  his  office  would  be  that  of  a  Coadjutor 
and  general  missionary  to  the  Diocese  as  a  whole.  I  do  not  see  how  I 
can  be  any  more  explicit,  nor  do  I  think  I  could  make  any  fairer  division 
of  labor  than  that  which  I  have  indicated. 

Praying  that  the  Spirit  of  God  which  presided  in  the  councils  of  the 
blessed  Apostles  may  also  preside  over  our  deliberations  in  Spartan- 
burg, and  that  all  things  may  be  done  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  spread 
of  His  Church,  I  am,  with  warm  regards,

What  I  have  said  about  the  duties  of  the  Coadjutor  would,  I  think, 
apply  also  equally  to  a  Suffragan  Bishop,  with  this  single  difference, 
that  the  Coadjutor  in  the  event  of  my  death  would  become  the  future 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and  the  Suffragan  would  not  succeed  to  that  office. 
I,  therefore,  leave  this  important  matter  for  your  further  consideration 
at  this  Council.  Should  you  determine  to  elect  an  Assistant  Bishop, 
then  I  would  suggest  that  you  appoint  the  day  preceding  our  Mission- 
ary Convention,  which  will  meet  this  year  in  Columbia,  probably  in  the 
month  of  October,  as  the  day  when  we  will  call  a  special  session  of 
Council  to  elect  the  new  Bishop.  This  will  give  you  time  for  full  con- 
sideration of  the  subject  and  it  will  also  enable  our  Finance  Committee 
to  make  such  provision  for  the  support  of  the  new  Bishop  and  to  pre- 
pare a  report  and  submit  it  to  you  for  your  action  at  that  time.  I  hope, 
therefore,  someone  will  move  that  this  whole  matter  of  increased  Epis- 
copal supervision  be  made  the  special  order  of  the  day  at  our  session 
tomorrow  morning. 

Interchurch  World  Movement. 

So  much  has  been  written  and  published  about  the  Interchurch  World 
Movement  and  our  relation  to  it  that  I  feel  I  ought  to  state  my  position 
with  reference  to  this  and  other  similar  movements  in  the  religious  world 
today.  As  you  know,  I  have  always  stood  for  co-operation  and  closer 
fellowship  between  the  Christian  churches.  Throughout  my  Episcopate 
I  have  been  an  avowed  advocate  of  church  unity.  I  submitted,  as  you 
remember,  for  your  consideration  at  our  last  Council  a  proposal  which 
I  had  worked  out  with  others  overseas  looking  to  the  formation  of  a 
league  for  church  unity  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  all  the  Christian 
churches  who  would  agree  to  accept  their  baptism  as  the  basis  of  a 
common  membership  in  Christ  and  who  would  pledge  themselves  to  pray 
and  work  for  the  visible  reunion  of  Christendom. 
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When  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  came  to  South  Carolina  I 
was  in  constant  attendance  upon  its  sessions  and  gave  it  my  unqualified 
support.  It  may,  therefore,  appear  strange  to  you  that  I  should  now 
hoM  aloof  from  a  movement  which,  to  many,  seems  so  full  of  promise 
for  the  future  of  American  Christianity. 

My  chief  objection  to  the  Interchurch  Movement  is  that  it  does  not  aim 
at  organic  unity.  If  it  had  said  in  its  published  literature,  "We  realize  that 
a  period  of  education  and  preparation  must  precede  any  scheme  or  plat- 
form of  unity,  and,  therefore,  that  the  first  step  towards  this  end  should 
come  through  a  closer  co-operation  and  confederation  of  the  Christian 
churches,"  I  could  heartily  have  joined  in  such  a  program;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  the  Interchurch  Movement  has  put  itself  on  record  as  saying, 
"Our  aim  is  not  organic  unity."  It  does  not  even  suggest  it  as  desir- 
able or  possible.  It  does  not  hold  out  the  hope  that  the  movement  may 
ultimately  lead  to  a  real  and  living  unity  between  Christians;  but,  as  it 
seems  to  me,  it  clearly  surrenders  an  ideal  for  which  Christ  prayed  and 
the  realization  of  which  is  the  one  hope  of  the  world  today. 

The  meeting  of  certain  Protestant  churches  in  Philadelphia  on  Febru- 
ary 6th,  over  which  the  Bishop  of  Bethlehem  presided,  and  at  which 
nearly  all  the  leading  denominational  churches  were  represented,  while 
it  accomplished  little  in  the  way  of  a  practical  solution  of  the  problem, 
did  definitely  accept  organic  unity  as  the  great  end  to  be  achieved — the 
one  supreme  objective  upon  which  all  present  were  agreed. 

In  this  world  crisis  I  believe  that  our  Church,  more  than  any  other,  is 
destined  to  become  the  Church  of  the  "reconciliation."  Therefore,  we 
should  be  slow  to  indorse  a  movement  which  has  deliberately  surrendered 
an  ideal  for  which  Christ  prayed.  In  my  opinion,  the  question  of  church 
unity  is  the  paramount  religious  issue  of  the  day.  It  has  been  taken  out 
of  the  realm  of  academic  discussion  and  been  made  one  of  the  living  and 
urgent  questions  of  the  hour.  Religious  leaders  in  all  the  churches  are 
coming  to  see  that  there  is  no  hope  of  saving  our  civilization  from  those 
sinister  and  disintegrating  forces  which  threaten  to  destroy  it  unless  we 
can  unite  the  Christian  forces  of  the  nation  and  present  a  united  front 
to  the  enemy.  The  General  Convention  definitely  refused  to  give  this 
movement  its  official  indorsement.  The  Presiding  Bishop  and  Council, 
while  expressing  sympathy  with  the  movement,  have  declined  to  have 
any  official  connection  with  it.  My  attitude  towards  the  movement  is 
substantially  the  same  as  that  of  our  Presiding  Bishop  and  Council.  I 
am  ready  to  furnish  information  for  its  surveys  and  to  co-operate  in 
any  way  that  I  can  which  does  not  commit  me  or  the  Diocese  to  an  offi- 
cial indorsement  of  its  program  and  purpose  about  which  there  is  such 
widespread  difference  of  opinion.  It  might  be  well  to  state  here,  as 
showing  how  great  is  this  difference  of  opinion,  that  the  House  of 
Bishops  of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church  has  recently  refused  to  give 
their  official  indorsement  to  this  movement.  If,  therefore,  bodies  like 
the  Southern  Methodist  Church  hesitate  to  give  it  their  sanction,  we 
might  well  pause  before  we  commit  ourselves  and  our  Church  to  a  policy 
which  we  may  later  have  reason  to  regret. 

Let  me  add  in  conclusion  that  if  the  Interchurch  Movement  should 
later  modify  its  position;  if  it  will  disavow  its  published  program  of 
becoming  a  world-wide  movement  for  the  "spread  of  Protestantism;"  if 
it  will  say  that  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  the  movement  will  prove  in 
time  a  step  toward  organic  unity,  I  wish  to  say  here  that  I  am  ready  to 
reconsider  my  position  and  co-operate  with  them  in  every  proper  and 
legitimate  way. 
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The  Nation- Wide  Campaign. 

Later  on  you  will  hear  a  report  from  the  Chairman  of  our  Diocesan 
Nation-Wide  Campaign  Committee  on  the  results  of  the  Campaign  in 
this  Diocese,  but  I  feel  that  I  must  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our 
most  capable  and  efficient  Chairman,  Governor  Manning,  and  his  cowork- 
ers on  the  central  committee  for  the  valuable  aid  they  have  rendered  and 
for  the  very  splendid  way  in  which  the  Diocese  has  been  organized  and 
the  Campaign  launched. 

Mrs.  W.  P.  Cornell  and  her  able  assistant,  Miss  Henrietta  P.  Jervey, 
also  deserve  our  thanks.  The  central  office  in  Columbia  has  been  well 
administered  and  the  success  of  the  Campaign  is  due  in  no  small  meas- 
ure to  the  very  efficient  way  in  which  the  business  of  the  Diocese  has 
been  handled  through  that  office.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  here 
that  owing  to  the  generous  assistance  of  Governor  Manning  and  a  num- 
ber of  interested  laymen  our  total  Diocesan  budget  of  $160,535  has  been 
fully  pledged,  Governor  Manning  alone  guaranteeing  the  balance  still 
to  be  raised,  $1,600.  This  is  cause  for  great  rejoicing  and  thanksgiving 
to  God. 

If  our  quota  has  not  been  reached  as  promptly  as  some  other  Dioceses 
it  has  not  been  due  to  lack  of  organization  or  preparation  for  the  Cam- 
paign, but  to  the  fact  that  our  Diocesan  budget  was  larger  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  communicants  than  any  Diocese  in  our  Province.  The 
quota  for  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  $90,000  annually,  as  against 
our  $160,535,  or  nearly  double  that  of  North  Carolina.  The  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina's  quota  was  about  $57,000;  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  $50,- 
000;  the  Diocese  of  Atlanta,  $75,000;  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  $58,000. 

What  made  our  quota  so  large  was  the  generous  provision  that  we 
made  for  Christian  education  and  for  the  Church  Home  Orphanage. 
When  you  remember  that  last  spring  a  year  ago  this  Diocese  subscribed 
over  $84,000  to  the  Sewanee  Campaign  and  $160,000  to  the  Nation- Wide 
Campaign,  or  a  total  of  $244,000  in  one  year,  you  will  appreciate  the 
tremendous  burden  which  has  been  laid  upon  the  Diocese.  Its  response 
to  these  various  appeals  has  been  most  gratifying. 

But  now  that  the  Campaign  has  closed  for  this  year  I  think  that  it  is 
well  that  the  Diocese  as  a  whole  should  understand  that  our  budget  was 
made  up  on  the  three-year  basis.  All  our  askings  from  within  and  with- 
out the  Diocese  are  for  three  years.  Our  pledge  of  $53,000  to  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop  and  Council  is  for  three  years;  our  appropriation  of  funds 
for  new  work  within  the  Diocese  is  for  three  years,  and,  therefore,  our 
apportionments  on  the  individual  Churches  are  for  three  years.  It  is 
well  that  our  people,  clergy  and  laity  alike,  fully  understand '  this.  In 
many  of  our  Parishes  the  pledges  were  made  for  one  year  only.  Per- 
sonally, I  think  this  was  a  mistake,  because  I  am  afraid  we  are  going 
to  find  it  difficult  to  explain  when  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign  is  put  on 
again  next  fall  that  the  pledges  were  supposed  to  run  for  three  years 
and  not  one.  I  believe  that  the  sooner  we  tell  our  people  that  the 
Nation-Wide  Campaign  has  set  an  objective  for  the  whole  Church  from 
which  there  is  to  be  no  retreat  and  no  lowering  of  standards,  the  better. 
It  is  not  contemplated  that  we  are  going  to  ask  for  less  three  or  five 
years  from  now.  The  Nation-Wide  Campaign  is  part  of  a  great  pro- 
gressive and  forward  movement  of  the  whole  Church  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  This  movement,  I  believe,  will  gain  new 
impetus  and  momentum  with  the  growing  years,  so  that  the  Church 
may  be  fully  equipped  and  made  more  efficient  for  her  great  work. 

There  has  necessarily  been  keen  disappointment  over  the  failure  of 
some  of  our  larger  and  richer  Dioceses  to  meet  their  quota.  This  will, 
of  course,  cut  down  the  amount  we  had  hoped  to  receive  from  our  out- 
side askings;  therefore,  many  of  our  contemplated  and  much-needed 
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improvements  will  have  to  be  curtailed  or  kept  in  abeyance.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  when  the  Campaign  is  put  on  again  next  fall  in  these  larger 
Dioceses  that  they  will  show  a  decided  increase  over  what  they  gave 
this  year.  I  am  confident  that  as  our  people  understand  better  the 
nature  and  purpose  of  the  Campaign  that  they  will  respond  with  ever- 
increasing  generosity  and  intelligence  to  the  Church's  call.  So  that  we 
hope  eventually  before  the  three  years  are  over  that  we  may  receive  a 
much  larger  proportion  of  our  outside  askings  than  will  be  possible  dur- 
ing this  first  year. 

Again,  it  has  seemed  to  me  only  fair  that  some  consideration  should 
be  shown  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  and  Council  for  the  claims  of  those 
Dioceses  which  have  met  their  quota  in  full.  If  we  all  have  to  be 
"scaled"  in  our  outside  askings,  then  it  seems  to  me  only  fair  that  those 
Dioceses  which  met  their  full  quota  should  have  preferential  claims  over 
those  which  did  not.  I  don't  know  how  this  can  be  done,  but  if  you 
agree  with  me  in  this  view  of  the  matter,  then  I  think  it  would  be  in 
order  for  this  Council  to  memorialize  the  Presiding  Bishop  and  Council 
and  ask  to  have  the  whole  matter  of  outside  askings  considered  and  some 
equitable  basis  for  the  distribution  of  funds  arrived  at. 

Bishop  and  Executive  Council. 

But  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  has  not  only  a  distinct  bearing  upon 
the  development  of  the  financial  resources  of  the  Church,  but  also  upon 
the  whole  question  of  the  reorganization  of  all  the  working  forces  of  the 
Diocese.  Following  the  general  plan  of  reorganization  laid  down  by  the 
General  Convention  in  its  new  Canon  number  60,  several  Dioceses, 
notably  the  Diocese  of  East  Carolina  and  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  have 
already  adopted  a  plan  similar  to  that  outlined  by  the  Presiding  Bishop 
and  Council  for  the  organization  of  all  the  work  of  the  Diocese  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bishop  and  an  Executive  Council.  This  Executive 
Council  to  be  composed  of  the  different  departments  of  Social  Service, 
Missions,  Religious  Education,  Publicity  and  Finance. 

Personally,  the  plan  appeals  to  me,  and  I  would  like  with  your  approval 
to  try  it  out  in  this  Diocese.  There  is  much  to  be  said  in  favor  of  hav- 
ing the  various  activities  of  the  Church's  work  confederated  in  a  single 
organization.  It  would  result,  I  believe,  in  a  closer  co-ordination  of  the 
different  departments  and  in  a  larger  vision  and  a  better  grasp  upon  the 
work  of  the  Church  as  a  whole,  and  also  in  a  more  intelligent  and  effi- 
cient management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese.  The  Department  of 
Religious  Education,  for  example,  has  much  in  common  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Missions,  and  every  branch  of  the  work  is  so  interrelated  to 
every  other  that  I  cannot  but  feel  that  much  would  be  gained  if  the 
various  commissions  appointed  by  this  Council  could  meet  together  with 
me  once  or  twice  a  year  as  a  Council  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  and 
render  a  report  of  what  they  are  doing,  and  then  all  of  us  together  map 
out  certain  policies  to  be  pursued  and  place  before  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, which  would  also  be  represented  in  such  a  meeting,  what  funds 
would  be  needed  to  carry  out  the  various  recommendations. 

At  any  rate,  the  scheme  of  reorganization  of  the  General  Church,  to 
which  we  are  all  now  committed,  carries  with  it  at  least  the  implication 
that  it  will  be  worth  while  testing  it  out  in  the  different  Dioceses  as  it 
is  now  being  tested  out  in  many  of  our  Parishes.  What  is  contemplated 
is  nothing  less  than  a  complete  readjustment  and  reorganization  of  the 
entire  machinery  of  the  Church  along  the  lines  proposed  by  Canon  60. 
We  will  probably  have  much  to  learn  through  our  mistakes,  and  the 
whole  general  plan  may  undergo  many  modifications  before  the  next 
General  Convention,  but  certainly  the  idea  is  a  good  one  and  should  be 
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given  a  fair  test.  I  hope  before  we  adjourn  that  you  will  take  such 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  above  recommen- 
dation. 

The  Nation- Wide  Campaign  and  a  Spiritual  Awakening. 

But  it  is  not  of  the  financial  side  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  or  of 
its  program  of  reorganization  that  I  wish  to  speak  more  particularly 
today.  I  am  far  more  concerned  with  the  spiritual  results  of  the  Cam- 
paign than  with  any  substantial  increase  in  our  offerings  or  in  the  mul- 
tiplication of  new  machinery.  While  we  need  the  organization  of  a 
great  campaign  to  obtain  the  best  results,  after  all  we  need  a  spiritual 
revival  far  more,  and  this  is  the  side  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  that 
I  think  requires  to  be  stressed  with  ever-increasing  emphasis.  To  go 
back  to  our  people  next  fall  with  another  appeal  for  money  unless  we 
have  prepared  the  soil  for  the  harvest  would  be  fatal.  The  Campaign 
in  three  years  under  such  conditions  would  inevitably  degenerate  into  a 
mere  scheme  to  raise  money.  Therefore,  more  now  than  when  the  Cam- 
paign first  began,  we  need  to  stress  the  spiritual  side;  to  emphasize  the 
need  of  prayer  and  a  deeper  consecration  of  the  whole  life  to  God.  If 
we  do  this  we  shall  soon  reach  a  point  where  our  people  will  be  so  stirred 
and  so  impressed  with  the  need  of  the  Church  in  the  present  crisis  that 
they  will  realize  that  the  best  investment  they  can  make  of  their  money 
for  the  safety  and  protection  of  our  civilization  is  to  strengthen  and  sup- 
port the  Christian  churches  of  the  nation.  Many  are  coming  to  see  this 
and  to  preach  it,  From  the  most  unexpected  quarters  we  are  receiving 
fresh  corroboration  of  the  fact  that  what  the  world  needs  today  more 
than  anything  else  is  a  revival  of  religion.  Among  the  many  notable 
utterances  which  have  been  put  forth  by  the  leaders  of  thought  through- 
out the  world  none  has  impressed  me  more  than  a  statement  addressed 
to  "Our  Fellow  Citizens  of  the  British  Empire"  and  signed  by  Lloyd 
George,  Premier  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  by  the  Premiers  of  Canada,  South  Africa,  Australia,  New  Zealand 
and  Newfoundland,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  war,  in  shaking  the  very  foundation  of  ordered  civilization,  has 
driven  all  thoughtful  men  to  examine  the  bases  of  national  and  interna- 
tional life. 

"It  has  become  clear  today,  both  through  the  arbitrament  of  war  and 
through  the  tests  of  rebuilding  a  life  of  peace,  that  neither  education, 
science,  diplomacy  nor  commercial  prosperity,  when  allied  in  material 
force  as  the  ultimate  power,  is  the  real  foundation  for  the  ordered 
development  of  the  world's  life.  These  things  are  in  themselves  simply 
the  tools  of  the  spirit  that  handles  them. 

"The  spirit  of  good  will  among  men  rests  on  spiritual  forces ;  the  hope 
of  a  brotherhood  of  humanity  reposes  on  the  deeper  spiritual  fact  of 
the  'Fatherhood  of  God.'  In  the  recognition  of  the  fact  of  that  Father- 
hood and  of  the  Divine  purpose  for  the  world  which  are  central  to  the 
message  of  Christianity  we  shall  discover  the  ultimate  foundation  for 
the  reconstruction  of  an  ordered  and  harmonious  life  for  all  men.  That 
recognition  cannot  be  imposed  by  government. 

"It  can  only  come  as  an  act  of  free  consent  on  the  part  of  individual 
men  everywhere. 

"Responsible,  as  we  are,  in  our  separate  spheres  for  a  share  in  the  guid- 
ance of  the  British  Empire  as  it  faces  the  problems  of  the  future,  we 
believe  that  in  the  acceptance  of  those  spiritual  principles  lies  the  sure 
basis  of  world  peace.  We  would,  therefore,  commend  to  our  fellow  citi- 
zens the  necessity  that  men  of  good  will  who  are  everywhere  reviewing 
their  personal  responsibilities  in  relation  to  the  reconstruction  of  civil- 
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ization  should  consider  also  the  eternal  validity  and  truth  of  those  spir- 
itual forces  which  are  in  fact  the  one  hope  for  a  permanent  foundation 
for  world  peace." 

Nothing  could  be  more  timely  than  this  utterance  of  the  great  states- 
men of  the  British  Empire.  We  must  bring  our  people  back  to  a  belief 
in  first  principles.  We  must  not  be  content  simply  with  arousing  the 
conscience  of  the  individual  man  and  calling  him  to  repentance  and 
faith.  We  must  show  him  that  in  Christ's  great  scheme  of  redemption 
the  Church  and  Christianity  go  together  and  can  never  be  separated. 
The  attempt  has  been  made  to  make  this  separation  and  in  many  quar- 
ters we  hear  it  said  that  the  Church  is  a  mere  by-product  of  Christian- 
ity; that  the  Gospel  would  survive  and  Christ's  influence  would  continue 
whether  there  was  any  organized  Christianity  in  the  world  or  not.  Per- 
sonally, I  rejoice  at  every  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ  outside 
of  the  Church.  I  thank  God  whenever  I  hear  of  any  good  deed  done  in 
His  name;  but  this  does  not  blind  me  to  the  fact  that  but  for  organized 
Christianity  the  influence  and  teaching  of  Jesus  Christ  would  soon 
evaporate  into  thin  air.  To  show  you  how  serious  and  widespread  is 
the  attempt  to  separate  Christ  from  His  Church,  let  me  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  recently  there  have  been  large  gatherings  of  labor- 
ing men  in  this  country  and  abroad  which  have  hailed  with  wild  enthusi- 
asm the  name  of  Christ,  while  they  greeted  the  mention  of  the  Church 
with  sneers  and  hisses.  For  some  reason  there  has  been  a  growing 
estrangement  between  the  churches  and  the  masses.  Whether  from 
ignorance  or  prejudice,  or  because  the  churches  have  too  often  been  allied 
with  wealth  and  privilege,  the  fact  remains  that  there  is  a  danger  of  a 
lamentable  widening  of  the  breach  between  many  thousands  of  our  fel- 
low citizens  and  any  form  of  organized  Christianity.  It  is  no  exaggera- 
tion to  say  that  the  situation  is  serious  and  calls  for  prayerful  and 
thoughtful  consideration. 

I  am  convinced  that  a  renewed  emphasis  upon  historic  and  catholic 
Christianity  as  distinguished  from  an  irresponsible  sectarian  individual- 
ism is  the  remedy  for  many  of  the  weaknesses  of  modern  Christianity. 
Now,  if  this  be  true,  then  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  stress  the  impor- 
tance of  the  Church.  It  is  our  duty  to  study  the  history  of  our  Church; 
its  relation  to  the  incarnation;  its  place  in  the  economy  of  Christ's 
scheme  of  salvation.  We  cannot  attach  too  much  importance  to  the 
necessity  of  the  sacramental  life.  There  is  need  of  thorough,  definite 
and  positive  teaching  regarding  the  foundations  of  our  religious  belief. 
I  am  not  advocating  a  revival  of  denominationalism  or  sectarianism,  but 
a  return  to  primitive  and  apostolic  Christianity. 

Application  of  Christianity  to  Economic  and  Industrial  Problems. 

But  along  with  this  emphasis  upon  catholic  and  apostolic  Christianity 
the  Church  should  not  be  blind  to  the  needs  of  the  hour.  We  Christians 
must  take  a  more  active  and  vital  interest  in  social  problems  and  in  the 
application  of  Christianity  to  economic  and  industrial  conditions.  Says 
a  writer  of  our  Church  in  the  Social  Preparation  for  January,  1920:  "If 
it  is  true  that  the  American  workman  hates  the  very  shadow  the  spire 
of  the  church  casts  across  his  pathway,  then  indeed  the  church  stands 
indicted  and  something  must  be  radically  wrong  either  with  its  meas- 
ures or  its  message." 

It  is  easy  enough  to  find  fault  with  the  Church  and  to  criticise  both 
its  methods  and  its  message  without  being  able  to  show  how  conditions 
may  be  improved  or  to  find  a  substitute  for  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Much  of  the  criticism  that  I  read  strikes  me  as  exceedingly  captious  and 
superficial,  and  yet  on  the  other  hand  there  is  much  of  it  that  comes 
from  those  of  our  own  household  of  faith,  who  are  sincerely  attached  to 
the  Church  and  believe  in  her  divine  mission  and  authority.  It  is  to 
these  voices  of  our  friends,  these  prophets,  as  they  have  been  called,  of 
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the  new  social  order,  to  which  we  must  give  heed.  It  is  not  necessary 
that  we  accept  their  views  or  adopt  their  methods  for  the  solution  of 
our  industrial  and  social  problems;  but,  at  least,  we  can  show  a  more 
sympathetic  and  intelligent  interest  in  all  that  concerns  the  moral  and 
social  uplift  of  the  laboring  people  of  the  country.  The  inconsiderate- 
ness  with  which  labor  has  pressed  its  claims  during  and  since  the  war, 
the  disposition  which  it  has  shown  in  many  quarters  to  sacrifice  the  pub- 
lic welfare  to  its  own  selfish  interests,  the  tendency,  everywhere  notice- 
able, of  looking  out  for  an  increase  of  wages  rather  than  for  an  increase 
of  the  manhood  and  womanhood  of  the  nation,  has  had  the  effect  of 
alienating  many  of  the  friends  of  labor  and  of  widening  the  breach 
between  the  churches  and  the  masses. 

But  the  more  we  consider  the  problems  which  confront  the  nation 
today,  the  more  we  see  that  at  bottom  they  are  religious  problems.  Their 
solution,  therefore,  is  not  to  found  in  the  halls  of  Congress  or  in  any 
kind  of  special  legislation,  but  where  the  remedy  has  always  been  found, 
and  always  will  be  found — in  the  saving  power  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
as  expressed  through  His  Church,  and  in  the  frank  and  fearless  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  His  Kingdom  to  present-day  conditions.  We 
do  not  need  a  new  gospel  or  a  new  creed,  but  we  do  need  to  see  that  a 
narrow  and  selfish  individualistic  gospel  is  responsible  for  much  of  the 
estrangement  and  antagonism  towards  the  Church  which  undoubtedly 
exists  in  many  quarters.  We  have  preached  repentance  and  faith  to  the 
individual,  but  we  have  not  preached  as  we  should — that  the  community 
needs  to  repent  as  well  as  the  individual.  We  have  not  made  men  see 
clearly  that  all  about  them  are  forces  at  work  which  are  directly  con- 
trary to  the  spirit  and  teaching  of  Christ;  that  greed,  profiteering,  pov- 
erty, vice  and  suffering  are  the  direct  outgrowth  of  a  false  social  order 
for  which  each  individual  citizen  must  to  a  certain  extent  bear  the  blame. 
And  although  he  and  his  family  may  be  living  virtuous  and  correct  lives 
within  their  own  exclusive  social  and  religious  circles,  the  city  in  which 
he  lives  may  be  badly  governed;  the  poor  may  be  oppressed  and  a  pol- 
icy of  cut-throat  competition  in  trade  may  be  driving  many  to  adopt 
dishonest  and  dishonorable  methods  of  doing  business;  and,  therefore,  as 
a  Christian  and  as  a  citizen,  he  must  be  made  to  feel  that  a  civic  disgrace 
is  in  a  very  real  sense  his  disgrace;  that  a  social  injustice  which  grows 
out  of  a  social  condition  for  which  he  is  partially  responsible  is  an  injus- 
tice which  he  is  bound  to  try  to  remedy.  Therefore,  when  the  fundamen- 
tal principles  of  Christianity  are  being  openly  violated  by  those  who 
profess  to  believe  in  it  the  entire  Christian  community  of  which  we  are 
members  needs  to  be  called  to  a  state  of  repentance  and  made  to  realize 
its  shortcomings  and  its  lack  of  faith  and  moral  courage.  The  preacher 
must  lift  up  his  voice  and  cry  aloud  against  mob  violence  and  disregard 
of  law  as  has  been  done  recently  in  the  city  of  Laurens  in  this  State. 
The  Church  must  speak  out  and  show  her  disapproval  of  social  prac- 
tices which  have  a  tendency  to  undermine  and  destroy  the  purity  of  our 
women  and  impair  the  very  foundations  of  society  itself.  In  the  appli- 
cation of  Christianity  to  social  and  economic  conditions  the  Church,  of 
course,  cannot  take  sides  as  between  labor  and  capital.  She  cannot  ally 
herself  with  any  political  party  or  accept  socialism  as  an  economic  the- 
ory. She  must  deal  with  principles.  She  must  hold  aloft  the  Christian 
ideal;  she  must  stand  for  social  justice  and  for  those  principles  of  Chris- 
tianity which  lie  at  the  very  basis  of  our  civilization.  The  Church,  of 
course,  should  concern  herself  with  definite  and  concrete  abuses  which 
call  for  immediate  reform.  She  cannot  afford  to  be  indifferent  to  the 
cause  of  child  labor,  or  to  the  movement  for  compulsory  education,  which 
is  so  closely  allied  with  it.  She  cannot  stand  aside  and  be  silent  over 
the  treatment  of  prisoners  in  our  jails  and  in  our  convict  camps,  and 
certainly  she  cannot  be  indifferent  to  the  growing  evils  of  our  divorce 
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courts,  where  men  and  women  seem  perfectly  willing  to  sacrifice  their 
own  children  and  the  welfare  of  society  to  their  individual  happiness. 
The  Church  cannot  be  blind  to  the  far-reaching  consequences  of  the  vice 
problem  upon  the  welfare  of  society  as  a  whole.  She  must  take  a  vital 
and  intelligent  interest  in  all  these  matters  and  give  her  moral  support 
to  every  agency  which  seeks  to  relieve  human  suffering  or  to  bring  about 
the  betterment  of  civic  and  industrial  conditions.  In  other  words,  the 
Church's  mission  to  society  is  to  make  men  see,  as  never  before,  the 
utter  futility  and  inadequacy  of  trying  to  save  the  world  by  any  sort  of 
legislation  or  social  reform,  however  necessary  these  may  be.  Her  duty 
is  to  call  men  to  repentance  and  to  make  them  know  and  realize  that 
they  are  not  saved  until  they  are  saved  from  sin.  The  human  soul  must 
be  regenerated  from  within  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  before  we 
can  ever  find  a  sufficiently  powerful  motive  to  make  men  and  women 
pure.  If  the  present  moral  and  social  unrest  should  become  more  acute; 
if  it  be  true,  as  some  predict,  that  we  are  on  the  verge  of  a  social  revo- 
lution, all  the  more  reason  that  the  Church  should  measure  up  to  her 
opportunities  and  regain  a  leadership  which  she  has  lost.  The  task 
before  us  is  tremendously  difficult,  but  it  is  no  more  difficult  than  what 
confronted  the  Church  in  the  first  three  centuries  of  her  existence.  Let 
our  prayer,  therefore,  be  today  that  God  will  pour  out  upon  His  Church 
the  spirit  of  faith  and  of  consecration  that  we  may  be  baptized  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  given  a  new  vision  of  the  Church's  mission,  a  new 
courage  to  go  forward  in  the  work  to  which  God  has  called  us.

April,  1919. 

17th — Monday  and  Thursday  visited  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, Charleston,  for  a  night  service.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Dr.  Starr,  and  by  the  Rev.  Walter 
Mitchell,  D.  D.  I  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-four;  sixteen  from  the 
Parish  and  eight  from  the  Porter  Military  Academy. 

20th — Easter  Day.  Grace  Church,  Anderson,  early  celebration  at  7 :30 
o'clock.  Drove  eighteen  miles  by  automobile  to  Clemson  College;  cele- 
brated the  Holy  Communion,  preached  and  confirmed  one.  On  my  way 
back  to  Anderson  I  stopped  at  St.  Paul's,  Pendleton,  and  confirmed  one. 
The  same  night  held  a  service  at  Anderson  and  preached.  After  the 
service  I  held  a  congregational  meeting  to  see  about  filling!  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Mr.  Schroeter's  resignation.  I  also  baptized  two  infants  dur- 
ing my  stay  in  Anderson. 

21st — Went  with  the  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Greenville,  in  Green- 
ville, and  with  representatives  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  James'  Missions, 
and  completed  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement  whereby  the  Rector  of 
Christ  Church  is  to  have  an  assistant  who  would  also  serve  the  Missions. 
The  same  night  I  visited  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  Blacksburg.  I 
read  Evening  Prayer,  preached  and  confirmed  two. 

22d — In  attendance  on  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Church  Home  Orphanage  at  York.  The  same  night  I  held  service  in 
the  Parish  Church  and  confirmed  fourteen  presented  by  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  T.  T.  Walsh. 

23d — Attended  important  meeting  in  Columbia  of  those  interested  in 
the  campaign  for  St.  Mary's  School. 

24th — Grace  Chapel,  Rockville.  Archdeacon  Mitchell  read  Evening 
Prayer.    I  preached  and  confirmed  six. 

26th — I  made  an  address  to  the  citizens  of  McClellanville  in  the  Church 
in  the  village. 
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27th— St.  James'  Church,  McClellanville.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Guignard.  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed two.  The  same  afternoon,  on  my  way  to  Mt.  Pleasant,  I  held  a 
service  at  Christ  Church  and  confirmed  three.  The  same  night,  in  the 
Garden  Theater,  Charleston,  I  addressed  a  mass  meeting  on  the  Victory 
Loan  drive. 

30th — Held  a  congregational  meeting  in  St.  James',  Walterboro,  to  see 
about  filling  vacancy  in  that  Parish.  The  same  night  in  the  Methodist 
Church  I  addressed  a  large  gathering  of  citizens  and  of  the  King's 
Daughters. 

May. 

1st — In  the  "Wentworth  Street  Artillery  Hall,  Charleston,  I  addressed 
the  committees  engaged  in  raising  Charleston's  quota  of  the  Victory 
Loan. 

2d — Christ  Church,  Charleston.  Mr.  Bull,  the  Rector,  read  Evening 
Prayer,  and  I  confirmed  a  class  of  ten  and  addressed  them. 

3d — St.  Helena's,  Beaufort.  In  the  Parish  House  I  attended  a  recep- 
tion given  me  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Blackford,  and  his  wife,  and  gave  an 
address  on  my  overseas  experiences. 

4th  —  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Blackford;  preached  and  confirmed  twelve. 
The  same  afternoon  I  went  with  the  Rector  to  the  Marine  Barracks  on 
Parris  Island.    There  I  made  two  addresses  in  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Huts. 

10th — Memorial  Day.  I  made  an  address  before  the  Confederate  Vet- 
erans and  the  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  and  another  at  Magnolia 
Cemetery,  Charleston. 

11th — St.  Paul's  Church,  Summerville.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Ambler.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
seventeen.  The  same  afternoon  I  visited  St.  Barnabas'  Mission  and 
addressed  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School. 

12th-15th — In  attendance  on  the  sessions  of  the  129th  Council  in  the 
city  of  Georgetown.  The  doings  of  this  Council  have  been  so  fully 
reported  elsewhere  that  I  need  not  record  them  here.  While  at  Council 
I  appointed  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Penick,  Jr.,  to  be  Archdeacon  of  the 
Columbia  and  Greenville  Convocations,  which  position  he  has  since 
declined. 

16th — Attended  a  meeting  of  the  clergy  at  Charleston  together  with 
members  of  the  organizing  committee  for  the  Sewanee  Million-Dollar 
Campaign  in  St.  Michael's  Parish  House  and  arranged  to  begin  our 
campaign  in  Charleston  on  June  4th. 

18th — Our  Saviour,  Rock  Hill.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Frazer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  eight. 
The  same  afternoon  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Colored  Mission.  Mr.  Frazer 
read  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached.  The  same  night  I  went  to  Winns- 
boro.  The  Rector,  Mr.  Frazer,  read  Evening  Prayer  and  I  preached. 
Afterwards  I  held  a  congregational  meeting,  at  which  it  was  decided  to 
build  a  rectory  at  once  and  to  call  a  resident  minister. 

19th — St.  Stephen's,  Ridgeway.  Evening  Prayer  was  read  by  the 
Rector,  Mr.  Skinner.  I  preached  and  confirmed  three.  After  service 
held  a  congregational  meeting,  at  which  it  was  unanimously  decided  to 
call  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Bennett,  of  St.  John's,  Shandon,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  Mr.  Skinner's  resignation. 

20th — Attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  Columbia. 

21st — In  attendance  upon  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  of  the  Diocese  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Comforter,  Sumter. 
At  their  opening  session  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by 
the  Rector,  Mr.  Walker,  and  by  Archdeacon  Mitchell.  I  addressed  the 
Auxiliary  and  afterwards  confirmed  two  persons. 
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23d — Attended  a  meeting  at  St.  Michael's  Parish  House,  Charleston, 
to  organize  the  Sewanee  Million-Dollar  Campaign.  Mr.  Frank  R.  Frost, 
at  my  earnest  solicitation,  accepted  the  chairmanship  of  the  steering 
committee  in  Charleston,  for  which  I  am  most  grateful.  He  has  made 
us  a  most  excellent  chairman. 

25th — Christ  Church,  Greenville.  The  Rector,  Mr.  Juhan,  read  Morn- 
ing Prayer.  I  preached  and  confirmed  a  class  of  twenty-two.  In  the 
afternoon  I  visited  St.  James'  Mission,  Greenville,  and  at  night  left  for 
New  York. 

1st — Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Pendleton.  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed twelve.  The  same  night  I  visited  the  Church  of  the  Nativity. 
Union.  Mr.  Blackwelder,  the  Rector,  read  Evening  Prayer.  I  preached 
and  confirmed  six. 

3d — Attended  the  commencement  exercises  of  the  Porter  Military 
Academy  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  Charleston,  and  after- 
wards presided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  academy.  The 
school  closed  the  most  successful  year  in  its  history.  Three  hundred  and 
forty-seven  students  were  enrolled  during  the  year  and  sixty  were 
refused  entrance  after  Christmas  for  lack  of  room.  The  same  afternoon 
I  delivered  the  commencement  address  to  the  young  ladies  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  Ashley  Hall,  and  again  at  night  I  attended  a  supper  of 
the  alumni  of  the  Porter  Military  Academy  in  Colcock  Hall  and  made  a 
statement  regarding  the  campaism  for  the  academv  to  be  launched  next 
fall. 

6th — Visited  St.  John's,  Florence,  and  made  an  address  on  the  Sewanee 
Campaign. 

8th — St.  Matthew's.  Fort  Motte.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
and  preached.  The  same  night  I  visited  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
Orangeburg.  I  read  Evening  Prayer  and  preached,  and  afterwards 
addressed  the  congregation  on  the  Sewanee  Campaign. 

9th — St.  Andrew's.  Mt.  Pleasant.  Mr.  Guignard  read  Evening  Prayer. 
I  preached  and  confirmed  eight. 

10th — Attended  a  supper  of  the  Sewanee  Campaign  in  Charleston  at  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  and  heard  the  final  reports.  Charleston  to  date  had 
subscribed  about  821,000.  This  was  only  about  one-third  of  her  quota. 
While  we  fell  short  of  our  expectations,  yet  I  feel  that  much  good  to  the 
Church  in  Charleston  will  come  out  of  this  campaign.  We  are  organ- 
ized as  a  Church  as  we  never  have  been  before.  Parochial  lines  were 
broken  down  and  a  spirit  of  fellowship  was  engendered  which  will  mean 
much  in  the  future.  I  wish  to  thank  most  heartily  Mr.  Frost,  our  chair- 
man, and  all  who  assisted  in  the  campaign  for  their  excellent  work. 

September. 

oth — Received  notice  from  Standing  Committee  approving  the  appli- 
cation of  John  and  Thomas  L.  Ridout  to  become  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders. 

12th— St.  Mark's,  Chester.  Mr.  Walsh  read  Evening  Prayer  and  I 
preached.  After  the  service  I  held  a  congregational  meeting  to  arrange 
for  a  resident  minister  in  Chester,  who  would  live  in  Chester  and  also 
give  one  full  Sunday  a  month  to  Lancaster. 

13th — Visited  headquarters  of  the  Nation- Wide  Campaign  in  Trinity 
Parish  House,  Columbia,  and  held  conference  with  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. The  same  night  held  a  joint  meeting  of  the  vestries  of  St.  John's, 
Richland,  and  Zion,  Eastover,  at  Congaree,  to  consider  the  calling  of  a 
Rector  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Tillinghast.  The 
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vestries  and  congregations  which  he  had  served  so  long  and  faithfully 
for  more  than  forty  years  received  his  resignation  with  deep  and  pro- 
found regret.  Mr.  Tillinghast  is  greatly  beloved  and  admired  by  all 
who  know  him.  His  ministry  has  been  truly  blessed  of  God,  and  the 
example  of  his  saintly  life,  his  self-sacrificing  labors  and  the  scholarly 
ability  with  which  he  has  preached  to  his  people  these  many  years  have 
left  their  indelible  impress  for  good  upon  many  lives,  who  will  always 
hold  him  in  revered  and  loving  memory. 

14th — St.  John's,  Richland.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Tillinghast,  and  I  preached  the  sermon. 

The  same  afternoon  I  visited  the  Colored  Mission  of  St.  Thomas',  East- 
over.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Julian  Clyde  Perry,  read  Evening  Prayer.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  two.  The  same  night  I  held  service  in  Zion 
Church.  Mr.  Tillinghast  read  Evening  Prayer.  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed one. 

16th — Attended  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Nation- 
wide Campaign  in  Trinity  Parish  House,  Columbia,  and  later  a  meeting 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Satterlee  Settlement  House.  The  same  night  held 
service  in  the  Church  of  the  Resurrection,  Greenwood.  After  service 
met  with  vestry  and  congregation  to  arrange  for  extending  a  call  to 
the  Rev.  Alfred  W.  Arundel,  D.  D.,  to  become  their  Rector.  Dr.  Arun- 
del has  since  that  time  accepted  the  call  and  entered  upon  his  duties. 

18th — Attended  important  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Campaign  Com- 
mittee of  the  Fourth  Province,  held  in  Trinity  Parish  House,  Columbia, 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  on  a  provincial  budget  for  this  Province. 
The  same  night  visited  Clinton.  The  Baptist  minister  and  his  congrega- 
tion having  kindly  invited  us  to  use  their  church,  our  service  was  held 
there.  Mr.  Holmes  read  Evening  Prayer,  the  Baptist  minister  the  Les- 
son, and  I  preached. 

20th— On  my  way  to  Willington  with  Mr.  Holmes  I  stopped  off  at 
McCormick  between  trains  and  confirmed  one  person  in  private. 

21st — Visited  the  Church  at  Willington.  .  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Holmes,  and  preached.  The  same 
night  drove  through  the  country  eighteen  miles  to  Abbeville,  where  I 
held  Evening  Service  and  preached.  Afterwards  held  a  congregational 
meeting  to  complete  arrangements  with  Greenwood  for  calling  Dr. 
Arundel. 

22d — I  baptized  in  Trinity  Church,  Abbeville,  the  infant  son  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  William  M.  Barnwell,  and  at  the  same  service  I  confirmed  Mrs. 
Barnwell,  the  mother.  The  same  evening  I  went  to  Greenville  and  held 
a  conference  with  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Juhan  and  his  new  assistant,  the  Rev. 
R.  L.  Lewis,  concerning  the  Church's  work  in  the  Missions  now  being 
served  by  Mr.  Lewis. 

23d — Trinity  Church,  Glenn  Springs.  Mr.  Blackwelder  read  Evening 
Prayer.    I  preached  and  confirmed  two. 

25th — Attended  conference  of  the  clergy  and  campaign  speakers  of 
the  Columbia  and  Greenville  Convocations  in  Trinity  Church,  Columbia. 
The  conference  opened  with  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  at  10. 
I  addressed  them,  and  afterwards,  in  the  Parish  House,  introduced  the 
special  speakers  who  had  come  to  address  us.  We  spent  a  most  profit- 
able and  helpful  day  together  and  all  went  away  greatly  benefited  by 
the  meeting  and  with  a  better  understanding  of  just  what  the  Nation- 
wide Campaign  meant  to  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Church  at  large. 

26th — The  Nation-Wide  Campaign  conference  was  continued  the  next 
day  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  Columbia,  for  the  benefit  of  our  colored  clergy 
and  laymen  who  had  come  from  all  parts  of  the  Diocese  to  attend  this 
meeting  and  to  receive  instruction  and  information  concerning  the  Cam- 
paign. 

27th — Returned  for  a  brief  visit  to  Glenn  Springs. 
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28th— Visited  the  Church  at  Laurens.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Holmes.  I  preached  and  confirmed 
two.  The  same  afternoon  I  visited  St.  Luke's  Colored  Mission,  New- 
berry. Rev.  Jacob  R.  Jones,  Missionary  in  charge,  read  the  service,  and 
Mr.  Holmes  the  Lesson.  I  preached  and  confirmed  two.  The  same  night 
I  held  service  in  the  Parish  House.  Mr.  Holmes  read  Evening  Prayer. 
I  preached.  After  service  I  rode  twenty-two  miles  by  automobile  to 
catch  train  at  Clinton  for  Atlanta. 

29th— I  addressed,  in  St.  Philip's  Cathedral  Parish  House,  Atlanta,  a 
meeting  of  the  clergy  and  speakers  in  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  sim- 
ilar to  that  held  in  Columbia  on  September  25th  and  26th. 

30th — Reached  Sewanee  on  my  way  to  General  Convention. 

October. 

5th — Preached  in  All  Saints'  Chapel,  Sewanee,  to  the  student  body, 
which,  for  the  first  time  in  my  recollection,  filled  the  entire  nave  of  the 
church.    It  was  indeed  a  most  encouraging  and  inspiring  sight. 

7th — In  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Hall,  in  Detroit,  I  presided  over  a  called 
meeting  of  the  Synod  of  the  Fourth  Province,  which  met  for  the  election 
of  representatives  on  the  Board  of  Missions  and  for  the  transaction  of 
other  important  business. 

8th-24th — In  the  city  of  Detroit  in  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of 
the  General  Convention. 

26th — Stopped  over  on  my  way  home  from  Detroit  and  preached  to 
the  boys  of  the  Mercersburg  Academy,  Mercersburg,  Pa. 

28th — Addressed  the  Charleston  Convocation  of  the  Woman's  Auxil- 
iary on  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  in  St.  Michael's  Church,  Charleston. 

29th — Attended  meeting  of  the  Charleston  Clericus. 

November. 

2d  —  Holy  Apostles',  Barnwell.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Morgan;  preached  and  confirmed  two.  The 
same  night  visited  Allendale.  Mr.  Morgan  read  Evening  Prayer.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  five. 

3d — St.  Alban's,  Blackville.  Mr.  Morgan  read  Evening  Prayer.  I 
preached  and  confirmed  three. 

6th — In  attendance  on  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Convention  in  Trinity 
Church,  Columbia.  This  was  indeed  a  red-letter  day  in  the  history  of 
the  Church  in  South  Carolina.  The  convention  opened  with  a  celebra- 
tion of  the  Holy  Communion  at  9:30  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  contin- 
ued all  day  and  late  into  the  night.  The  attendance  of  both  clergy  and 
laity  was  most  gratifying.  They  came  from  all  over  the  State  and  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  remained  at  a  high  level  throughout  the  sessions 
of  the  convention. 

7th — In  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Columbia,  I  ordained  to  the  priesthood 
the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Walker.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
Kirkman  G.  Finlay.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Oliver  J. 
Hart.  The  Rev.  A.  W.  Taylor,  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Bennett  and  the  Rev.  J. 
Herbert  Schroeter  assisted  in  the  services  and  in  the  ordination. 

9th  —  St.  Paul's,  Bennettsville.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Porcher.  I  preached  and  confirmed  three. 
The  same  night  visited  Darlington.  All  the  churches  in  the  town  gave 
up  their  night  service  to  join  with  us  in  a  union  service.  The  Rector, 
Mr.  Peyton,  read  Evening  Prayer.  I  preached.  The  occasion  was  most 
unusual.  I  took  this  opportunity  of  extending  a  welcome  to  the  new 
Rector,  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Peyton,  and  also  of  expressing  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation of  the  cordial  and  brotherly  feeling  manifested  by  our  Christian 
friends  of  other  churches  in  coming  to  worship  with  us. 
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10th — Visited  the  Mission  at  Dillon.  Mr.  Porcher,  the  missionary  in 
charge,  read  Evening  Prayer  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  I  preached. 
After  the  service  I  met  with  the  congregation  to  see  about  completing 
the  building  of  the  Chapel,  which  was  begun  some  years  ago  and  which 
the  war  cut  short.  The  frame  of  the  church  is  up;  the  window  frames 
have  been  purchased  and  stored  away.  It  is  most  important  that  we 
begin  work  at  once  and  put  a  roof  on  the  church  if  we  are  going  to  save 
the  lumber  already  in  the  builcfing. 

13th — In  attendance  at  Sewanee  on  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  the  University  to  see  about  the  reopening  and  rebuilding  of  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy,  whose  main  dormitory  was  recently  destroyed 
by  fire. 

16th — Church  of  the  Advent,  Marion.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion and  preached.  After  the  service  I  met  with  the  congregation 
and  united  with  them  in  calling  the  Rev.  P.  N.  MacDonald,  Chaplain  in 
the  American  Expeditionary  Forces.  I  sincerely  hope  this  vacancy  can 
soon  be  filled. 

The  same  night  I  visited  All  Saints',  Mullins.  Here,  as  always  hap- 
pens in  Mullins,  nearly  every  church  in  town  closed  its  doors  and  the 
ministers  and  their  congregations  came  to  worship  with  us.  The  Metho- 
dist choir  filled  our  choir  stalls  and  rendered  the  service  and  the  chants 
most  acceptably.  Such  expressions  of  Christian  fellowship  and  good  will 
are  most  gratifying  and  deeply  appreciated  by  our  people  and  by  me. 

19th — Attended  a  mass  meeting  in  Grace  Church,  Charleston,  in  the 
interest  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign.  I  opened  the  meeting  with 
prayer  and  with  a  short  address  and  introduced  the  speakers,  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Charles  B.  Colmore,  of  Porto  Rico,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  James  Wise, 
of  Kansas,  both  of  whom  gave  us  stirring  and  interesting  addresses. 
The  outlook  for  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  in  Charleston  and  through- 
out the  Diocese  is  most  encouraging. 

23d — St.  John's,  Florence.  Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Poynor.  Preached  and  confirmed  twelve.  The  same 
evening  drove  forty-five  miles  by  automobile  to  Kingstree.

I  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Mr.  Boyd.  I  preached  and  made  an  earnest 
appeal  for  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign,  and  afterwards  confirmed  three. 
The  same  afternoon  I  visited  the  Chapel  at  Hagood.  Mr.  Boyd  read 
Evening  Prayer.    I  preached  and  confirmed  two. 

8th — St.  Philip's,  Bradford  Springs.  I  celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, assisted  by  Mr.  Boyd.  I  preached  and  presented  the  claims  of  the 
Nation-Wide  Campaign. 

9th — In  company  with  Mr.  William  L.  Saunders,  of  Stateburg,  I  rode 
over  the  tract  of  land  near  Levi's  Siding,  on  the  Southern  Railroad, 
which  I  had  recently  agreed  to  purchase  for  an  industrial  school  for 
negroes,  and  was  much  pleased  with  what  I  found  there.

29th — Appointed  A.  P.  Brown,  Senior  Warden;  John  McCabe,  Jr., 
Junior  Warden,  and  T.  Clarence  Dixon,  Treasurer  of  St.  Timothy's 
Church,  Columbia. 

30th — At  a  special  service  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  Charleston,  I  con- 
firmed two  persons  for  Mr.  Beckwith.  The  same  evening  I  went  to 
Walterboro,  preached,  and  confirmed  a  class  of  seven  for  the  Rector, 
Mr.  Rich. 

January,  1920. 

1st — Received  notice  from  the  Examining  Chaplains  that  William  S. 
Stoney  had  successfully  qualified  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders.

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APPENDIX  II. 


Report  of  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions. 

Brethren  of  the  Council: 

You  will,  we  feel  sure,  unite  with  us  in  deploring  the  absence  of  our 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  has  been  compelled  by  the  condition  of  his 
health  to  give  up  active  work  for  a  time.  Accustomed,  as  we  have 
become  throughout  his  many  years  of  service,  to  his  energetic  presence 
and  his  contagious  enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  Board,  his  absence  is 
felt  and  regretted  by  all,  the  cause  of  it  is  deeply  deplored,  and  we  will 
unite  in  the  earnest  prayer  that  he  may  soon  recover  his  wonted  health 
and  resume  his  efficient  and  tireless  labors  in  advancing  the  Kingdom  of 
God.  Ordered  off  suddenly,  he  was  unable  to  make  up  any  part  of  this 
report,  and  this  duty  has  devolved,  at  his  request  and  that  of  the  Bishop, 
upon  the  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw,  who,  because  of  unfamiliarity  with  the 
financial  details  of  the  work,  finds  himself  unable  to  present  before  you 
so  full  and  interesting  a  report  as  the  Board  is  in  the  habit  of  presenting 
to  the  Council. 

The  Advent  offering  from  the  Sunday  Schools  was  the  largest  that 
has  ever  been  made,  reaching  the  total  of  $1,159.01,  exceeding  that  of 
last  year  by  more  than  $230,  though  that  up  to  that  time  had  been  the 
largest  Sunday  School  Advent  offering.  The  Board  appends  a  resolu- 
tion of  thanks  to  the  Sunday  Schools,  which  it  hopes  the  Council  will 
adopt. 

There  has  been  somewhat  of  a  decrease  in  the  receipts  from  specials, 
due,  we  suppose,  to  the  demands  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign;  but  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  state  that  most  of  the  Churches  and  Missions  have  met 
in  full  their  apportionments  even  with  the  increase  of  100  per  cent,  over 
those  of  the  year  before,  asked  for  by  the  Board  at  the  last  meeting  of 
Council. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign,  Mr.  William  Godfrey, 
has  transmitted  to  the  Board  the  sum  of  $8,546  up  to  May  1,  1920,  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Advancement  Society  $2,550,  which  has  been 
expended  for  the  several  purposes  designated  by  the  Board  at  its  last 
meeting. 

The  Board  would  again  urge  upon  those  members  of  our  Church  who 
reside  in  such  places  as  have  no  Sunday  Schools  of  their  own  the  impor- 
tance of  organizing  them,  that  their  children  may  be  taught  the  Church 
catechism  and  all  other  things  that  a  Christian  ought  to  know  and  believe 
to  his  soul's  health. 

With  the  assistance  of  Archdeacon  Mitchell,  the  Editor  of  The  Diocese 
and  the  Rev.  T.  Tracy  Walsh,  the  Bishop  has  made  a  list  of  the  scattered 
communicants  of  the  Church,  with  their  postoffice  addresses,  and  sent  to 
them  all  a  letter  signed  by  himself,  together  with  copies  of  The  Diocese 
free  of  cost  to  them  for  one  year.  This  action  has  been  highly  appre- 
ciated by  the  recipients,  as  testified  by  grateful  letters  received  from 
many  of  them.  The  importance  of  this  action,  the  Board  hopes,  will  be 
also  appreciated  by  members  of  the  Council,  who  are  requested  to 
co-operate  with  the  Bishop  in  ascertaining  and  reporting  to  him  others 
of  our  scattered  people  of  whom  they  may  hear  or  have  personal  knowl- 
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edge.  Provision  will  be  made,  as  opportunity  offers,  to  have  a  clergy- 
man visit  them  and  keep  them  in  touch  with  the  Church,  its  sacraments 
and  services. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Council  be  extended  to  the  children 
of  the  Sunday  Schools  for  their  generous  Advent  offering,  and  that  Rec- 
tors and  other  Ministers  be  requested  to  make  known  this  action  of  the 
Council  to  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  OF  CHARLESTON 
CONVOCATION. 

Dear  Bishop:  I  fully  intended  having  this  report  of  the  Archdeaconry 
ready  for  the  Council  meeting,  but  my  unexpected  sickness  prevented  me 
from  so  doing.  The  work  in  the  Archdeaconry  for  the  past  year  has  on 
the  whole  been  encouraging;  in  several  places  much  interest  has  been 
manifested  and  the  outlook  is  promising.  It  was  my  pleasure  and  priv- 
ilege last  summer  to  give  services  to  some  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions 
that  have  been  vacant  for  some  time;  it  seems  to  put  heart  into  the 
people  and  to  encourage  them  in  their  Church  work.  I  went  to  St. 
Jude's,  Walterboro,  several  times,  also  to  Christ  Church,  Adams  Run, 
the  Mission  at  Meggetts,  and  to  St.  Helena's,  Beaufort.  I  also  spent  sev- 
eral Sundays  in  various  Parishes  and  Missions,  speaking  in  behalf  of  the 
Sewanee  Endowment  Fund.  I  met  with  success  at  Summerton,  Manning 
and  Eutawville;  at  Walterboro  I  addressed  a  large  congregation  in  the 
Methodist  Church  on  Religious  Education  and  spoke  particularly  about 
the  needs  of  Sewanee.  I  hope  St.  Jude's  has  since  made  good  its  assess- 
ment. In  the  winter,  at  the  request  of  Dr.  Walter  Mitchell,  I  went  to 
Rock  Hill,  Charlotte  and  Raleigh  to  interest  the  alumni  of  the  Porter 
Academy  in  the  endowment  we  are  trying  to  raise  for  that  noble  insti- 
tution. 

The  work  at  Andrews  is  most  encouraging  and  the  few  church  people 
there  are  much  interested.  On  account  of  my  sickness,  the  Rev.  Harold 
Thomas  very  kindly  visited  this  Mission  for  me  and  baptized  six  adults 
and  children  and  presented  a  class  of  six  candidates  for  confirmation. 
Owing  to  the  cost  of  material  and  the  high  price  of  labor,  we  have  post- 
poned the  building  of  the  Church  at  this  strategic  point. 

The  Mission  at  Varnville  is  growing  slowly,  but  we  cannot  expect 
much  development  until  a  Church  is  built.  In  some  of  the  old  colonial 
Parishes,  owing  to  the  great  influx  into  the  cities  from  the  rural  districts, 
we  cannot  hope  for  much  growth.  The  country,  alas !  js  being  more  and 
more  deserted.  This  is  not  only  the  case  in  our  own  State,  but  in  all 
States.  Those  who  are  best  able  to  judge  state  that  the  condition  is 
becoming  deplorable. 
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The  services  at  old  Strawberry  Chapel  are  largely  attended  at  times. 
Many  of  our  Northern  Church  people  who  come  South  for  the  winter 
and  many  from  Charleston  who  in  youth  were  identified  with  the  old 
Parish  worship  with  us. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  look  up  many  of  our  scat- 
tered Church  people  and  give  them  services.  Lately  you  have  placed 
under  my  charge  St.  Barnabas'  Mission,  Summerville.  I  have  visited 
the  Mission,  spoke  to  the  children  of  the  parochial  school  and  gave  an 
afternoon  service.  With  Mr.  Dehon,  I  visited  many  of  the  families  con- 
nected with  the  Mission.  I  find  here  a  splendid  field  for  missionary 
work.  The  school  is  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Ida  Smith  for  its  teacher; 
one  who  is  not  only  competent,  but  thoroughly  interested  in  the  work. 
Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  Mr.  W.  R.  Dehon,  the  faithful  Lay 
Reader  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  who  has  labored  in 
this  Mission  for  many  years.  I  have  recently  secured  from  the  Trustees 
of  the  Diocese  $100  to  have  some  necessary  repairs  made  on  the  Church 
building. 

There  is  much  interest  taken  now  on  the  part  of  our  Church  people 
and  the  colonial  dames  to  have  a  substantial  concrete  breakwater  built 
in  front  of  the  old  Pompion  Hill  Chapel,  where  the  river  is  encroaching 
very  much.  If  something  is  not  done,  and  done  very  soon,  many  of  the 
graves  in  that  ancient  and  historic  churchyard  will  be  washed  away. 

If  I  had  more  time  at  my  disposal  I  could  visit  several  of  our  vacant 
Missions  which  need  the  oversight  of  a  clergyman. 

I  have  given  every  fifth  Sunday  to  the  Mission  at  Daniels  Island. 
Here  the  little  flock  is  very  appreciative  of  the  Church  services.  The 
services  at  the  Barrows  are  always  well  attended  and  the  work  there  is 
growing  slowly.  We  should  have  a  deaconess  living  in  that  community 
who  could  give  personal  attention  to  a  people  who  have  been  sadly  neg- 
lected in  the  past. 

Thanking  you  for  all  the  kind  assistance  which  you  have  always  ren- 
dered me  in  the  Archdeaconry,  and  thanking  Almighty  God  for  His 
many  blessings  upon  my  work,  I  am,

Reports  of  Deans  of  Convocation. 

First  Convocation — Rev.  W.  H.  K.  Pendleton,  Dean. 

Since  my  last  report  of  the  Greenville  Convocation  there  have  been 
many  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  clergy,  but  the  field  is  better  occu- 
pied today  than  it  has  been  for  several  years  past. 

The  division  of  work,  by  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walsh  is  able  to  give 
more  time  to  the  Orphanage  and  to  the  Parish  at  York,  and  by  which  a 
new  position  has  been  created  at  Chester,  is  especially  worthy  of  note. 
Chester  is  a  fine  center  of  work  and  but  for  our  weakness  would  have 
been  occupied  long  ago  by  an  independent  minister.  The  Rev.  A.  R. 
Morgan  has  already  taken  charge  of  this  promising  field  and  we  hail 
this  with  satisfaction  as  one  of  the  forward  steps  connected  with  the 
great  Nation- Wide  Campaign. 

The  Church  at  Greenwood  has  separated  Abbeville  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Arundel  has  been  elected  Rector.  This  is  a  second  forward  step  in  this 
Convocation. 

Abbeville  is  thus  left  somewhat  alone,  and  I  have  not  been  informed 
what  plans  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  for  this  community.  Doubt- 
less, in  due  time  he  will  inform  me — namely,  after  the  result  has  been 
accomplished !  In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that  the  Church  of 
the  Resurrection  at  Greenwood  has  sold  its  property — valuable  because 
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of  its  nearness  to  the  business  section,  but  no  longer  suitable  for  Church 
purposes — at  a  great  advantage,  and  this  will  insure  the  building  of  a 
Church  and  modern  Parish  House  on  a  more  eligible  site. 

The  Nation-Wide  Campaign  has  provided  for  the  building  of  a  Church 
at  Clemson  College — a  need  which  has  been  long  felt  in  the  Diocese  and 
by  the  congregation. 

The  special  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Council  to  consummate 
this  enterprise,  therefore,  have  no  further  report  to  make,  since  the 
matter  was  taken  over  by  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  Committee. 

The  Church  of  Our  Saviour  at  Rock  Hill,  with  its  wonderful  oppor- 
tunities of  service  at  Winthrop  College,  where  1,200  young  women  from 
all  parts  of  this  State  are  receiving  their  education,  has  also  received 
the  assistance  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign,  and  has  been  assured  fur- 
ther that  in  due  time  will  result  in  the  erection  of  a  Parish  House  on  a 
satisfactory  basis. 

These  two  institutions — Clemson,  the  State  agricultural  college  for 
young  men,  and  Winthrop,  for  young  women — are  two  strategic  points 
in  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  for  the  whole  State.  .  Geo- 
graphically, they  are  situated  within  the  bounds  of  this  Convocation,  and 
it  is  our  pride  and  pleasure  that  this  is  true.  In  reality  they  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  whole  Diocese.  It  is  with  profound  satisfaction 
that  I  am  able  to  record  that  the  demands  of  these  strategic  points  have 
been  met  through  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign. 

The  Orphanage,  also  geographically  situated  within  this  Convocation, 
belongs  to  the  whole  Diocese;  and  while  we  esteem  it  a  great  privilege 
to  have  it  located  within  our  territory,  I  do  not  feel  that  a  report  with 
regard  to  that  institution  has  any  natural  place  in  a  Convocational 
report. 

The  results  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  were,  in  most  parts  of  the 
Convocation,  highly  encouraging  and  satisfactory.  While  this  is  really 
a  Diocesan  and  national  movement,  I  may  report  the  fact  that  this  Con- 
vocation entered  into  the  full  spirit  of  the  movement  and  in  most  cases 
gave  excellent  results.  Christ  Church,  Greenville;  Grace  Church,  Ander- 
son, and  the  Church  of  the  Advent,  Spartanburg,  secured  striking  results. 
A  new  spirit  has  been  awakened  throughout  the  Convocation  and  many 
material  results  are  already  beginning  to  show,  notably  the  improvement 
to  the  Church  at  Greenville  and  the  erection  of  a  large  and  handsome 
Parish  House  to  care  for  the  social,  educational  and  recreational  side  of 
the  Parish. 

The  mill  work  has  also  been  given  stimulus  and  assistance  by  this 
movement.  It  is  too  soon  as  yet  to  show  many  tangible  results,  but  in 
Spartanburg  an  enterprise  of  some  magnitude  is  being  at  this  time  put 
on  foot,  and  similar  work  is  in  prospect  in  Greenville. 

One  meeting  of  the  Greenville  Convocation  was  held  in  the  Church  of 
the  Advent,  in  Spartanburg,  on  November  10th  and  12th,  in  connection 
with  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  the  Convocation.  The  Church  was  for- 
tunate in  having  present  Dr.  Homer  W.  Starr,  the  Rev.  Oliver  J.  Hart, 
Mrs.  W.  P.  Cornell,  Mrs.  D.  D.  Tabor  and  Miss  Phelps  as  a  Nation- 
wide Campaign  team.  The  presence  of  this  distinguished  company 
added  much  to  the  interest  and  effectiveness  of  the  meeting,  which  was 
largely  given  over  to  the  planning  for  the  better  progress  in  the  work 
:>f  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign. 

In  closing  this  report  I  beg  leave  to  stress  once  more  the  importance 
of  the  mill  work,  which  is  so  largely  centered  in  this  Convocation.  This 
Convocation  contains  more  spindles  than  any  Convocation  in  the  Diocese 
and  probably  any  in  the  country,  except  in  some  Dioceses  of  the  North- 
east. This  work  has  been  so  long  overlooked  by  the  Episcopal  Church 
that  there  are  few  persons  in  the  mills  who  are  in  any  sense  familiar 
with  the  Church.    It  is  a  new  field  of  endeavor,  with  many  prejudices  to 
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overcome.  It  is  our  own  fault.  It  is  due  to  our  long  inactivity.  But 
this  should  be  no  argument  for  this  inactivity  to  continue.  The  Epis- 
copal Church,  the  great  historic  mother  Church  of  English-speaking 
peoples,  has  a  mission  to  all  peoples,  and  the  fact  that  she  has  neglected 
her  mission  so  long  that  she  is  now  looked  upon  to  some  extent  as  an 
alien  should  be  merely  a  great  incentive  for  her  to  enter  at  once  into 
this  important  work,  which  offers  the  most  magnificent  opportunity  that 
the  Church  has  had  within  150  years. 

The  mills  have  gathered  together  the  people  of  the  mountains,  made 
them  accessible  to  the  ministration  of  the  Church,  and  brought  them  into 
connection  with  civilization  for  the  first  time  within  the  history  of  many 
of  these  people. 

The  influences  of  this  civilization  have  to  be  thoroughly  Christianized 
or  limitable.  If  it  be  not  Christianized,  its  dangers  are  likewise  very 
great. 

In  certain  of  the  towns  where  the  people  of  the  mountains,  untrained 
for  urban  life,  have  drifted  into  the  edge  of  civilization,  and  there  have 
been  met  by  the  demands  of  a  strange  and  new  social  system,  where  the 
Church  and  the  school  have  not  gone  out  to  meet  them,  the  results  have 
been  characterized  by  such  names  as  Hell's  Half  Acre  and  similar  terms 
expressive  of  the  deepest  degradation. 

Fortunately  for  us,  we  have  no  such  conditions  as  this  within  our 
mills,  because  of  the  wisdom  and  enlightenment  of  the  management. 
The  mill  owners  and  the  officers,  almost  without  exception,  understand 
the  value  of  good  citizenship  and  are  anxious  to  promote  this. 

At  present  they  stand  ready  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  any  efficient  effort 
made  by  the  Christian  Church  that  promises  success. 

In  a  few  years  the  field  will  be  occupied  with  their  own  social  workers 
and  the  religious  element  will  necessarily  be  to  a  large  extent  left  out. 
It  is  a  land  of  promise  and  gladdens  the  hearts  of  workers  in  that  field 
with  the  prospects  of  rich  fruitage  ahead — if  we  are  faithful,  loyal  and 
persistent. 

Second  Convocation — Rev.  K.  G.  Finlay,  Dean. 

During  the  past  year  one  meeting  of  Columbia  Convocation  has  been 
held — November  5,  1919.  The  place  of  meeting  was  St.  John's,  Shan- 
don,  Columbia. 

The  program  was  shortened  to  one  day  and  the  opening  service  held 
on  the  preceding  evening.  This  was  done  so  as  to  make  it  possible  for 
the  members  of  the  Convocation  to  attend  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign 
meeting  which  was  held  the  following  day. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  this  Convocation  held  its  meeting  at  the 
same  time  and  place  and  had  charge  of  the  afternoon  program. 

Dr.  H.  W.  Starr  made  a  strong  and  interesting  presentation  of  the 
Christian  nurture  series  of  courses  to  the  Convocation. 

Dr.  William  Mills,  of  Clemson  College,  presented  the  subject  of  rural 
work  well  and  forcibly. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  take  under  advisement  plans  for  unify- 
ing and  making  more  efficient  the  Convocational  organization.  This  com- 
mittee is  to  report  at  a  later  date. 

The  Nation-Wide  Campaign  has  produced  very  helpful  results  in  this 
Convocation,  not  only  in  arousing  and  stimulating  our  Churches,  but 
also  in  causing  them  to  study  their  fields  and  adopt  more  comprehensive 
and  definite  plans  for  covering  them. 

Under  the  latter  head  may  be  mentioned  the  plan  for  combining  the 
work  of  Fairfield  county.    The  Church  is  at  work  at  three  points,  Winns-

boro,  Ridgeway  and  Rion.  By  combining  these  points  and  providing  a 
rectory  and  adequate  salary  for  the  Minister  it  is  hoped  that  a  founda- 
tion will  be  laid  for  expansion  into  the  rural  districts  and  mill  commu- 
nities.   The  Rev.  W.  Preston  Peyton  is  now  at  work  in  this  field. 

At  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Columbia,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Rev. 
Joseph  R.  Walker,  notable  advance  has  been  made  and  large  plans  are 
being  laid  out.  The  social  worker  of  this  Church  deserves  the  highest 
commendation.  The  Parish  House  is  being  made  a  real  social  center 
and  is  radiating  most  helpful  influence  through  its  various  organizations. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  remarkable  work  done  at  Satter- 
lee  Settlement  House,  formerly  known  as  Trinity  Mission  House,  through 
the  baby  hospital.  This  work  has  been  the  instrument  of  restoring  to 
health  a  number  of  ailing  babies  and  of  caring  for  others  that  without 
its  ministrations  would  have  been  left  under  improper  and  dangerous 
conditions.  The  work  of  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Taylor  and  Mrs.  Taylor  along 
these  lines  has  aroused  the  enthusiastic  approval  of  the  mill  authorities. 

The  work  at  Graniteville  has  progressed  well  under  the  able  leader- 
ship of  the  Rev.  T.  P.  Noe.  Two  Sunday  Schools  have  been  started 
with  an  enrollment  of  125.  Three  cooking  classes,  two  sewing  classes, 
and  two  mothers'  meetings  are  held  each  week,  as  well  as  other  beneficial 
activities. 

Throughout  the  Convocation  there  has  been  a  distinct  advance  in  the 
willingness  of  our  people  to  give  of  their  substance  and  of  their  service 
for  the  things  of  the  Kingdom.  Many  examples  might  be  given  of  the 
new  spirit,  but  in  view  of  the  comprehensive  report  presented  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Nation-Wide  Campaign  Committee  this  would  be  unnec- 
essary. K.  G.  Ftnxay. 

Third  Convocation — Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  Dean. 
The  Dean  of  the  Third  Convocation  respectfully  reports: 

1.  That  circumstances  have  prevented  the  holding  of  a  meeting  since 
the  last  Council.  After  the  resumption  of  activities  last  fall,  the  Nation- 
wide Campaign,  the  influenza  and  the  Sewanee  drive  monopolized  the 
time  and  energies  of  both  clergy  and  laity  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was 
out  of  the  question  to  attempt  to  hold  a  meeting.  Since  these  campaigns 
have  been  concluded  it  was  the  intention  to  hold  a  meeting  between  Eas- 
ter and  the  date  of  this  meeting,  but  the  confusion  attending  several 
changes  of  that  date  have  rendered  this  impracticable* 

2.  The  Bishop's  address  has  set  before  you  the  changes  that  have  taken 
place  in  the  bounds  of  this  Convocation  within  the  past  year.  It  will, 
therefore,  be  unnecessary  to  repeat  them  here.  It  may  be  said  that 
there  are  few  vacancies  in  this  field  at  present — but  two,  in  fact,  that 
can  be  recalled,  and  they  are  in  process  of  being  filled.  In  this  connec- 
tion it  is  fitting  to  remark  upon  the  enforced  absence  of  Archdeacon 
Mitchell,  who,  after  an  uninterrupted  service  of  thirty-five  years  in  the 
ministry,  has,  under  medical  advice,  been  compelled  to  seek  a  rest  from 
his  many  and  arduous  labors  for  some  weeks.  Rest  is  a  new  sensation 
to  the  Archdeacon.  We  trust  he  is  enjoying  it,  and  that  by  God's  bless- 
ing he  may  soon  be  restored  to  his  accustomed  health  and  activity.  It  is 
suggested  that  we  adopt  a  resolution  expressing  our  sympathy  with  him 
and  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Council  to  transmit  the  same  at  his 
convenience. 

3.  In  this  day  of  reorganization  and  reconstruction  it  is  worth  consid- 
ering, in  regard  to  opening  new  Missions  in  places  that  are  already  suffi- 
ciently supplied  with  Churches,  whether  it  shall  be  our  policy  to  seek  to 
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erect  another  Church  or  Chapel,  thereby  still  further  increasing  and 
emphasizing  our  unhappy  divisions,  or  whether  we  shall,  by  occasional 
visits  of  our  clergy,  seek  to  minister  to  those  of  our  household  of  faith 
and  keep  them  in  touch  with  their  Church,  using,  if  opportunity  offers, 
one  or  other  of  the  existing  places  of  worship.  If  we  decide  upon  the 
latter  policy,  it  would  serve  to  discourage  the  premature  organizing  of 
Missions  too  weak  to  sustain  themselves,  while  at  the  same  time  it  would 
render  it  easier,  perhaps,  for  our  people  to  unite  with  other  religious 
bodies;  but  the  failure  to  maintain  a  Mission  prematurely  organized 
would  probably  conduce,  through  disappointment  and  discouragement, 
to  the  same  result.  It  would  be  well  for  us  to  have  a  policy  in  regard 
to  this  matter  and  pursue  it.  John  Kershaw. 
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Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina. 

To  the  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  Council  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina: 

Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  Section  3  of  Article  IX  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  begs  herewith  to  present  an  abstract  of  the  minutes  of  its 
proceedings  had  since  the  presentation  of  its  last  communication. 

Your  Committee  was  organized  by  the  re-election  on  May  15,  1919,  of 
the  Rev.  John  Kershaw,  D.  D.,  as  President,  and  J.  Nelson  Frierson  as 
Secretary. 

Besides  the  organization  meeting,  your  Committee  has  held  two  meet- 
ings during  the  year,  at  which  it  gave  its  consent  to  the  ordination  to 
the  Priesthood  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  R.  Walker  and  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  the  following  persons  to  be  admitted  as  Candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders:  Thomas  L.  Ridout,  John  Ridout,  Jr.,  Sumner 
Guerry,  William  S.  Stoney.  The  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  California  on  account  of 
the  extent  of  Diocesan  work;  and  likewise  consented  to  the  election  of 
a  Bishop  Coadjutor  for  the  Diocese  of  Los  Angeles  for  the  same  reason. 

The  Committee  also  gave  its  consent  to  the  ordination  and  consecra- 
tion of  the  following  named  persons  to  be  Bishops,  as  follows:  The  Rev. 
Edward  Lambe  Parsons,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese 
of  California;  the  Rev.  Robert  Carter  Jett,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  of  the 
new  Diocese  of  Southwestern  Virginia;  the  Rev.  William  Mercer  Green 
to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi;  the  Rev.  Troy 
Beatty,  D.  D.,  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee, 
and  the  Rev.  Ernest  Vincent  Shayler  to  be  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Nebraska. 

The  Committee  gave  its  concurrence  and  consent  to  the  election  of  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Arthur  Conover  Thomson,  D.  D.,  Bishop  Suffragan  of  the 
Diocese  of  Southern  Virginia,  to  be  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  said 
Diocese. 

The  Committee  approved  of  and  gave  its  consent  to  the  sale  of  the 
two  buildings  known  as  All  Saints'  Chapel,  at  Calhoun  Falls,  and  St. 
John's  Chapel,  at  Florence. 

The  Committee  recommended  Mr.  Paul  Due  to  the  Bishop  to  be 
received  as  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

They  also  recomended  Mr.  Mortimer  W.  Glover,  Jr.,  to  the  Bishop 
for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

They  also  gave  their  canonical  consent  to  the  sale  of  the  property  of 
St.  John's  Church,  Florence,  and  of  the  Church  itself,  the  object  being 
the  purchase  of  other  property  and  the  erection  of  another  Church.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  South  Carolina. 

In  accordance  with  Canon  XIX,  the  Trustees  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  May  8,  1920. 

The  financial  statement  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  appended  to 
this  report,  shows: 

1.  Income  Receipts. 

These  items  include  all  receipts  from  the  invested  funds  and  securities 
in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  and  rentals  from  properties  in  their  custody. 

2.  Disbursements. 

These  items  show  in  detail  the  disbursements  for  account  of  the  vari- 
ous funds,  with  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand  to  the  credit  of  each  of 
these  funds. 

3.  Assets  and  Liabilities. 

These  statements  show  in  detail  the  assets  on  hand  belonging  to  each 
fund  and  of  what  they  consist,  and  the  liabilities,  consisting  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  various  funds. 

As  shown  by  these  statements,  the  total  invested  funds  and  cash  on 
hand  belonging  to  those  funds  is  $118,289.13.  The  average  per  cent,  of 
income  on  the  invested  funds  is  a  little  less  than  6y2  per  cent.  With  the 
exception  of  $3,000  in  City  of  Union  coupon  bonds  and  $4,300  in  Liberty 
bonds,  all  the  investments  made  by  the  Trustees  are  secured  by  first 
mortgages  of  real  estate  in  amounts  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  the 
appraised  value  thereof.  All  interest  due  upon  investments  has  been 
collected  in  full. 

The  expenses  of  administering  all  trust  funds  in  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees  for  the  year  was  one-fifth  of  one  per  cent. 

The  usual  appropriations  have  been  made  from  the  various  funds  in 
accordance  with  the  standing  resolutions  of  the  Trustees. 

The  Finance  Committee,  appointed  annually  by  the  President  of  the 
Trustees,  consists  of  Messrs.  W.  S.  Manning,  F.  H.  Weston  and  J.  P. 
Thomas,  Jr. 

In  accordance  with  Canon  50  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Treas- 
urer's books  of  account  and  the  securities  in  his  hands  have  been  audited 
by  a  certified  public  accountant,  whose  report  is  appended  to  the  Treas- 
urer's report. 

A  resolution  was  passed  on  May  20,  1919,  authorizing  the  sale  of  the 
property,  No.  277  Ashley  Avenue,  Charleston,  S.  C,  for  eleven  hundred 
($1,100)  dollars,  the  proceeds  to  be  applied  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
St.  John's  Chapel,  Hampstead,  in  such  way  as  would  legally  carry  out 
the  will  of  the  donor  of  this  property,  the  late  Mrs.  Jane  Nickerson 
O'Connell.  This  sale  was  made  and  the  proceeds  were  applied  upon  a 
mortgage  debt  upon  the  property  of  St.  John's  Chapel.  The  Trustees 
have  received  from  the  Bishop  the  corpus  of  the  Julia  R.  Bachman  fund, 
thirteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-six  and  four  hundredths 
($13,926.04)  dollars,  which,  by  an  addition  from  interest,  now  amounts 
to  fourteen  thousand  ($14,000)  dollars.  At  request  of  the  Bishop,  the 
Trustees  have  received  this  fund  as  his  agent  to  invest  the  same  and  col- 
lect the  income  and  disburse  the  same  in  accordance  with  his  directions. 
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Authority  was  given  for  St.  Peter's  Mission,  near  Plantersville,  George- 
town county,  to  borrow  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  from  the  American 
Church  Building  Fund  Commission.  A  sale  of  the  property  of  St. 
Paul's,  Batesburg,  for  fifteen  hundred  ($1,500)  dollars  was  made  and 
proceeds  are  held  by  the  Trustees  for  that  Church.  A  sale  of  the  All 
Saints'  Church  property  at  Calhoun  Falls  was  authorized,  subject  to 
approval  of  Standing  Committee.  A  contract  has  been  made  for  the 
sale  of  this  property  for  fifteen  hundred  ($1,500)  dollars.

Proposed  Alterations  in  the  Constitution  and  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer. 

To  the  Council  of  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  in 
Every  Diocese  and  Missionary  District: 
In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canon  50,  Section  1  [iv],  I  hereby  officially  make  known  the 
following  alterations  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  proposed  and 
adopted  in  the  General  Convention  of  1919,  to  wit,  those  comprised  in 
the  subjoined  resolutions,  and  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1922. 

Also  the  alterations  and  additions  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  pro- 
posed and  adopted  in  the  General  Convention  of  1919,  to  wit,  those  com- 
prised in  the  subjoined  resolutions,  and  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1922.  Henry  Austin,

AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION  PROPOSED  AT  THE 
CONVENTION  OF  1919,  AND  TO  BE  FINALLY  ACTED 
UPON  AT  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1922. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  by  the  next  General  Convention  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution: 

(The  foregoing  resolution  is  to  be  understood  to  be  prefixed  to  each  of 
the  "proposed  alterations"  here  following:) 

Amend  Article  I,  Section  2  of  the  Constitution  by  inserting  in  the  sec- 
ond line  of  said  section  after  the  words  "every  Bishop  Coadjutor"  the 
words  "every  Suffragan  Bishop." 


Amend  Article  II,  Section  3  of  the  Constitution  by  canceling  the  words 
"or  in  a  vacant  Missionary  District  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  this 
Church"  at  lines  5  and  6. 


Amend  Article  II,  Section  4  of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
word  "without"  in  the  fourth  line,  so  that  the  said  line  shall  read  "and 
with  seat  and  vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops." 


Amend  Article  II,  Section  5  of  the  Constitution  so  that  it  shall  read  as 
follows:  "A  Bishop  may  not  resign  his  jurisdiction  without  the  consent 
of  the  House  of  Bishops  or  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishops  of  the 
Province  in  which  his  jurisdiction  has  been  exercised,  in  either  case  under 
conditions  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention." 


Amend  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  by  the  addition  of  these  words: 
"If  a  Bishop  so  consecrated  shall  be  subsequently  duly  elected  as  a  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  of  this  Church,  he  shall  then  enjoy  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  given  in  the  Canons  to  Missionary  Bishops." 
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Amend  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  by  changing  the  word  "may" 
in  line  1  to  "shall,"  and  by  striking  out  the  proviso:  "Provided,  however, 
That  no  Diocefe  shall  be  included  in  a  Province  without  its  own  consent," 
so  that  Article  VII  shall  read:  "Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  shall 
be  united  into  Provinces  in  such  manner,  under  such  conditions,  and  with 
such  powers,  as  shall  be  provided  by  Canons  of  the  General  Convention." 


Amend  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"Deacon"  in  line  1  the  words  "to  minister  in  this  Church." 

Amend  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"Deacon"  in  line  6  the  words  "to  minister  in  this  Church." 


Amend  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  by  inserting  the  words  "and  all 
Tables  and  Rubrics  relating  to  the  use  of  the  Psalms"  after  the  words 
"Tables  of  Lessons." 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER  PRO- 
POSED AT  THE  CONVENTION  OF  1919,  AND  TO 
BE  FINALLY  ACTED  UPON  AT  THE 
CONVENTION  OF  1922. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Order  for  Daily 
Morning  Prayer,  and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  adopted  by  the  next  General 
Convention  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  X  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

(Eac\h  resolution  is  printed  once  for  the  sake  of  brevity,  but  is  to  be 
understood  as  repeated  before  each  item  immediately  following.) 

(6)  In  the  Absolution  on  page  5  begin  a  new  paragraph  with  "Where- 
fore," and  insert  an  "Amen,"  in  italics,  at  the  end  of  this  absolution, 
omitting  the  rubric  which  follows. 


(9)  In  the  second  rubric  on  page  6  of  the  Prayer  Book  omit  all  after 
the  word  appointed,  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "and  except 
also  that  Psalm  95  may  be  used  itn  this  place:  but  Note,  That  on  Ash 
Wednesday  and  Good  Friday  the  Venite  may  be  omitted." 


(15)  Print  as  the  Gloria  at  the  end  of  the  Benedicite  the  following: 
"Let  us  bless  the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost:  praise  him 
and  magnify  him  forever." 


(15b)  Amend  the  second  sentence  of  the  third  rubric  on  page  6  by 
omitting  the  word  "Benedicite." 


(20)  In  the  rubric,  following  the  Creed,  on  page  12  of  the  Prayer 
Book,  substitute  for  the  word  "all"  before  "devoutly"  the  words  "the 
people." 


(21)  Substitute  for  the  Versicles  and  Responses,  now  on  pages  12  and 
13,  following  the  second  rubric  on  page  12,  the  Versicles  and  Responses 
from  Evening  Prayer,  now  standing  on  page  26  of  the  Prayer  Book. 
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(22)  Add  to  the  rubric  on  page  14,  at  the  end,  these  words:  And  Note 
that  the  Minister  may  here  end  the  Morning  Prayer  with  such  general 
intercessions  taken  out  of  this  book  as  he  shall  think  fit. 


After  the  Prayer  for  the  President,  on  page  13  of  the  Prayer  Book, 
insert  the  following: 

Wr  this. 

O  Lord  our  Governor,  whose  glory  is  in  all  the  world:  We  commend 
this  nation  to  thy  merciful  care,  that  being  guided  by  thy  Providence 
we  may  dwell  secure  in  thy  peace.  Grant  to  The  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  all  in  Authority,  wisdom  and  strength  to  know 
and  to  do  thy  will.  Fill  them  with  the  love  of  truth  and  righteousness; 
and  make  them  ever  mindful  of  their  calling  to  serve  this  people  in  thy 
fear;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee 
and  the  Holy  Ghost,  one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 


Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Order  for  Daily 
Evening  Prayer,  and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the 
several  Dioceses  in  order  that  it  may  be  adopted  by  the  next  General 
Convention  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  X  of  the  Con- 
stitution: 

(5)  Omit  in  the  Gloria  in  excelsis,  page  21  of  the  Prayer  Book,  in  the 
second  paragraph,  the  sentence,  "Thou  that  takest  away  the  sins  of  the 
world,  have  mercy  upon  us."

Standing  Resolutions. 

1.  Resolved,  That  when  notice  of  the  Easter  elections  is  to  be  given  by 
the  Clergy,  or,  in  the  case  of  vacant  Parishes,  by  the  Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  the  article  of  the  Constitution  requiring  that  members  of 
this  Council  be  communicants  shall  be  read  to  the  congregation ;  or,  if 
the  Parish  be  vacant,  shall  be  fixed  to  the  public  notice  of  election. 

2.  Resolved,  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Council.    (Passed  1870.) 

3.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  organist  officiat- 
ing during  the  sessions  of  Council.    (Passed  1856.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  the  sexton  acting  for  the  same 
period.    (Passed  1856.) 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return  thanks 
for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.    (Passed  1850.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  depart 
this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial  page  of  the  Jour- 
nal.   (Passed  1872.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Vestries  of  all  the 
Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and,  if  possible,  to  interdict  the 
use  of  Churches  under  their  care  for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  com- 
mon purposes.    (Passed  1828.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  members  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in  Baptism,  that  they 
should  select  persons  who  are  regular  communicants  of  the  Church. 
(Passed  1870.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  in  a  vote  by  Orders,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the 
names  of  Deputies,  and,  if  desired  by  any  Deputy,  record  the  Clergy- 
men and  laymen  voting  affirmatively  and  negatively.  (Passed  1877, 
revised  1914.) 

10.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  Three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  arrangements  for  the  transportation  of 
members  to  and  from  the  Council.    (Passed  1882.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  the  assessment  for  the  Bishop's  Fund  be  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  1914,  and  on  the  same  day  in  each  year 
thereafter,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund  do  notify  the 
several  Clergymen,  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  amount  payable,  not 
later  than  September  15th.    (Passed  1890,  revised  1914.) 

12.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  and  Missionaries  of  this  Diocese  be 
requested  to  interest  the  children  of  their  respective  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions during  the  season  of  Advent,  in  raising  a  Special  Missionary  Fund, 
to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Missionary  work 
in  this  Diocese.    (Passed  1894.) 

13.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  is  instructed  to  print  separately  in 
the  Journal  so  much  of  the  reports  of  each  Parish  and  Mission  as 
shows  the  names  of  the  officers  and  also  remarks,  if  any.  It  will  be 
sufficient  to  print  the  statistics  of  the  Churches  together  in  tables. 
(Passed  1918.) 

14.  Resolved,  Before  publishing  the  Journal  of  the  Diocese,  the  Secre- 
tary is  directed  to  procure  from  the  Bishop  the  report  of  each  and 
every  Parish  and  Mission  in  the  Diocese,  whether  the  same  be  in  union 
with  this  Council  or  not,  in  order  that  accurate  and  correct  state  of  the 
Church  may  be  known.    (Passed  1895.) 
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15.  Resolved,  That  on  and  after  this  date  the  fund  known  as  the 
Bishop's  Common  Fund  and  the  income  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  distributed 
without  compensation,  under  the  order  of  the  Council.    (Passed  1899.) 

16.  Resolved,  That  the  Rector  in  whose  Parish  the  Council  is  held  be 
authorized  to  secure  a  reporter  at  the  rate  of  three  ($3)  dollars  per 
diem,  who  will  report  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  for  the  principal 
daily  papers  in  this  State.    (Passed  1901.) 

17.  Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  pay 
the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  this  resolution  to  cover  the  year  ending  May  1,  1903,  and 
the  future.    (Passed  1903.) 

18.  Resolved,  That  one  copy  of  the  Journals  of  the  Council  of  the 
Diocese  be  mailed  to  each  and  every  Deputy  separately  by  the  Secre- 
tary as  soon  as  such  Journals  may  be  printed  and  ready  for  distribu- 
tion.   (Passed  1913.) 

19.  Resolved,  First,  that  in  the  arrangement  of  program  for  next 
year  provision  be  made  for  a  meeting  of  the  Treasurers  on  Tues- 
day night;  and  second,  that  the  Council  requests  the  Parishes  and 
Missions  to  send  their  Treasurer  to  the  next  Council  for  a  Treas- 
urers' Conference  with  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Council,  and  that  the  above  be  a  standing  resolution  of  the 
Council.    (Passed  1915.) 

20.  Resolved,  That  in  response  to  the  petition  of  the  Federation  of 
Parish  Orphanage  Committees  this  Council  appoint  the  second  Sun- 
day in  May  for  a  special  offering  for  the  Church  Home  Orphanage. 
(Passed  1915.) 

21.  Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to  have 
printed  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Council,  and  that  the 
Constitution,  Canon  and  Rules  of  Order  be  included  and  that  this  be  a 
standing  resolution  of  Council.    (Passed  1916.)

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  accedes  to  and  adopts 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  and  acknowledges  their  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Meetings. 

Section  1.  A  Diocesan  Council  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding  Council ; 
or,  on  failure  of  the  Council  so  to  determine,  at  such  place  as  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  shall  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have  power 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  held 
when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling  it  shall  determine,  and  at  such 
meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the 
notice  so  calling  said  meeting :  Provided,  That  whenever  a  special  meet- 
ing of  Council  is  called  for  the  purpose,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  electing  a 
Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  Lay  Deputies  from  the  several  congrega- 
tions and  organized  missions  in  union  with  Council  shall  be  elected 
after  the  call  has  been  issued  for  such  special  meeting. 

SEC.  3.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause  deemed 
sufficient  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  to  require  a 
change  of  time  or  place  for  the  meeting  of  a  Council,  either  annual  or 
swecial,  the  said  authority  may  designate  another  time  or  place  of  hold- 
ing such  meeting,  to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such 
designation. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Diocesan  Council  Members. 

Section  1.  The  Council  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen, 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop,  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  when  there  is  one,  the 
Archdeacon,  when  there  is  one,  the  Rector  of  the  Porter  Academy,  when 
a  Clergyman,  and  every  Minister  who  has  been  actually  as  well  as 
canonically  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  six  calendar 
months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  and  has  for  the  same 
period  been  discharging  the  duties  of  his  station  as  Rector,  Minister 
or  Assistant  Minister  of  an  organized  Parish  or  organized  Mission, 
that  is  or  has  been  or  hereafter  may  be  in  union  with  the  Council ;  or 
who,  after  a  continued  membership  of  at  least  twenty  years  in  Council, 
is  incapacitated  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  from  further  active 
duties  of  the  ministry,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  as  a  member 
of  the  Council,  and  every  other  Clergyman  possessed  of  all  the  afore- 
said qualifications,  prescribed  in  the  case  of  the  Presbyters  (excepting 
actual  residence  within  the  Diocese),  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  and  voice 
in  the  Council,  but  not  to  vote :  Provided,  That  no  vote  shall  be  received 
from  any  Clergyman  who  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Canon  as  to  Parochial  reports. 

Sec.  3.  Lay  Deputies,  not  exceeding  four  in  number  for  each  Parish 
and  two  for  each  organized  Mission  in  union  with  the  Council,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  from  among  the  male  communicants  thereof,  to  repre- 
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sent  it  in  the  Council.  The  election  of  said  Lay  Deputies  shall  take 
place  on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  thereafter  as  may  be 
appointed  by  the  Parish  a*:  a  meeting  of  the  members  thereof;  or,  in 
default  of  any  such  election  by  the  Parish,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry 
of  the  same  may  elect  said  Deputies.  An  equal  number  of  Lay  Deputies 
may  be  elected  at  any  such  election  to  serve  as  alternate  or  substitutes 
for  such  Lay  Deputies  elected  as  above,  who  may  not,  from  any  cause, 
attend  the  Council  when  it  assembles,  or  who  may  not  remain  in  such 
attendance. 

SEC.  4.  The  terms  of  office  of  Deputies  so  elected  shall  continue  until 
the  next  election,  and  they  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  No  Deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct  churches,  or 
shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  6.  A  Lay  Member  having  a  seat  in  the  Council  as  a  Deputy  from 
any  church  shall  not,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  be 
permitted  to  relinquish  the  seat  so  taken  and  take  a  seat  as  Deputy  of 
another  church. 

Sec.  7.  No  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any  Parish  or  church  which 
has  not  paid,  on  or  before  April  30th  preceding  the  Council  in  which 
such  vote  is  offered,  all  assessments  laid  by  the  previous  Council  or 
Councils,  and  due  therefrom,  except  by  unanimous  consent :  Provided, 
however,  That  no  church  or  Parish  shall  be  deprived  of  a  seat  or  seats 
of  its  Deputy  or  Deputies  in  any  Council  by  reason  of  any  nonpayment 
of  assessments  or  dues. 

SEC.  8.  When  the  Council  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  proceed  to  call  the  names  of  the  Clergy,  and  then  of  Parishes 
and  Deputies;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  duly  organized. 

SEC.  9.  The  list  of  the  Clergy,  prepared  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing 
Committee,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Council  immediately  after  it  shall 
have  been  organized,  and  the  names  of  the  Clerical  members  shall  be 
called  therefrom,  and  the  same  shall  be  taken  as  presumptive  evidence  of 
their  privilege  in  the  Council :  Provided,  That  if  a  question  be  made,  the 
right  of  any  Clergyman  or  Lay  Deputy  shall  be  determined  according  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  by  the  Council  itself. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Of  a  Quorum. 

Fifteen  members  of  the  Clerical  Order  and  Lay  Representatives  of 
fifteen  churches  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness generally;  but  any  number  of  either  Order  that  shall  assemble  may 
adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a  quorum  is  formed. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of  the  Council, 
and  in  his  absence  the  Bishop-Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one.  But  in  case 
neither  of  them  be  present,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Council;  and  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presid- 
ing officer  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  attending  Presbyters. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Other  Officers  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  other  officers  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  a  Chancellor,  a 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  a  Historiographer,  and  a  Registrar. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chancellor  shall  be  chosen  in  the  Council  by  ballot  from 
the  Communicants  of  the  Church,  skilled  in  civil  and  ecclesiastical  law, 
and  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop.  He  shall  serve  for  three  years, 
or  until  his  successor  is  elected.  He  shall  be  the  legal  officer  of  the 
Diocese  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  questions  of  law  (civil  or  ecclesi- 
astical) affecting  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  He  shall, 
at  all  times,  afford  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese 
such  advice,  confidential  or  open,  as  shall  be  required  or  desired.  He 
shall  also  be  the  legal  adviser  of  all  special  committees  appointed  by  the 
Council  desiring  counsel,  and  perform  all  other  duties  germane  to  his 
profession,  which  may  be  required  by  Canon  or  Resolution  of  the 
Council.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Council  without  the 
right  to  vote,  unless  a  Deputy  from  a  Parish  in  union  with  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Council  by 
ballot  (unless  the  ballot  be  unanimously  dispensed  with),  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed.  His  duties  shall  be 
as  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  Resolutions,  and  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
Council,  and  required  by  the  Regulations  of  the  General  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  in  like  manner.  His  duties 
shall  be  those  prescribed  and  required  as  above,  and  he  also  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  his  successor  be  appointed. 

Sec.  5.  The  Registrar  (and  the  Historiographer)  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop,  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor  be 
appointed.    Their  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  Deliberating  and  Voting  in  Council. 

Section  1.  On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Consti- 
tution, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but  at  any 
time,  before  the  result  of  the  vote  as  taken  is  finally  announced  by  the 
President,  any  two  Clergymen,  or  the  Deputies  from  any  two  churches, 
may  call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  Clergy  shall  vote 
individually  and  the  Lay  Deputies  by  churches  (a  majority  from  each 
church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  Orders  shall,  in  each 
case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Bishop-Coadjutor,  the  vote  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  a  concurrent  majority  of  the  two  Orders 
being  necessary  to  a  choice:  Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  Clergy 
entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  of  the  churches  entitled  to  representa- 
tion, be  present;  otherwise,  two-thirds  of  the  vote  of  each  Order  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  Into  the  Council. 

Section  1.  New  Parishes  or  churches  having  not  less  than  six  male 
adult  members  and  fifteen  communicants,  and  organized  Missions  having 
not  less  than  two  male  communicants,  may  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Council  in  the  following  manner :  Application  shall  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Council,  presenting  therewith  a  certificate 
from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Com- 
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mittee,  that  he  or  they  approve  the  organization  of  their  church,  and 
stating  the  fact  of  such  organization  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  certified  copy  of  the  Article 
of  Association;  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen;  their  means 
or  prospects  for  the  support  of  a  minister,  and  their  willingness  to 
conform  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Council  of  this  Diocese,  which 
are  now,  or  hereafter  may  be,  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
And  at  the  Council  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such  application,  the 
Secretary  shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Council  on  the  first  day  of 
its  session ;  whereupon  the  Council  shall  take  such  order,  upon  said 
application  as  it  may  deem  proper.  In  case  the  congregation  so  applying 
be  within  the  limits  of  one  or  more  existing  churches,  they  shall  state 
also  the  reason  for  their  organization,  the  distance  of  their  place  of 
worship  from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others,  together  with  what- 
ever additional  facts  may  throw  light  upon  their  relation  to  the  existing 
church  or  churches.  Should  the  Council  make  a  favorable  decision,  this 
said  congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Council  of 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese :  Provided,  always,  That  the  Deputies  of  the 
church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though  entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  that  meeting  of  the  Council :  Provided,  further,  That 
organized  Missions  shall  not  be  required  to  present  a  certified  copy  of 
Articles  of  Association,  or  of  the  election  of  Wardens  and  Vestry,  but 
shall  fulfill  the  other  requirements  of  this  article  of  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  1.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  Presbyters  of  the 
Diocese  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately  from  among  the  actual 
communicants  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
every  regular  meeting  of  the  Council,  for  the  purpose  expressed  in  the 
Constitutions  and  Canons  of  the  General  and  Diocesan  Conventions, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  until  another  committee  be  elected. 

Sec.  2.  At  their  first  meeting  after  the  appointment  they  shall 
choose  one  of  the  Presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their  President,  and 
another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and  business  of  the  com- 
mittee ;  to  preserve  them  carefully  recorded  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose  alone;  to  preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers 
addressed  to  the  Standing  Committee ;  to  attest  their  public  acts ;  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successors  all  books  and  papers  relative  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have  been  entrusted  to  him. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Council  an  abstract  of  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  in  this  committee,  caused  by  death,  resignation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  the  suffrages  of  the  remaining  members,  a 
majority  of  the  whole  committee  being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  next  preceding  a  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four  Laymen  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  General  Convention.  Immediately 
afterwards,  four  other  Presbyters  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be 
chosen  by  ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representa- 
tives and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
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Sec.  2.  In  case  any  Deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline  such 
appointment,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith  inform  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said  Ecclesiastical 
authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General  Convention  one  of  the 
substitutes,  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  are  on  the  Journal,  which 
order  shall  be  the  order  of  their  election  ;  or  when  two  or  more  are 
elected  at  one  balloting,  shall  be  determined  by  the  aggregate  vote 
received. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offenses  enumerated  in  the 
Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  "Of  Offenses  for  Which  Ministers 
Shall  Be  Tried  and  Punished,"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this  Council.  The 
trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  mode  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  this  Council. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall  any 
article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal  or  new  article  be 
proposed,  considered  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority  at  one  Council,  and 
adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  Orders  present  at  a  subsequent  Council. 


CANONS 


I.  Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church 

CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Council  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  a  list  of  the  Clergymen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respec- 
tive Parishes  or  cures,  or  of  their  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the 
institutions  of  learning,  constituted  by  civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority, 
in  which  they  are  engaged ;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in 
Parishes,  Missions  or  institutions  of  learning,  as  above,  their  places  of 
residence  only ;  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Council,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats  but  not  votes,  and 
those  who  are  entitled  to  neither  seats  nor  votes. 

Sec.  2.  No  Clergyman,  while  suspended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have 
a  place  on  the  list. 

SEC.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the  admis- 
sion of  Ministers  into  the  Diocese  as  may  prevent  unwary  and  ignorant 
people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pretending  to  be  authorized 
Ministers  of  the  Church;  and  his  certificate  shall  be  evidence  of  such 
admission. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Missions. 

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  residing  in  any  neighborhood  not 
included  within  the  limits  of  a  Mission  or  Parish  already  organized 
desire  to  be  organized  and  recognized  as  Missions,  they  shall  make 
application  to  the  Bishop  in  writing,  expressing  their  desire,  and  promis- 
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ing  conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  doctrines,  discipline  and 
worship  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  and  in  this  Diocese,  and  to 
the  rules  regulating  such  Missions.  They  may  propose  a  name  for  the 
Mission,  and  shall  state  the  minimum  amount  they  will  give  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  its  support. 

If  the  Bishop  thinks  such  organization  expedient,  he,  or  a  Presbyter 
under  his  dircretion,  shall  appoint  a  Warden,  who  shall  always  be  a 
communicant,  and  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer ;  and  these  officers  shall  be 
appointed  annually  thereafter,  on  the  Monday,  or  any  other  day  during 
Easter  week,  and  shall  hold  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for 
public  worship,  and  provide  things  necessary  for  the  decent  and  orderly 
performance  of  Church  services. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  or  receive  all  contribu- 
tions, and  remit  or  disburse  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

Missions  so  organized  shall  report  annually  to  the  Bishop,  at  the 
Council,  through  the  Missionary,  or,  if  there  be  none,  through  the 
Warden,  in  like  form  as  Parishes. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Organization  of  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  organized  Mission  shall  contain  at  least  six 
male  adults,  and  fifteen  communicants,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be 
males,  and  can  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  or  whenever  any 
other  persons,  under  the  same  conditions,  desire  to  organize  a  church 
they  shall  lay  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  a  state- 
ment of  their  condition  and  prospect  for  maintaining  such  organization ; 
and  having  obtained  his  consent,  and  assumed  some  name  by  which  their 
church  may  be  designated,  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association,  in  the 
following  form : 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  con- 
gregation of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  at  ,  County  of 

 ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due  notice  given, 

do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a  congregation,  to  be  known  by  the  name  of 

  Church   ;  and  as  such  do  hereby  acknowledge, 

accede  to  and  adopt  the  dictrine,  discipline  and  worship,  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint  A.  B.  and 
C.  D.  to  be  Wardens ;  E.  F.,  F.  H.,  J.  K.,  etc.,  to  be  Vestrymen  of 

 Church ;  to  continue  in  office  until  Easter  Monday 

A.  D  ,  and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their  places.  Witness 

our  hands,  this   day  of   ,  in  the 'year  of  our 

Lord  " 

A  certified  copy  of  these  Articles  of  Assocation  shall  be  laid  before 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  by  every  congregation  desiring  to  be  recog- 
nized as  part  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  subject  to  the  Ecclesi- 
astical jurisdiction  thereof.  And  any  church  so  organized  and  recog- 
nized shall  be  an  integral  part  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  whether 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Council  or  not. 

SEC.  2.  Whenever  such  organization  is  proposed  within  the  bounds  of 
any  existing  Parish  or  Parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Minis- 
ters thereof;  or,  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister,  then 
to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 
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SEC.  3.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their  application 
for  permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish  they  shall  enclose  the  written 
approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers,  the  Vestry  or 
Vestries  aforesaid;  and,  if  he  or  they  fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of 
the  fact. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Parishes  and  Churches  in  Union  With  Council. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  church  shall  apply  to  be  admitted  into  union 
with  the  Council,  in  addition  to  the  constitutional  requirements,  they 
shall  present  a  certified  copy  of  their  Articles  of  Association,  together 
with  their  application  for  admission. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  or  church  in  union  with 
the  Council  to  send  Deputies — one  at  least — to  every  Council. 

Sec.  3.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by  either  the 
Rector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  in  the  fol- 
lowing form :

In  Parishes  where  the  congregation  elect  Deputies,  a  similar  certificate 
of  election  shall  be  required. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Council,  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council, 
a  certified  list  of  the  Deputies  appointed  to  represent  their  church,  in 
order  to  aid  in  preparing  a  list  of  members  of  the  Council. 


CANON  V. 
Of  Dormant  Parishes  and  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  occur  that  an  organized  Parish  can  no 
longer  provide  for  the  support  of  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  competent  for 
the  Bishop  to  provide  for  services  in  the  said  Parish. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  Parish  or  church  shall  have  failed  for  three  successive 
years  to  elect  a  Vestry,  or  to  send  Deputies  to  the  Council,  or  to  make 
the  reports  required  by  Section  1  of  Canon  XVII,  Title  I  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  or  to  pay  the  assessments  made  by  the  Council,  such 
Parish  or  church  shall  be  considered  dormant. 

Sec.  3.  Parishes  or  churches  may  be  restored  to  union  with  the  Coun- 
cil by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  Canons 
III  and  IV  of  this  Diocese. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  adopt  the 
measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such  Parishes  or 
churches  as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually  extinct. 
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CANON  VI. 
Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members  or  every  Parish  or 
church  in  this  Diocese  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some  other  day  legally 
appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  and  of 
transacting  such  other  business  as  may  come  before  said  meeting,  due 
notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  or  Vestry. 

At  these  meetings  the  Rector  shall  preside;  but  if  there  be  no  Rector, 
or  he  be  absent,  then  a  presiding  officer  shall  be  chosen,  and  a  Secretary 
be  appointed. 

The  election  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the 
qualifications  of  those  who  may  vote  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Parish  or  church:  Provided,  That  at  such  meetings  and  elections 
none  shall  vote  except  members  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

The  Vestry  shall  make  to  this  meeting  an  annual  report  of  their  official 
acts  during  the  year. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Vestries. 

Section  1.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  may  be  appointed,  of  two  church 
Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  Vestrymen,  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
The  Wardens  shall  always  be  communicants. 

SEC.  2.  The  election  shall  always  be  by  ballot,  and  its  details,  and  also 
the  qualifications  of  those  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of 
Association,  or  By-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  The  church  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  thus  elected,  together 
with  the  Rector,  if  there  be  one,  and  if  not,  then  themselves,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Vestry,  and  shall  be  the  official  representatives  of  the  Parish 
or  church.  The  Rector  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  in  case  of  his 
absence  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  preside:  Provided,  That  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  laws  and  usages  of 
established  churches. 

Sec.  4.  The  Vestry  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporalities  of  the 
church,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries 
and  current  expenses,  and  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  raise  the  funds 
required,  and  to  keep  a  proper  account  of  the  same.  They  shall  also 
execute  all  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  imposed  upon 
them  by  any  General  Convention  or  Council  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  5.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  provide  what- 
ever may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of  divine  worship  (as 
books,  vestments,  etc.)  ;  also  for  the  decency  and  comfort  of  the  church 
building  and  furniture,  books  for  church  records,  and  the  elements  of 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to  put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship. 
They  shall  be  ready  to  collect  "the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the 
people,"  and  in  case  the  Parish  or  church  is  without  a  minister,  shall 
disburse  them ;  and  also  provide  for  public  worship  by  occasional  Cleri- 
cal services,  or  by  lay  reading,  as  circumstances  will  permit.  They  shall 
also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the  church  plate,  records, 
etc.,  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at  each  Annual  Council,  a  report 
of  the  Parish.  It  shall  also  be  their  further  duty  to  aid  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  all  agencies  and  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church — 
as  Sunday  Schools,  etc. — and  they  may  report  to  the  Bishop  any  irregu- 
larities in  the  mode  of  conducting  public  worship,  and  all  offenses  by 
their  Minister,  or  by  any  other  officiating  for  him,  against  Rubrics  or 
Canons,  faith  or  morals. 
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SEC.  6.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  be  dissolved  except  as  pro- 
vided for  by  Canon  IV,  Title  II  of  the  General  Digest. 

SEC.  7.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to 
notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also  to  elect  and  invite  a  Rector;  but 
not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the  congregation, 
and  the  opinion  and  advise  of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Councils. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Council  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail,  to  every  Clergyman 
and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Council,  and,  if  it  be  a  Special  Council, 
called  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they 
shall  specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy  shall  also  contain  the 
form  of  parochial  reports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes  the  form  of  certifi- 
cate for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the  Constitution,  Canons  and 
Standing  Resolutions  as  relate  to  their  appointment. 

Sec.  2.  The  organization  of  the  Council,  thus  summoned,  shall  be  pre- 
ceded by  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  with  such  further 
services  as  the  Bishop  may  direct.  And  if  he  sees  fit  to  have  a  sermon 
preached  by  another  than  himself,  he  shall  appoint  the  preacher,  and 
an  alternate. 

SEC.  3.  Immediately  after  Council  is  duly  organized,  two  Committees 
on  Credentials  shall  be  appointed.  The  first,  consisting  of  three  Clergy- 
men, to  whom  the  roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  referred;  the  other,  of 
three  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the. roll  of  Deputies,  together 
with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the  Treasurer, 
required  by  Canon  X,  Section  2.  And  these  committees,  severally, 
shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to  the  Council  upon  the  lists  so 
referred;  the  latter  specifying  in  their  report  which  Parishes  are  enti- 
tled to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Council,  and  which  are,  by  Article  III 
of  the  Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council.  Should  the  committee  have  considered  any  certificates 
unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the  question  of  their 
sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  correct 
Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  to  attest  its  public  acts,  pre- 
serve its  records,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
belonging  to  it,  or  appertaining  to  its  business.  He  shall  also  give 
notice,  at  least  six  weeks  beforehand,  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  or 
congregation,  of  the  time  and  place  of  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of 
the  Council. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  transmit  to  each  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies 
of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Secretary  of  every  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, a  copy  of  all  Journals  of  the  Councils  of  this  Diocese,  and  to 
every  General  Convention  a  certified  list  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese, 
a  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  Deputies  thereto,  and  a  duplicate 
of  the  same  to  the  Deputies  themselves ;  he  shall  also  furnish  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  a  list  of  persons  nominated  as 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  all  other 
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documents  required  by  the  Canons  and  Regulations  of  that  Body,  and 
shall  perform  all  other  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  said  Canons  and 
Regulations. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  its 
duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one,  and 
if  not,  then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  and  disburse 
all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Council,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  is  not  otherwise  regulated.  He  shall  keep 
regular  accounts  of  all  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before  the 
Council,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all 
books,  papers  and  funds  relative  or  belonging  to  the  Council,  which  may 
be  in  his  charge. 

SEC.  2.  He  shall,  at  the  opening  of  every  Annual  Council,  lay  upon 
the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of  Parishes  or  churches  which  have  failed 
to  make  the  contributions  required  of  them,  specifying  those  which  have 
for  three  successive  years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven- 
tion, pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same  the  quotas  of  this  Diocese 
towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  office  of  Treasurer  should  become  vacant,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
appointment  by  the  Council. 

.     CANON  XI. 

Of  the  Registrar. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and  take  charge  of  all 
documents  and  papers  pertaining  to  the  history  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  or  in  any  one  of  the  Parishes ;  also  to  collect  and  keep  for  ref- 
erence a  set  of  Journals  of  this  Diocese,  and  of  General  Convention, 
and  to  report  annually  to  this  Council. 

CANON  XII. 
Of  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Section  1.  The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  being  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  Bishop,  he  shall  appoint  all  Missionaries, 
and  may,  at  his  discretion,  suspend  or  remove  them. 

SEC.  2.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions  for  the  Diocese,  to  consist 
of  the  Bishop,  as  President  ex  officio,  and  of  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman,  who  shall  be  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  from  each  Mission- 
ary District,  to  be  nominated  by  each  Convocation,  and  chosen  at  each 
Annual  Council;  and  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Board  between  the  meetings  of 
the  Annual  Council,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  3.  This  Board  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  place  where 
the  Council  is  held,  at  such  time  as  the  Bishop  may  designate.  They 
shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who,  if  not  already,  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Board;  and  they  may  adopt  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  their  government,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold  such  other  meetings  during  the 
year  as  they,  or  the  Bishop,  may  appoint.    They  shall  be  a  Council  of 
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Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  the  designation  of  stations  and  appointments 
of  Missionaries ;  and  they  shall  advise  means  of  securing  funds  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  and  make  a  full  report,  in  writing,  to  each  Annual 
Council  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  stations  and  Missionaries  aided, 
of  churches  and  individuals  contributing,  and  whatever  may  throw  light 
upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  A*-  any  meeting  of  the  Board 
five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  furthering  Mission  work,  the  Diocese  shall 
be  divided  into  districts,  the  number  and  boundaries  of  which  shall  be 
fixed,  and  may  be  changed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Bishop,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

SEC.  5.  In  each  District  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter — a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  or  otherwise — whose  title  shall  be 
Dean,  to  have  general  charge,  under  the  Bishop,  of  Mission  work  in  that 
district.  He  shall  also,  whenever  it  is  practicable,  appoint  a  Missionary 
for  tHe  district,  to  be  engaged  in  aggressive  Missionary  work,  and  in 
supply  services  to  vacant  and  feeble  stations.  Such  Missionary  shall  be 
detached  from  any  parochial  cure,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Bishop, 
through  the  Archdeacon,  in  all  acts  and  appointments.  His  term  of 
office  shall  be  three  years,  unless  removed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  6.  In  each  district  there  shall  be  a  Convocation,  to  consist  of  the 
Clergy  within  its  limits,  who  are  discharging  the  functions  of  their  office, 
and  of  one  or  more  lay  communicants  from  each  Parish  or  Mission,  to 
be  chosen  according  to  rules  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Convocation. 
They  shall  meet  once  in  each  year,  in  furtherance  of  the  Missionary 
work  in  the  district ;  and  may  hold  other  meetings  at  their  discretion. 
At  all  these  meetings,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Dean  shall  pre- 
side. He  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Council,  at  each  annual  session, 
concerning  the  Missionary  work  in  his  district. 

Each  Convocation  may  prescribe  rules  for  its  government,  or  adopt 
measures  to  promote  its  efficiency,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  7.  At  each  Annual  Council  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
shall  be  considered  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day's  session,  immedi- 
ately after  such  service  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  At  this 
session  all  reports  concerning  the  work  shall  be  made,  and  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year  elected. 

SEC  8.  No  organized  Parish  shall  receive  aid  from  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions except  on  written  application,  approved  by  the  Bishop,  and  on 
condition  that  the  Rector  will  perform  such  work  outside  of  the  Parish 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec  9.  All  Clergy  receiving  stipends  from  the  Board  shall  make 
quarterly  reports  through  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  in  which  shall 
be  included  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  salary  actually  paid  by  the 
Parish  or  Mission  which  they  serve ;  and  the  Treasurer  shall  not  remit 
their  stipends  until  such  report  is  received. 

Sec  10.  The  traveling  expenses  of  Missionaries,  and  of  members  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  if  possible. 

Sec  11.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  a  Clergyman,  to  be  called  the  Arch- 
deacon, and  who  shall  be,  and  perform  the  duties  heretofore  assigned  to 
the  General  Missionary  of  the  Diocese,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  assist 
the  Bishop  in  caring  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Church,  especially 
the  work  of  gathering  together  the  scattered  of  the  fold  and  extending 
the  Church  in  such  places  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop,  offer 
opportunities.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner 
as  that  of  any  other  Missionary. 
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Sec.  12.  That  in  the  case  of  Missionaries  to  congregations  of  white 
persons  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  their  salaries  should  not  be  less  than 
nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  besides  a  residence ;  or,  where  a  resi- 
dence is  not  provided  for  them,  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 


II.  Of  Ministers  and  Their  Duties 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

_  Section  1.  Each  Clergyman  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  baptisms,  mar- 
riages and  burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Parish  by  another  Min- 
ister; and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of  persons  confirmed  in  his 
Parish  or  congregation,  and  of  communicants,  and  baptized  persons  and 
communicants  belonging  to  same. 

Sec.  2.  The  register  so  kept  shall  specir/  che  name  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  person  baptized,  the  name  of  the  parents  and  sponsors — in  the 
case  of  an  adult  the  name,  and  those  oi  tb«  witnesses — the  names  of 
persons  married  and  buried,  with  the  date  o  "  every  rite  performed. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by  the  Minister,  in 
a  book  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  foj  that  purpose — and  in  case 
there  be  no  Minister,  the  Wardens  themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry 
be  made — which  book  shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  register,  and  pre- 
served as  a  pari  the  records  of  the  Church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  every  Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this  reg- 
ister with  the  Church  Wardens. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Minister  of  this  Church  in  charge 
of  a  Parish  or  congregation,  or,  if  there  be  no  Minister  in  charge,  of  the 
Church  Wardens,  or  other  proper  officer,  to  prepare  upon  the  blank  form 
adopted  by  the  General  Convention  a  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31  preceding,  and  to  deliver  the  same  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  annual  Convention  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Mis- 
sionary District,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  presiding  officer  of 
the  Convention.  This  report  shall  include  the  following  information: 
(1)  The  number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages,  and  burials  dur- 
ing the  year;  the  total  number  of  baptized  persons  and  communicants  at 
the  time  of  the  report;  (2)  a  summary  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures, 
from  whatever  source  derived,  and  for  whatever  purpose  used;  and 
(3)  a  statement  of  the  property  held  by  the  Parish,  whether  real  or 
personal,  with  an  appraisal  of  its  value,  together  with  a  statement  of 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Parish,  if  any,  and  of  the  amount  of  insurance 
carried.  And  every  Minister  not  in  charge  of  any  Parish  or  congre- 
gation shall  also  report  his  occasional  services,  and  if  there  have  been 
none,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these 
reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  proper,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Journal. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
every  Diocese  and  of  the  Convocation  of  every  Missionary  District  to 
forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Deputies  immediately  upon 
publication  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  or  Convoca- 
tion of  the  Missionary  District,  together  with  Episcopal  charges,  state- 
ments and  such  other  papers  as  may  show  the  state  of  the  Church  in  his 
Diocese  or  Missionary  District.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  prepare, 
immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  or  the 
Convocation  of  a  Missionary  District  next  preceding  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  every  General  Convention,  and  forward  forthwith  to  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  upon  the  blank  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, a  condensed  summary  of  the  statistics  contained  in  the  Parochial 
reports  and  Bishops'  statements,  with  information  as  to  all  institutions 
in  any  way  connected  with  the  Church  within  the  Diocese  or  Missionary 
District,  and  also  as  to  the  condition  of  all  invested  funds  and  the 
amount  of  all  contributions  received  and  expended  by  the  Bishops,  or 
otherwise  within  the  Diocese  or  District.  The  Secretary  of  the  House 
of  Deputies  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  present  these  papers  to  the  House, 
and  a  committee  shall  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  present  to  the 
House  ?  report  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  which  report,  when  agreed 
to  by  the  &<ud  House,  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Skc.  6.  The  fiscal  year  shall  begin  January  1. 

SEC.  7.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be  reported 
separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  schedule,  prepared 
by  the  Secretary,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Canon.  And 
this  form,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such 
report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIV. 

Candidates  for  Orders,  Ineligible,  Etc. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat 
in  this  Council  as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  any  Parish  or  church. 


III.  Of  Discipline 

CANON  XV. 

Of  the  Tria{  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  Minister  to  trial  before  the  Ecclesi- 
astical Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place,  to  the  Standing 
Commiti.ee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signature  of  at  least  two  per- 
sons, one  ot  whom  shall  be  a  Presbyter  of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the 
facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of  the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same, 
with  copies  of,  or  proper  reference  to,  any  other  evidence  required. 
If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged 
will  constitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  offenses  enumerated  in  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  or  the  General  Convention,  and  that 
it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Church  that  further  proceedings  should 
be  had,  they  shall  ascertain  whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the 
accused  upon  his  trial,  and  if  satisfied  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  pre- 
sentment to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the  offense 
or  offenses  which  they  deem  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence,  and 
specifying  facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  cir- 
cumstances, as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial  investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall  forthwith 
cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being,  are  actually  engaged  in  duty  therein 
(excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting  Presbyter,  and  those  on  the 
Standing  Committee)  ;  he  shall  then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to 
be  drawn  out  by  a  child  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve 
names  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within  thirty 
days  thereafter  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of  three  of  the 
Presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop;  and 
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the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of  the  remaining  Presbyters  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days 
thereafter,  strike  off  the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  Bishop.  If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop  as  afore- 
said, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as 
the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off ;  and  in  such  case  the  seven 
remaining  Presbyters,  or  any  five  of  them,  selected  by  lot,  when  previous 
to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the  entire  seven  cannot  be  present, 
shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the  accused. 

SEC.  3.  The  Court  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Bishop  may  appoint ;  and  its  session  shall  be  open  only  to  members  in 
actual  communion  with  the  Church.  It  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and,  upon  good  cause  shown  in  behalf  of  either  of  the 
accused  or  the  prosecution,  or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place 
within  the  Diocese.  If  it  failed  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall 
stand  adjourned  to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space 
of  three  days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed;  and  if  the  whole  number  do 
not  attend,  and  if  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot  be 
had,  those  of  the  Court  who  may  be  present,  being  no  less  than  five,  shall 
organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary — the  first  from  their 
own  body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial  shall  ordain  and 
declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It  shall  cause 
the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to  be  written  down  by 
the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  deposition  and  other  evidences  read 
upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully  preserved;  and  shall  cause  a  journal  to 
be  kept  of  its  proceedings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Court  to  administer  an  oath  of  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses ;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law  shall 
furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majoirty  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Court,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint  one  or  more 
of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  advisers,  who  may  be  present  at  all 
its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  the  Court  an  opinion 
on  any  question  which  may  arise,  upon  which  the  Court,  or  any  member 
thereof,  or  the  prosecuting,  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion, 
but  without  any  voice  in  the  discussion  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  the  Court 
shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting,  and  the  like  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  the  President,  or  some  one 
whom  they  may  appoint  to  perform  that  office,  shall  collect  and  present 
the  evidence,  and  otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The 
accused  shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Court  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel  must  be  com- 
municants of  the  Church. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed  to  trial 
in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may  adjourn  the  trial  to 
another  day ;  and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear,  the  Court  shall  report  him 
to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass  upon  him  sen- 
tence of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised 
by  the  Bishop  if  the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report 
to  him  that  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for  that 
end  before  the  Court;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the 
Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charge  in  the  presentment,  may  pass  against  him 
sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

SEC.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the  attendance  of 
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a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint  a  Commissioner  to 
take  the  deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  the  party  applying  shall  give 
to  the  other  party  five  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal  points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to 
be  examined.  If  the  party  to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  resides 
more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposi- 
tion, an  additional  day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every 
twenty  miles.  The  deposition  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and  certi- 
fied by  the  Commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Court. 

SEC.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Court  shall  declare, 
in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentments,  distinctly 
stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty ;  and  if  guilty 
of  disorderly  conduct,  or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of 
this  Church,  or  of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opin- 
ion, ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offenses  enu- 
merated in  Section  1,  Canon  II,  Title  II  of  the  General  Canons  of  this 
Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They  shall  forward  the 
decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  proceedings,  to  the  Bishop ; 
whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found  guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce 
such  sentence  as  shall  to  him  appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  sug- 
gested by  the  Court,  except  when  the  same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such 
sentence  shall  be  final.  But  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop, 
the  accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award  it ; 
in  which  case  a  new  Court  shall  be  constituted,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
(excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Court),  before  which  the  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

SEC.  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges,  the 
Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certified  to  him  by 
the  Court)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence;  and  if,  when  put  upon  his 
trial  before  the  Court,  the  accused  shall  neither  admit  nor  deny  the 
charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  pleading  not  guilty. 

SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  Minister,  as  herein  provided,  the 
finding  of  the  Court,  and  his  sentence  thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  interfering 
with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
2,  Canon  II,  Title  II  of  the  General  Convention.  And  wherever,  upon 
such  inquiry,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  just 
ground  for  the  public  rumors  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they 
shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts  and  of  the  evidence 
to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  herein  directed,  after  a  charge  shall  have  been  made  to  the 
vStanding  Committee. 

Sec.  12.  The  expense  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  Minister,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council.  And  in  case  the  Treasurer 
shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in  his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same 
shall  be  raised  by  assessments  on  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in 
the  same  ratio  in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses 
of  the  Council  by  Canon  XVII. 
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IV.  Miscellaneous 

CANON  XVI. 

Of  the  State  of  the  Church. 

At  every  Annual  Council  there  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  the  address  of  the  Bishop,  the  parochial  reports 
and  all  other  reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any  Canon. 
From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  prepare 
a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese,  and 
to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  important  to  its  future 
progress  and  welfare. 

CANON  XVII. 
Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

The  Council  at  each  annual  meeting  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon 
each  Church  and  Mission  in  union  therewith  an  assessment  sufficient  to 
defray  such  appropriation  as  Council  may  make,  and  also  an  assessment 
upon  all  Churches  and  Missions,  whether  in  union  with  the  Council  or 
not,  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate :  Provided,  That  these  assess- 
ments shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  reported  current  expenses  of 
each  Church  and  Mission :  Provided,  further,  That  the  Council  shall 
have  power  to  levy  additional  assessment  upon  each  Church  and  Mis- 
sion for  the  Pension  Fund  not  exceeding  seven  and  one-half  per  cent, 
of  the  current  expenses  of  said  Churches  and  Missions. 

The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determined  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

For  these  assessments,  the  Parish  shall  be  responsible. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Section  1.  These  Canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor  shall 
any  new  Canon  be  enacted,  except  at  a  stated  Council.  Nor  shall  any 
Canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  Canon,  be  passed  at  the  same 
Council  in  which  it  was  proposed,  except  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  both  Orders,  after  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons.  But  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Council,  it 
shall  lie  over  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual 
Council. 

SEC.  2.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment,  the  same,  if  by  way  of 
amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form:  "Canon — (or  section  of 
Canon) — is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:" 

SEC  3.  All  former  Canons  of  this  Council  not  included  in  these 
Canons,  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIX. 

Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  providing  for  the 
substitution  of  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  place  and 
stead  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the  same,  as  Trustees 
under  a  former  Act,  approved  on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1901. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees,  to  consist  of  the 
Bishop,  ex  officio,  and  eight  communicants  of  the  Diocese,  that  is  to  say, 
three  Presbyters  and  five  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  ballot  of  both  Orders 
immediately  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Canon;  of  which  one  Presbyter 
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and  one  Layman  shall  hold  office  for  two  years ;  one  Presbyter  and  one 
Layman  for  four  years ;  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman  for  six  years, 
and  two  Laymen  for  eight  years.  The  respective  terms  of  the  members 
of  the  said  Board  so  elected  to  be  determined  by  lots  at  the  first  meeting 
of  the  said  Board  after  the  said  election ;  which  meeting  for  organization 
shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
shall  determine,  who  shall  summon  the  members  of  the  same  for  that 
purpose. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors,  respectively,  shall  be  elected  under  this  Canon.  When  the 
term  for  which  any  Trustee  shall  have  been  elected  shall  be  about  to 
expire,  the  next  Annual  Council  sitting  prior  to  such  expiration  shall 
elect  their  successors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  so  that  two  members  of  the  said  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Annual  Council.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  said  Board  by 
reason  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  the  same,  the 
Board  shall  choose  some  communicant  of  the  Church,  Presbyter  or  Lay- 
man, as  the  case  may  be,  to  fill  said  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  chosen 
shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  so  vacating  the 
same,  or  until  his  successor  be  elected  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  either  from 
their  own  number  or  some  other  communicant  of  the  Church  in  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  amounting  to  three-fourths 
of  all  bonds,  stocks,  securities  or  money  which  may  be  entrusted  to  his 
keeping,  unless  the  same  shall  be  reduced  by  resolution  adopted  by  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
more  than  five  per  cent,  of  the  net  income  of  the  property  in  his  care 
and  custody. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  each  Annual  Council  of  the 
Diocese  upon  the  first  day  of  its  meeting,  of  all  their  actings  and  doings, 
with  a  detailed  statement  of  all  funds  in  their  hands,  the  investment 
thereof,  and  of  all  changes  made  by  them  in  investments  during  the 
preceding  year. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  shall  determine  and  appoint  times  for  regular 
meetings  of  the  same,  and  shall  provide  for  the  calling  of  extra  meet- 
ings, and  of  the  notification  of  the  same. 

SEC.  6.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  said  Board. 

CANON  XX. 

Of  the  Church  Home  and  Orphanage. 

Section  1.  The  institution  known  as  the  Church  Home  is  hereby 
recognized  and  adopted  as  the  institution  of  the  Diocese  for  the  pur- 
pose of  caring  for  aged  women  and  orphans  or  destitute  children. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  by  Council  twelve  Trustees  of 
the  said  "The  Church  Home  Orphanage"  (five  from  among  the  Clergy 
and  seven  communicants  from  among  the  Laity),  who  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and  who  shall  con- 
trol and  manage  the  Home  and  Orphanage.  The  Bishop  shall  be  ex 
officio  a  member  and  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  Board 
shall  annually  report  to  the  Council,  both  as  to  the  Home  for  Women 
in  Charleston  and  the  Orphanage  in  York. 
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CANON  XXL 

Of  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Council  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  five  (5) 
Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  who,  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Council  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  constitute  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  of  the  Diocese.  Said  Committee  shall  be  a 
Board  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop  in  all  financial  matters. 

SEC.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  it  shall  organize  by 
electing  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary. 

SEC.  3.  The  Committee  shall  hold  quarterly  meetings  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  quarterly  reports  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  from  such  other  persons  as 
shall  be  charged  with  the  receipt  and  custody  of  funds  for  any  Diocesan 
purposes.  It  may  hold  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Chairman,  or  any  two  members  of  the  Committee,  upon 
written  request. 

Sec.  4.  The  last  regular  meeting  of  the  committee  in  each  fiscal  year 
shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  April,  at  which 
meeting  it  shall  prepare  its  annual  report  to  Council.  It  shall  submit  to 
Council  a  table  of  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the 
Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate 
and  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  as 
provided  by  Canon  XVII.  It  shall  also,  in  conference  with  the  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  Diocese,  make  provision  for  the  necessary  funds  to 
carry  on  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese.  Immediately  after  this 
meeting  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  each 
Parish  and  Mission  of  the  amount  of  its  apportionment  and  that  such 
apportionment  shall  be  recommended  to  Council  for  adoption. 

SEC  5.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee,  by  and  with  consent 
and  advice  of  the  Bishop,  to  raise  funds  for  Church  extension  in  the 
Diocese,  to  be  used  in  strengthening  weak  points  and  establishing  the 
Church  in  new  fields.  All  moneys  donated  or  collected  for  this  work 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  and  kept  by  him  as 
a  separate  fund,  to  be  disbursed  by  direction  of  the  Committee  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  Chairman. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  Bishop,  to  adopt  for  its  government  and  for  the  conduct  of  its  work 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  and  shall  have 
power  to  order  the  payment  of  its  necessary  expenses  and  the  necessary 
expenses  of  its  members  upon  their  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
Committee. 

SEC.  7.  The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  financial 
agent  whenever,  and  for  period  of  time,  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  It 
shall  be  his  duty,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  to  canvass  the 
Diocese  for  subscriptions  and  donations  to  the  special  fund  for  Church 
Extension  and  for  such  other  Church  purposes  as  the  Committee  may 
direct. 

CANON  XXII. 

Of  the  Commission  on  Missions. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Diocesan  Commission  on  Missions,  subject 
to  Council,  the  duty  of  which  shall  be  to  promote  the  Forward  Move- 
ment recommended  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions,  especially  by 
endeavoring  to  secure  the  introduction  in  every  Parish  and  Mission  of 
the  Every  Member  Canvass  for  Missions,  and  the  Duplex  Envelope 
System;  and,  also,  the  prompt  payment  in  full  of  the  Apportionment 
for  Missions  for  this  Diocese. 
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SEC.  2.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  President,  ex  officio,  and  six  Clergymen  and  six  Laymen,  two 
of  each  Order  from  each  Convocational  District,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  upon  the  nomination  of  their  respective  Convocations,  and 
who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
Membership  shall  be  limited  to  those  who  themselves  heartily  approve 
of  the  plan,  are  willing  to  inform  themselves  thoroughly  with  regard 
to  it,  and  to  visit  Parishes  and  Missions  when  invited  to  do  so  in  the 
effort  to  further  the  adoption  of  the  plan  by  such  Parishes  and  Missions 
and  the  payment  of  the  apportionment.  Any  member  who  fails  without 
sufficient  cause  to  discharge  these  duties  shall  be  dropped  and  the 
vacancy  filled  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  elect  its  own 
officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Commission  shall  hold  at  least  one  meeting  each  year,  and 
in  addition,  the  members  from  each  Convocational  District  shall  meet  at 
the  time  their  Convocation  meets,  and,  together  with  any  other  members 
of  the  Commission  willing  to  attend,  hold  an  open  meeting  to  set  for- 
ward the  work  in  their  respective  Convocations. 

SEC.  4.  In  addition  to  these  meetings  the  Commission  may  hold  Mis- 
sionary Conventions  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  see  fit. 

Sec.  5.  The  Commission  shall  present  a  report  to  each  Council, 
together  with  an  estimate  of  the  funds  needed  for  its  work  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  a  financial  report  showing  the  disposition  of  any 
funds  expended  the  year  before,  which  report  shall  be  audited  as  other 
financial  reports  are. 

CANON  XXIII. 

Of  the  Commission  on  Social  Service. 

Section  1.  That  a  Commission  on  Social  Service,  consisting  of  three 
men  and  two  women,  be  elected  by  the  Diocesan  Council  annually. 

Sec.  2.  The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  elect  its  own  officers  and 
to  drop  from  its  membership  any  member  who  declines  to  attend  its 
meetings,  or  ignores  the  summons  sent  him  by  the  Chairman  or  Secre- 
tary, and  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

SEC.  3.  The  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  study  social  conditions 
in  the  Diocese  and  to  take  action  with  reference  to  the  same.  The 
specific  functions  of  the  Commission  shall  be : 

(1)  To  organize  and  to  educate  the  various  Parishes  in  the  Diocese 
with  regard  to  local  social  conditions  and  needs,  to  the  end  that  the 
individual  Parishes  may  themselves  become  active  in  relation  to  the 
social  problem. 

(2)  To  co-operate  in  propaganda  and  active  effort  with  such  recog- 
nized social  agencies,  local  and  State,  in  the  Diocese,  as  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Commission. 

(3)  To  co-operate,  through  exchange  of  plans  and  joint  action  where 
desirable,  with  the  Social  Service  Commissions  of  other  Dioceses  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  created. 

(4)  To  co-operate  with  the  Joint  Commission  on  Social  Service 
authorized  by  General  Convention  in  1910. 

(5)  To  facilitate  the  work  of  the  Commission,  an  annual  appropria- 
tion shall  be  voted  by  Council. 

Sec.  4.  The  Commission  shall  make,  annually,  a  full  report  to  Council 
of  work  accomplished  and  plans  in  view. 
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CANON  XXIV. 
Of  the  Pension  Fund. 

Section  1.  In  conformity  with  the  the  legislation  adopted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  setting  forth  the  principles  upon  which  a  pension  sys- 
tem for  the  Clergy  of  the  Church  and  their  dependents  should  be 
constructed,  pursuant  to  which  the  corporation,  the  Church  Pension 
Fund,  has  been  created  to  carry  these  principles  into  effect,  the  Diocese 
of  South  Carolina  adopts  the  system  of  the  Church  Pension  Fund. 

SEC.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint,  annually,  a  Committee  on  the 
Church  Pension  Fund,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen. 
The  duties  of  the  Committee  shall  be  as  follows : 

(1)  To  furnish  quarterly  to  the  Church  Pension  Fund  a  list  of  the 
Clergy  resident  in  this  Diocese,  whose  premiums  this  Council  has 
assumed,  with  a  statement  of  the  stipends  received  by  each  of  the  said 
Clergymen;  and  to  receive  from  the  Pension  Fund  quarterly  a  state- 
ment of  the  premiums  required  to  be  paid  for  each  of  such  Clergymen. 

(2)  The  Treasurer  of  Council  shall  collect  the  assessments  made  by 
Council  for  this  purpose  and  shall  pay  the  required  premiums  to  the 
Church  Pension  Fund. 

(3)  To  inform  the  Church  Pension  Fund  from  time  to  time  of  the 
Clergy  and  the  widows  and  minor  orphans  of  Clergy,  who  may  be 
entitled  in  respect  of  this  Diocese  to  receive  pensions  from  the  Church 
Pension  Fund. 

(4)  In  general,  to  inform  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Diocese  of  the 
pension  system  created  by  the  General  Convention,  whereby  the  Clergy 
of  the  Church  are  assured  of  pensions,  as  of  right,  to  their  widows  and 
minor  orphans,  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  necessary  or  advisable 
in  the  premises  to  the  end  that  the  moneys  necessary  to  be  paid  by  the 
Parishes,  Missions  and  other  Ecclesiastical  organizations  may  be  fully 
and  systematically  paid. 

SEC  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  Council  the  premiums  payable  on 
behalf  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  also  of  the  Coadjutor-Bishop 
and  the  Bishop's  Suffragan,  if  there  be  such. 

SEC  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  as  aforesaid  receiving 
a  stipend  or  stipends,  and  the  duty  of  every  Parish,  Mission,  or  organi- 
zation as  aforesaid  paying  a  stipend  or  stipends,  to  furnish  a  statement 
of  such  stipend  or  stipends,  and  of  every  change  in  the  amount  thereof 
as  soon  as  such  change  shall  occur,  to  the  Committee  on  Church  Pen- 
sion Fund  and  also  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese. 

SEC.  5.  The  Council,  at  every  meeting,  shall  have  power  to  levy  upon 
all  the  Churches  an  assessment  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
pension  premium  of  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese  members  of  this  Council 
having  cures  in  the  same.  Said  assessments  shall  not  exceed  seven  and 
one-half  per  cent,  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  respective  Churches. 
The  amount  of  said  assessment  shall  be  determind  by  each  Annual 
Council,  and  upon  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 


I.  After  the  Council  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Credentials  appointed,  the  order  of  proceedings  for  the  first 
day  shall  be : 

1.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Assistant  Secretary. 

2.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

3.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees, 
viz. :  A  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to  consist  of  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman 
from  each  Missionary  District ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen ;  a  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
consist  of  five  Laymen,  communicants  of  the  Church,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Council,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

4.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Council. 

5.  The  annual  communication  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

6.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 

7.  The  annual  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council. 

8.  The  appointment  of  special  committees. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  The  services  for  the  opening  of  the  Council  on  every  day  suc- 
ceeding the  first  day  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishop,  and  every 
day's  session  shall  be  closed  with  appropriate  Collects,  offered  by  the 
President. 

The  anniversary  sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity  in  South  Carolina  may  be  preached  on  the  second  day  after 
Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order  of 
proceedings,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be : 

1.  The  reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding  day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  when  in 
order. 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  when  in 
order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  when  in  order. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's,  Raleigh,  when  in  order. 

8.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
when  in  order. 

9.  Reports,  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order : 
Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Committee  on  Finance. 

Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
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Committee  on  State  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 
Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 
Trustees  of  the  Church  Home. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Council. 
Special  committees. 
10.  Miscellaneous  business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Council,  the  Minutes  of  the  last  day's 
proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

V.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to  address  the  chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Council  unless  he  hath 
leave  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  to  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  without  advanc- 
ing, shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining 
himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Council. 

XL  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Council,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into  debate  during  same 
session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  reconsider,  which  may  be  moved  and 
seconded  by  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is  putting  the  question  no  one  shall  hold 
private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of  or  across  the  church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Churches 
shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers,  as  called  for, 
and  no  votes  shall  be  received  after  the  Tellers  begin  to  count  the 
votes  :  Provided.  That  the  Roll  of  the  Clergy  shall  be  called  and  their 
votes  deposited  with  the  Tellers  first,  and  immediately  thereupon  the 
Roll  of  the  Churches  shall  be  called  and  their  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers. 

XIV.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Council  unless  sec- 
onded and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any  other  member 
require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a  motion  offered 
by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  church  with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  house,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  or  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  the  word  "Resolved"  shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend, 
and  if  carried  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution.  Sub- 
ject to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be  first  put. 

XVI.  Motions  to  lay  on  the  table  and  to  postpone  indefinitely  shall 
be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion  to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a 
speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the  Council. 

XVII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to  any  mem- 
ber unless  full  and  sufficient  reasons  be  given  by  him  to  the  Council. 
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XVIII.  All  special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Council. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he 
is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules  of 
the  Council  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  to  Order ;  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined 
in  the  first  instance,  without  debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member 
may  appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Council,  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  ot  the  Council. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  the  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond 
an  adjournment. 

XXII.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

XXIII.  The  foregoing  Rules  of  Order  may  be  read  at  the  opening  of 
every  Council,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless  repealed  by  a  vote  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  not  be  altered  but  by  a  vote  of  tivo-thirds  of  both 
Orders,  after  one  day's  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration.
